ther in temperament, in matter or form ; whence ariſe three kinds of 
alterative Mcdicaments; firſt, that which impenſly hears, cools ; 
moyltneth, ar dryeth w ſecondly , that which changeth-the commo- 
deration and conſiſtency of the matter : ſo as either too much to 


 obdurate or mollify , roo much to rarify or condenſe, too much to 


bind or looſe, too much to thicken or attenuate z thirdly, which cor- 
rupteth or weakneth the ſubſtance or form it ſelf, ſuch as beſides their 
manifeſt quality, whereby they heat,crade,refrigerate, or ſtupify, by 
a certain occult propricty, and ſo deſtroy the ſubſtance ir ſelf , and in- 
duce corruption with nauſcouſneſs, as Cic#ts, Anchora, Napellns, A- 
coniturs , Sublimatum, and many more; fome are noxious to the 
whole body, as the fore-named ; others to certain peculiar parts, as

ments. 


Hereas ſimple Medicaments have often two, ſometimes three 
faculties incorporated! , we will ſpeak of them in ordet. 
The firſt is called Simple and Elementary , which ariſes from the 
commixtion of the four Elements. The ſecond, ſubſtantial or ma- 
terial, which proceeds from a commoderation and conſiſtency of the 
matter , in which the four qualities inhere in a divers proportion. \ 
And there is ſomething found beſides theſe, a third, namely purga- 
tive , which Fernelius calls an occult quality, And Sylvie , with 0+ 
thers of no mean knowledge , affirm fouir qualities ro be,univerſally 
reſident in ſome Medicament, whereof he qflErts the third to, be little 
known, and the fourth altogether unknown, yet both theſe are often 
taken for one and the ſamie : for whatever Medicament *aRs by any ' 
inexplicable, or not ſufficiently perſpicuous property,not proceeding 
from the firſt or ſecond qualities , are ſaid ro a& from the third qua- 
lities, or property of the whole ſubſtance, or occult virtue,

I could relate a thouſand more examples , which becauſe they are 
ridiculous and fooliſh, I judge them ner to be omitted ; for in 
thoſe that are bettered by theſe words,cither ſuſpended or rehearſed, 
the cure comes rather by a certain opinion, than any virtue in 
them. 

One was not aſhamed to aſlert, that he was freed from a Feayer b 
an Amuler, in which theſe words were written, Sand; Petre & Paule 
ſtultam hunc perſanate , that is, Saint Peter and Saint Paul cure this 
fool. Another was reſtored to health by this Amulet, Rapiat eum De- 
mon & ſumiles ejus, that is, The Devil taks bive avd. ſuch like, But I 
relate theſe ſore againſt my will : we will now turn our diſcourſe to 
others more approved. Thoſe A mulets which confift of fimple Me- 
dicaments, tyed or ſuſpended, are not akogether diſapproved of by 
Phyſicians z indecd they often produce ſalutary effes by an acculc 
property.

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T Herc is alfo an occult quality in Poyſons, of which Phyſiologers, 
- and ſearchers of natural things, do ſometimes ſpeak, as alſo im- 
pious Witches : the Phyſtologers , that they might acknowledge the 
prudence and ſagacity of the Omnipotent Nature, in good as well as 
pernicious things, and contemplate the Ornament of the World : bur 
thoſe Wixches , more peſtilent than Peſtilence it ſelf , and moſt per- 
nicious Enemies of Mankinde, that they might exanimate and cxtir- 
ate out of the world all thoſe whoſe life and fortuncs they enyy or 
| hare. For they moſt artificially adulterate the taſte , odour, and co- 
lour of Poyſons, which they ſo craftily convey into Meats and Medi- 
caments, that they may deceive the moſt wiſe and wary , and in ſtcad 
of Bread give them a Stone, in ſtead of a Fiſh a Scorpion, inſtead of 
Sugar a — Poyſon. And ſo good men are not fo ſafe from evil 
men, as all men from Scorpions, and other deſtructive Beaſts. 

Of whichthe Phyſician os » asrhe Logician of Sophiſms and 
Fallacies, which he admoniſhes us to obſerve and avoyd,as the Theo- 
loger ſpeaks of Vice , which he perſwades us to ſhun. Neither doth. 
he treat of evil , that thence good might follow ; wherein he differs 
from the Phyſician , who diſalloweth of 'poyſonfull Sorcerers , and 
yet treats of Poyſons, either as they are generated, or by ill luck in- 
geſted into our bodyes, or elſe as they are requiſite to the curing of 
malign diſcaſes otherwiſe todiſcourſe of them, or uſe them, is per- 
nicious..

NJ T E have bcfore ſhewed, that ſome Medicaments reſpe& and 
corroborate ſome parts by a ſpecifical virtue , as Cephalick 
reſpeR the head, Ophthalmick the eyes , Pulmoniack, He- 
patick, the Lungs , Liver, Spleen, andothers, other parts , from 
whence they had their denomination: Now we ſhall ſpeak briefly 
and generally of ſuch as are named from their efte&s, that the Apo- 
thecary may have in readineſs the name and knowledge of Medica- 
ments, with-their reſpeRive quality , to the propoſcd and deſired cf- 
fets, For fince names are the marks of things , if they be conveni- 
ently and rightly ficted tothem', they will more aptly teach, guide, 
and dire& the Artificer. | | 

But almoſt all Medicaments retain their Greek idioms firſt impo-» 
{ed onthem, Some named from the Arabian Language, have ſ-:rce 
re-obtained their firſt. and proper euphony z yer have they in proceſs 
of time been ſomewhat refined. Medicaments therefore from their 
cftes are thus named by Claſſical Authors. | 

A Medicament is called Cathartick, or purging, becauſe by ſome 
way it draws noxious humours out of our badies , as by vomiting, or 
ſeceſſion. | 

Phyſicians call that Cholagogon, or a choler-purging Medicament, 
which extracts cholerick humours z that which purges flegm, Phleg- 
magogon ; that which purgeth melancholy , MHelanagogum that 
which purgeth watry or liquid humours, Hydragozum ; and that 
which purgeth all humours, Panchymagozos. 

ARENE Medicament is called Polychreſtum, becauſe it is of much

Eccoproticon is reckoned amongſt the benign Medicaments , and is 
ſo called, becauſe it onely moves rhe dregs, 

Thoſe are called Hypercathar#ica , or too much purging Medica- 
ments , which firſt purge that humour to which it is congruent and 
familiar, afterwards other humours more aptto follow; laſt of all, 
blood ; fo that they cauſe the Bloody Flux. 

They are called Emetics, that provoke vomiting , and educe the 
humours by the mourh.

Fur- 
thermore, four ſapour , as to its impreſſion upon the rongue , it cor- 
rodes, bites, penetrates, and exterges , and all without calefaQion , 
unleſs it have ſome other quality mixed with it, as Galez aſſerts, (cap. 
2, lib. 4. ſimpl.) in which it differs ggom ſharp ſapour, although ſour 
ſapours terment the earth for the tenuity of their parts with heat pro- 
duced by putrefaQion. 

The auſtere or ſtyptick ſapour doth moderately ſtrain and exaſpe- 
rate the tongue and mouth, and in ſome meaſure dry and refrigerate; 
and it is very & aqua to many immature Fruits, as to Quinces, to the 
fruit of the Dog-tree, and many Pears , eſpecially wild Pears. The 


matter conſiſts in a mean, to wit , partaker both of a terreſtrial and 
watry nature, in which frigidity is predominant. Wherefore all au- 
ſtere m—_ are frigid , moderately aſtringing and repelling fluxes ; 


and it differs from an acerb ſapour , in that ic is more humid, and 
aſtringeth and exaſperates leſs. For Galen, ( cap. 7. lib. 4. fimplic.)

Bur when natural heat beginsto domineer in the very matter , and

The manner of breaking of Medicaments , is different and various, 
for many are brayed ina ſtone morter , as in Marble , others in Me- 
tall morters , as Iron, Braſs, Lead, and ſometimes glaſle , others in a 
Wooden morter, as of Box , or Guajaicum , with peſtells uſually of 
the ſame matter , for an Iron peſtell is moſt apt for an Iron morter, a 
Wooden one, for a Wooden morter, a Leaden, for a Leaden mor- 
ter, and a glaſle peſtell for a glaſle morter : Some cannot nor will not 
be ſocxaQtly pulyerated by beating as by grinding and rubbing , and 
that upon a ſmooth marble made hollow tor that purpoſe , where in- 
ſtead of a peſtell, we uſe a little marble ſtone called a Mannipuls, 
which we hold in'our hand, and circumduce it this way, and that way, 
round the ſtone, ſo that we leave no part of the Medicamet unrub- 
bed; and after this manner Gemmes and pretious ſtones are made in- 
to powder, till we can perceive no knobbs with our fingers, which 
powder ſo brayed, the yulgar call marbled duſt , after which manner 
alſo thoſe powders ought to be attenuated, which goto the making up 
of Ophthalmick unguents, 

Some are brayed and ground with turning ſtones , as Wheat 
and Barly ina Mill, and ſoa great quantity of Fard ſceds may cahily 
and ſper ly be bruiſed, and grinded to powder. 
-, Thoſe Medicaments we prepare onely for coRion need bur little 
bruifing', and thoſe alſo that are of a thin ſubſtance , whoſe yertue is 
diffipable , need but little bruiſing alſo, asalmoſt all lowers. 

And thoſe require much bruiſing, that arc hard , thick ſolid , ncr- 
vous yand not caly to be broken, as alſo.ſuch as partake of a malig-

Roots and hearbs are ſometimes beaten green, and ſometimes dry, 
ſometimes raw, ſometimes boyled , for their different ends and uſes , 
but thoſe muſt alwayes but be bruiſed moderately, that are to be boy- 


led; for alwayes obſerve, that a greater Triture is requifit for roots Net*- 


than leaves, lefler for fruits,and a meane for ſeeds: For ſeeds require 
but a contuſion betwixt roots and hearbs. 
Solikewiſe many Medicaments can ſcarce be redaged to powder, 


unleſs ſomething be mixed with them. As Coloquintide, ſericum crw- The husks of = 


dum , Camphirc, and many more , which onely dilate by beating Silkwormes, 


them alone , unleſle there be ſome unRious or liquid matter ſupcrad- 
ded; ſometime we uſe to ſprinkle ſome with wine , other with wa- 
ter, ſome with oyl and vineger, that they may not only ſooner be 
brought into powder, but alſo better ſerve our intention, 

The harder part of Animalls as bones , hornes , clawes , nailes 
may be more calily pulyerared , if they be firſt filed, or burned in a 
Crucible. 


There are ſome who alſo burn Sericum Crudum , wooll and the Scricum muſt 
haires of ſeyerall Animalls before they powder them ; but thereby "* be burned, 


they looſe their former vertues,and acquire new ones , and therefore 
it is better to cut them {mall , and dry them in an oyen, and ſo beat 
them ſtrongly till they returne into powder ; ſome unRicus ſeeds, 
as the four great cooc-leeds are to be excortiated before they be 
powdered, becaule they clog, and ſticke to the peſtell;many gumms, 
dropps and juices, conveighed to us from far Countryes, are full of 
tender fibres, and as it were covered with a coare, which are'fo 
hard tobe broken , and diflolyed (the innermoſt nor &ty of ir ſelf) 
thatthey cannot be beaten to powder alone , but muſt firſt be cut into 
ſmall peeces , and then beaten ; with. other dryer Medicaments ; 
Gum Sgt, Arabick, Maftick, Franckincenle, Sarcacolla , and 
Juices that bave a pliant humor., cannot eaſily be pulverated by bea- 
ting , but rather by 2'gentle rubbing , circmmducing the peſtell light- 
ly round the bottame of the morter , and ſome others, not till ſome 
rops of water be ſprinkled upon them. [NIVI 
And ſome ar fo friable , as ſtarch , white Agaricke , and many

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kindes of carths , that they may be cafily even with a light rubbing ; 
be brought into powder : other have fo groſs , hard, and compact a - 
| - ſubſtance, and ſucha ſtrong and laſting vertue , that they muſt be 
| long; and laboriouſly beaten , before they will be fitted. 
| Thoſe in generall that require ſtrong conco@ion require much 
Triture ; and thoſe that require lefle concoRton , alſo lefle Tri- 
ture, | 
bs And when any Aromaticke Ingredient , or odoriferous fimples , 
| or Gerams and precious ſtones, are pulyerizing , the morter ſhould 
| be covered with a convenient cover , either of. wood or leather, leaſt 
| the mare ſubtill part ſhould exhale , and their odour decay ,.and they 
more ſhould be cloſer covered , when Enphorbinm or Hellibore are 
beaten, leaſt the fume ſhould offend the noſtcills , and cauſe importu- 
nate ſneezing. 

Learned Sylvivs hath appointed this order and method to be ob- 
ſerved in pulverating Medicaments, that thick, hard, and pliant Me- 
dicaments be firſt put into the morter, and then ſuch as are not ſo ſo- 
lid, and laſt of all thoſe that are moſt unctious. 

How leadisto Lead, according to Fernelius cap. 16. lib. 6. method. may be pul- 

be powdered. erated after this manner : Firſt, it muſt be beaten into ſmall and thin 
plates, which being cut very ſmall muſt be macerated in the ſtrongeſt 
vineger for three dayes together, the vineger m—_ every day , at- 
rerwards taken out and dryed, but not burned , which, if laborioufly 
beaten in a morter, will quickly be brought into a very fine powder ,

Thirdly , It breaks all acrimony , violence , and ulcerating facul- 
tiess as Meſue writes of Scammony , which by his preſcriprt will be 
better if it be boyled ina ſorbe apple., or in a quince , of roſe water , 
as all other ſharp ſapors , which, become better by CoRion. 

Fourthly , Ir bridles and carreQss, the more ychement and maligne 
attraction of the Medicament, and therefore we boyle white Hellibor, 
and moſt yalid Medicaments , that their violence may be broken , 
and experience hath taughy me , that they become ' more be- 
nigne , when they are boyled in water , or juice of heatbs , ſeeds, or 
fruits. 

Laſtly, Elixation doth very comodiouſly mixe the. different qualt- 
ties of Medicaments , that one quality , as it were concrete, might re-_ 
ſult from them all, which if it be weak in any plant, it muſt be boy- 
ledeafier and lighter ; if more potent and valid , more and harder , 

how much the ſubſtance of the Medicament is groffer , and more 

ſolid : Therefore we firſt boyle the woods , then roots , then ſeeds , 

then barks , then fruits , and laſt of all lowers on a gentle fire free 
from ſmoak. 

This order of Elixation is to be obſerved in the preparation of 
all Medicaments , eſpecially Apozemes , which are made of the de- 
coction of roots , leaves , ſeeds , and flowers , dulcorated with Sugar 
or Syrups. 

The punctuall time of Coction cannot be defined , as ſome vainely

Now this matrer is CHI either when often bur- 
ned, or when onely ignificd or heated, as when Gems or Mc- 
tals are extinguiſhed in Winc- vincgar, purc or ſtillatitious matter, or 
ſome juice or liquor , till they be totally cold ere they have been per- 
| fealy burned. |

Of Calfaction, Inſolation, and Refrigeration. 


AlfaQion is a certain manner of preparing Medicaments , as C«ffiio quia. 
well ſimple as compound , whereby they are neither boyled, 
nor burned, but moderartely calefyed cither in the fun, or by the fire, 
or by the hear of ſome putrid matter , that theſe may be ſtrained 
mollified, and mixed more commodiouſly , orthat they may be uſed 
more cafily and happily. So an infuſed Medicament is caleficd be- 
fore it be ſtrained , not onely thar all its quality may be tranſmitted 
into the liquor , bur that the liquor may more readily permeate , and 
wholly draw our. 
Apothecaries do ſucceſsfully give hot Glyſters preſcribed for ſuch 
as labour in the Collick, if it proceed not from choler ; warm ones 
to ſuch as are ſick of a Feaver, not that their grief ſhould wax hotter, 
but to mitigate it, and help the motion of Nature, and the excluſion 
of the humour upward may be mote eaſy. Scarce any thing aQual} 
cold ſhould be exhibited, whether the remedy be applyed or aflomel, 
Alſo Baths, and the very Linnen fick folks uſe, ſhould be moderately 
warmed. Many Medicaments alſo muſt be calcfied , that they may 
more cafily be broken, mixed, diffolyed, and ftraincd. 
Inſolation is ſo like and near to CaltaRion , that the one may 1aſo/atio quid. 
ealily ſupply the others courſe and place, for they both promiſe the 
ſame effe&. And, it is like a certain coftion , when Hydromel is ca-, Hydrome! vi- 
lefied by being ſet in the Sun forty dayes whil'ſt the Dog-ſtar rules ry , 
for being more concoR, it may be a taſte like Wine. Yet doth not * *' 
this Art onely make it become like Wine, but that which is prepared wha Hydren. 
of Your pints of running water, and one pound of honey , muſt be ſo »* i5- 
long cocted before Inſolation , till a raw cgge may ſwim above it ; 
which we call Hydromel. | 
Now Conſerves arc inſolated or calefied in the Sun , that all their 
parts may be fermented together, and their more humid matter djf-- 
euſſed ; eſpecially ſuch as are prepared of cold leaves and flowers , 
and ſhould be kept a long time, which will be a means to hinder their 
working up. 
 Thejnice of the herb Scyl{a, by Galens advice , { cap. wlt. lib, de 
Pwero epileptico ) muſt be drawn out by Infolation or Go@ionin the 
Sun z when the Air is obſcure, it may be extracted with fire , -and

Many Oils may be made by the infuſion of flowers ,, and permix-

Now Mcdicaments are diffolved for many uſes ; firſt , that they piſo!utionis u- 
may be cafily aſſumed, ſecondly, that they may more readily be /* #ipz.

if need be; remain theres as when liquid Medicaments are injected 
into the belly, bladder, inteſtines, or any Ulcer in the body ; fifthly, 
Medicaments are diſſolved that they may afterwards be ſtrained, .and 
that their virtues purged from excrements , may ſooner enter the in- 
ward parts, o\ 

Thus Medicaments,which break the Stone;are diflolyed ſometimes 1;thontriprica, 
in white Wine, ſometimes inthe juice of Limmons , in the water of 
Wall-pelitory, Radith-roots; or ſuch like, that th& may more caſily 
permeate the holes of the reins , andthe paſlages of the ureters.

They are wont to give theſe extracts z to thoſe whole ventricles 
loathed Apothecaryes Medicines,and who had plenty of wealth : for 
to preſcribe the extra of Rhabarbe or Pearle to a poor man , were 
to take away his life. 

Now theſe extracts of Medicaments as well ſimple as Compound, 
are often made after this manner , the Medicament is waſhed , being 
firſt. ſmall ſliced, or if it be a maſſe of Pills or an ElcQuary,it is diſſo]- 
ved in the beſt Hqaz vite, or other fir liquor,ſo as it be covered two 
fingers, ina veſſel! well and cloſe ſtopped, then ir is lefr two or three 
daycsin a hot place, then they make a ſtrong expreſſion, whith is at- 
terward put in Bales Marie , that the Aqua vite may be ſepara- 
ted from rhe faculty of the Medicament , which lyes {>mewhart thick 
in alittle quantity in the bottome of che vefell, then ir is gathered 


| andrepoled in aglaſle veſlcll, or an carthen one well glaflcd , and fo 


evaporated on hot embers. 

It any one will make a more valid extract , then he macerates ano- 
ther Mcdicament of the ſame kind,in the former expreſſion,and afcer 
a daily and perfc& infuſion, he extraRtsit by compreſſion, as before, 


' and this he doth three or foure rimes , if he defire a more potent cx- 


traR,and atlength the laſt expreſſion being finiſhed, he ſegregates the 
Aqua vite from it by diſtillation in a hot bath , or he diffipares it by 
inlolation, till the extra& onely remain, which hath great and power- 
full vertues in a ſmall body. 

They do not caſt away Rhabarbe,and other Medicaments of grea- 
rer yalue,after the. firſt maceration or c:prefſion as the vulgar do, but 
them twice thrice or four times in other Aqua vite , till they 

yeloſt their colour & ſapour, and what evcr vertuc was ih them be 
left in the waters, for then ought the laſt cxprefſion to be made, which 
is mixed tothe other , from all which the Aqua vite is ſeparated by 
Balneo Mariz , and the ſubſident oncly or extrat left. 

Theſc Extracts are not alwaics made by Aqua vite, but oftentimes 
by the decoction of hearbs, ſtilled waters , and ſometimes by rain or 
fountain- waters, for ſome maſſes of pills are ſometimes macerated in 
rain- waters for theſpace of cight dayes:, the juice of Buglofle , Be- 
tony , or other thing , as necefſity requires, being added, then it is

S the husbandman with his fanne diffipates the ſtraw and 
| chaffe from his Wheat , ſo doth he with his fieye ſegregate 
the beſt ſeed corn from the dead and feeble cornes, to whom 
\ Cribration rather appertains than to anApothecary;yet both 
of them ule this inſtrument to ſeparate the flower from the bran, 
which the vulgar call a ſearce , or licve , ſometimes a rangeing ſieve, 
and ſometimes a haire Tamile , which is made ſometimes of tie haire 
of a horſes taile , ſometimes of flax , ſometimes of filk ; now a fieve is 
made of a vellume pervious with many round or long holcs, through 
which tares and ſmall ſceds may eaſily deicend , the more ſucculent 
and good remaining - Cribration therefore is of uſe for that prepara- 
tion of Medicaments, which is performed in a ſieve. TP 

The uſc of this preparation is much, for hereby the flower of cribrationit 
grounded ſeeds, or the meale is ſeparated from the branne : boyled *** 
roots are «leanſed from their barks, and fruits purged from their 
grains and ſtones.

A S Saliture and Farture rather ſeem to appertain to a Cooks , 
than an Apothecaries ſhop , ſo doth Conditure to the Con+ 
tegioners. Yet Medicamems ſometimes need theſe ; for Saliture 
conduces much to conſeryation, Farture to good ſapour, and Candi- 
ture to both. For Flowers and Fruits are not condited onely , but 
alſo little ſtalks, barks, and tender roots, both that they may be lon- 
ger preſerved , and allo eat more pleaſantly. Thuy are the roots of 
tender Ginger, and husks of Caſſia Fiftala , which are not old. Nut- 
megs, Myrobolans, and other farreign Fruits, are condited while 
freſh , that they may be brought to us without any loſs of their vir- 
tues and faculties , from far Countreys, Many'of our own Coun- 
trey, {weet, ſour, or Fruits of other fapours, pleaſant to the palate, as 
ſoon as they are gathered, and if need be, their Cortcs pill'd off, «for 
many are not decorticated , as Gooſeberries, Barberrics ) and ſo are 
boyled with Sugar, or Honey, or both. Thoſe that are bitter , very 
ſour, and tharp, arc ſo long maccrated in water, til} they haye depo- 
ſed their vehement quality. | | 
Now Apothecarics doeſpecially make humid Conditures, as they 
call them z as when they ſo long conco@ Fruits or Roots with Sugar 
and Water,that they loſe all their watry humidity, and after Condi- 
m=_ and Reconditure may be preſerved with a Sirup perfectly boy- 
ed.

But ConfeRioners do not onely make ſuch like Conditures as 
theſe, bur alſo dry ones, as they term them, which are made of Fruits 
ſugared, with Sugar cxtrinſecally boyled with them, and afcerwards 
dryed by inſolation, Now many Fruits are condited with Saltalone, 
as Capers or with ſome Vinegar added torhem; as Cucurmbers cur Sefwre,

Bur it is made more frequently by &omode aqua 
fire , by whole power not onely waters , bur alſo oils are educed by educatur Py 
deſcemt. Thus the water of Roſes , and other Flowers , may be well 
diſtilled. A por of copper , braſs , or clay, is taken and filled wich 
Roſes, or other Flowers, cloſe covered witha head, and a veſſel full 
of coals is ſet under the body containing the Flowers, out of which 
when they are calefied , very good water will exude into the glaſs 
ſubje&ed. Bur the fire is to be ſoordered, that the Flowers may not 
be burned,and therefore many prudently put paper betwixr the veſlcl 
containing the fire, and the Flowers for hereby they may bercer 
endure the heat.

too negligently , now from the concourie , and commiſtion' of theſe 
two will proceed one moderate deterſory : the ſecond cauſe of com- 
poſition 1s , that the violence of tne Mcedicament may be obtunded,or 
ns ignavy excited now 1ts violence 1s obtunded by the admixtion of 
2 more benigne or an oppoſite Medicament , as when with ſharp we 
mixe mile, with bitter ſweet, with calid refrigerating, & with maligne 
Cordiall Medicaments, The third caule or reaſon 1s drawn from the 
variety of che Maladies to be cured , for to eyery part afteRted and 
noxious humour , a Medicamentrthat is Analogicall and deſtinated 
to the ſame muſt be preſcribed ; for it is meer that Medicament muſt 
be given to the Brain , Lungs , orother parts ill affe&cd , which hath 
reſpec to ſuch parts , and w:li free from ſuch a mortificall cauſe : the 
firuation allo and dignity of the parts afte&ed demonſtrate compoſi- 
tion to be neceſlary; tor ſome part doth not onely require roboration, 
which indeed 1s a principall effect, asthe brain by Cephalicks, and the 
heart by Cordialls,1s Ga/excommands, Cap. 1, bb. 1, comp. med. ge- 
zer. Bur alſo oftentimes alteration , and a vindication from the nox i-

- Syrups, are perfely coed with honey or ſugar , that they may 
not corrupt,but be uſctull fora whole yeare , and they therefore hayec 
a thicker conſiſtency, a meane betwixt wine boyled rothe third ,- and 
a julep ; as an Apozcme betwixta julep and a ſyrup; for a Fyrup is 
not ſo thick as ſapa, nor a julep as a ſyrup , nor an Apozeme as a ju- 
lep,tor as ſyrups , which becaule thicker may be kept longer & ſafer, 
ſo Apozemes and Juleps, being thinner , may not be kept long and 
ſafely , tor they will not keep one week, and therefore Phyficians are

Yer is it better that theſe be inſolated than decodted with fire , be- Cur preſt:t bes 
cauſe the odour of flowers, being eafily difſfipable, periſhes, and their "th Bo 
qualities do not remain integrall afrer cocture , but they will eafily 
endure inſolation , which acting with a temperate and diuturnall hear, 
not ſhort , and fervid, better mixes ſuch Medicaments ; yet that ho- 
ney which is made of freſh roſes,is uſed to be coed wich a {low fire, 
that which is made of dry roſes ſhould be inſolated. 
Now, whar way ſoever honey of roſes is made,whether of flowers 
intcgrall or broken, it ought firſt a little to be calefied, that it may be 
ſtrained , and it is called, Mel Roſatum Colatum. 
As fruits are harder, more difficult to be coed , and leflſe diſipa- 
ble than lowers and leaves, ſo Medicinall honey is made of theſe af- 
ter a different manner , for inſolation will not ſuffice , but they muſt 
be long concodted in water before honey be put to them , and 'thar 
fruits may be rightly coed, they muſt firſt be macerated four and 
twenty houres in thrice as much water as is equall tothem , then they 
muſt be coed to the third part , or half, then an <quall weight of ho» 
ney muſt be added to the colature , and then the concogion mult be 
perfected in the conſiſtency of a ſyrup, 
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Ulices educed out of fruits and hearbs , after colation , expurga- 
tion, and a conſiſtency obtained by the benefic of the Sun or <re, 
.are called Sapes, or medicinated juices, by the Grecks <nwicwars, p 

and by the Arabians Rob , or Robub. Sape is properly wine preſſed nFy = 
out of white ripe grapes , and cocted tothe confiſtency of honey, cal- 
led by the Arabians Rob. Now any other juiceextrated! and coRed 
to a juſt ſpiſſitude is by the generall name called Robub, 
Yet theſe barbarous-names are'ſeldome diſtinguiſhed , but Rob arift 
Robub, are uſed without difference for any thick juice, as it is app# 
rent in Meſue , who, not ignorant of the proper name; calls alt-con- 
crete Juices , rather Rob, than Robub, though his interpreter judges 0-

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The Juices are extraQed either with a preſs, or by the compreſſion 


of ones hands, and then trajeRed through a napkin, that whatever of 
{orditude is therein may cleave tothe cloth, and the pure juice may 
onely be tranſmitred ; which afterwards put in a pan or other veſlc] 
is inſolated, or coed on a flow fire till it grow thick , and acquire a 
ſolid form. And its watry humidity thus reſolved, it may be preſer- 
ved many months and years without putrefaQtion. 


Some Juices alſo are ſimple, others compound, Of the ſimple, 


ſome have a friable ſubſtance, and a purgative faculty, which mult be 
longer cocted, that they may acquire perfe ſolidy, as Aloes, Scam- 


mony, and ſuch like ; others have a lent and yiſcid ſubſtance, and for 


the moſt part an aſtriftive and acid quality, ſuch as all Robs are ſaid 


to be by Aeſue , ( DiſtinfF. 6.) Thoſe are called compound Sapes or 
Juices, which beſides their concrere Juices, admit of Sugar , as Rob 
condited of Barberrics, Rob of Quinces , Mulberrics , and fuch 
Frunts. | 

As therefore ſweet Wine onely boyled to the third, and deſpumed, 
ſtill remaining liquid , is called Defrut#m ; ſo Wine expreſled in a 
harder Conſiſtency , inſpiſſated by heat, is properly called Sapaz 
which alſo may be called Rob or Robub. If any be more ſollicizous 
about the name than the thing it ſelf , he may equally refer the name 
Robub to all Juices. 

The uſe of Sapes is commended to many things , eſpecially to di- 
ſcaſesin the mouth z and they are ſometimes preſcribed alone, ſome. 
timesto be mixcd with other ConfeRions, as to Diamorum, Diacodi. 
wm, and other Syrups. 


Cnay VII. 
Of Conſerves. 


Ecing the virtue of Flowers may be caſily diſſipated , it can 
\ ſcarce be long retained integral , but is much impaired with 
coction and time, and often reſolved, Now that it may be 
retained , Flowers are wont to be condited in Sugar or Ho- 
ney , anda Compound is made, that may be preſerved for many 
months and years, without any great impairing of virtue z whence 
it-is properly called a Conſerve ; whereof we have two different 
kinds, the one is liquid and ſoft, which will yield to the preſſure of 
ones finger, wherein is left ſome lentor ; the other dry , which is 
much more ſolid , and made into Paſtils or Trochisks, to which our 
fingers rather yicld, 

But becauſe all Flowers have not alike compa ſubftance, or like 
temper, they are not all condited after the ſame manner, nor require 
the ſame quantity of Sugar in their conditure, yy 
IN | FOIL COMA s Thoſe 
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Thoſe that are more humid ſhould taleby a day or two in a place 
neither too humid, nor too hot , that their ſuperfluous humidity _y 
fre 


be reſolved. Thoſe that are dryer, by how much they arc more 
and ſucculent; by ſo much the better. 


Amongſt the more humid, whereof Conſerves are made ,” we rec- 


kon the Flowers of Water-lillies, Roſes, Succory, Violets, Borage, 


and Bugloſs ; amongſt the dryer Flowers, of Sage, Hyſſop, Roſc- 
mary, Oranyes, Jaſmine, Betony, Peach-trees, and many other Sim- 


ples, which are ſe]dome or never condired, 


The more humid require a greater quantity of Sugar to their con- 


feion, the dryeraleſs; to ſome an equal weight of Sugar is ſuffici- 


ent, to other half their weight, ro many twice their weight , to Roſes 


and Water lillies thrice their weight 1s requiſite. 

Some are integrally mixed with twice their weight, or a ſufficicnt 
quantity of Sugar, and are ſet to be infolated one or two months, ac- 
corcing to the cr: ſſitude or tenuity of the Flowers. 

Others , as Roſes , after their purgation from the white, whereby 


they are faſined tothe bud , and their trirure in a ſtone tmoreer with a /42 44/4. 
peſte] of Box wood, are mixed exquiſitely with thrice their weight of 


Sugar, and then repolecd in anearthen/pot well leaded , aud are well 
coiered with a paper not forated ; leſt the virtue of the Flowers 
ſhould be diſſipated, 

This done , the veſſel is infolated by the ſpace of a whole month , 
or forty dayes, for hereby the Conditure is excellently fermentated, 
the heat of the Sun permecating every part thereof, if it be ſtirred 
twice or thrice a week with a Spatula, which is effeted without any 
diſhpation of its virtues or odour, 

Some immerge and perfely mix integral Flowers, ſometimes and 
oft braying in Sugar melted and coated tothe conſiſtency of an Ele- 
Quary, which when it is cold, they put in box:s, and inſolate tt, 

If in the conditing, a little juice of Lemmon be injected, it will 


atrain a red and lively colour, that it will not loſe in a years ſpace , if 7 


it be r: poſed ina Veſſel while it is hot ; for afterwards refrigerating, 
a certain ſcum or cruſt ariſes upon the ſuperficies , which preſeryes 
the colour, odour, and virtue longer. 

Conſcrves are ſeldome made ot leaves ; becauſe their ſubſtance is 
m--re compa, and quality leſs diflipable z for they may be brought 
from tar Countreys , without impairing their virtues. Yet ſome , 
which have excellent faculties poſiced in their ſuperficies ; cannot be 
d:iyed without damage, as Sorrel, and Capills veneris. And there- 
fore Conſeryes may well be made of them well purged, as of Monſ- 


| ary Maidens hair ; which is accounted the beſt , as many other 

»vimples abundant in that Countrey. Yet have I heard the City 

MMozſpelier more commended for Medicks rhan Medicaments. 

_ However, excellent Conſcrves of Maidens- hair is carried from 

CH ovſpelicr toall the Countreys in France , which is made of an e- 

qual quantity of pulyerated Sugar ; and cleabſed Ledves brayed and 
" £ me 
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-mixed together , after inſolared ſo long as is convenient. 
Some hold this Conſerve to be better , if a Syrup perteQly coed 
be made of the decotion of this herb and Sugar, and then mixed tg 
other cleanſed and brayed Leaves of this herb , for thus ir acquires a 
more exccllenc virtue, and a more fit conſiſtency. 
Conſerve ex Dry Conſerve is made of dry Roſes levigated very ſmall with 
reſis ficcets. ejght times their quantity of Sugar boyled in Role-water to the con- 
ſiſtency of an Ele&tuary, to which a little juice of ſome ſowr Simple, 
as Lemmons of Sorrel, may be mixed for this juice doth not onely 
make it ſweer, and ſowr, and pleaſant to the taſte, but of a more red 
and pleaſant colour. 
By the ſame art may other dry Conſerves be made of dry 
Flowers.

Of Condites im general. 


Conditura eur Oots, Fruits, and other parts of Plants are condited either 
py-. for conſeryation, or for ſapour, or both. For Conſerya- 
tions ſake many are condited with Salr or Vinegar, and 
iometimes both,as Olives.Capers, Samphire,Cucumbers, 
and Broom- flowers. For Sapours ſake,the pils of Oranges, Lemuns, 
Almonds, Pine-apples, Cloves, Nuts, and many Seeds are confe- 
Qed with Honey or Sugar. For both Conſervation and Sapours 
ſake, many Roots, Fruits, and Flowers, as tte root of Ragwort, 

Pears, Plums , Barberries, and the flowers of Bugloſs and Violcts,

- Thoſe Delicates which the ConfeRioners call Tragemata.i.e, Jun- 
kets, may be referred to ſolid Condites , for they, as other Condites, 
arc preparcd by the help of the fire , and the addition of Sugar , but _ 
after a different manner.

ging, and cloling Powders; and nothing ſo carefully prepared and putverum in * 

kept of Apothecaries as cordial, capital , and roborating Powders , ©imgia fre- 

which are not onely mixed with other forms of Medicaments ,” but 2%" 4: 

oftentimes preſcribed alone to divers uſes and affections, as to robo- 

rate the principal parts, preſerve their ſtrengths, extinguiſh Poyſons; 

ſtay Fluxes, help concoction, to binde or loſe the belly.

And Powders are made of the moft ſelect Medicaments beaten 
more or leſs, as tie nature of rhe Medicament, or the exigency of 
the matter requires, And all that are levigared or redacted into 
Powder, are called of the Latines by a general name,Palveres;which 
the Arabians call diſtinctly by theſe three idioms, Suffal, Alkool, and Athoo!, Sufful; 
Sief. Suffal denotes 'any kinde of Powder , whether {mall or great. Sitf- 

Alkool that which is very ſmall. Szef denotes the attrition of- certaih 

Trachisks upon a Marble, mixed with Roſe, Fennel , or other con- 

vrenient water, to the gricfs of the cyee, "Ys 7 
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- thartick Powders, which are oncly for preſent, not future uſes, be. 


Now ſome Powders, to wit, ſuch as are made by the-ConfeRioners, 
are deſtinated onely to Sauces, as the Powders of Pepper, Ginger, 
Nutmeg, Cynamon, and: ſuch l1:ke ſweer Spices ; and they are called 
of the Seplafiaries, ſmall Spices , which they uſed to keepin Leather 
bags. Other Powders are cordial , and roborative , which pertain 
onely tothe Medicinal Art , as the Powder of Diarrhodow Abbatis , 
Diacynamon, Diapiſi , LetitiaGaleni , and other cordial Powders , 
which ſhould be repoſed in boxes, glaſſes, or pots cloſe covered , leſt 
their virtue ſuddenly expire. Other Powders are alſo made , as Ca- 


cauſe by keeping they are much worſe and weaker. 

Yet icarce is any Powder internally aſſumed alone, and unmixed, 
but is put in water, or ſome other liquor , though not fo applyed ex- 
ternally, which we often lay to Wounds and Uicers alone;, 

Pertumers , Chamberers , and ſuch as would rake away wrinkles 
from old women with painting, and promiſe to faſcinate and cure 
ſtinking breaths , make ſeveral Powders of ſuaveolcnt Spices , as of 
the root of Orris, of Roſes, Sandals, Storax, Bels04n1 , tweet Cane, 
Cynamon, Cloves, Marjorum, Amb:r, Musk , Civertz of which, 
and other odoriferous Simples, they make two excellent Powders, 
which they call Chyprium & Yioletum;, and alſo many other and ya- 
rious Powders for the deleation of them that defire them. They 
are wont to repole them in filken bags , and put them in cheſts with 
their cloaths. But the Apothecary need not be {ollicitous about theſe, 
for whom it is more expedient to have good Pulvs Diamargaritonis, 
than Chyprium.

Of Eclegms in general. 


Certain Medicament is made for the diſeaſes of the Lungs, 
ſomething thicker than a Syrup, and more liquid than an Elc- 

- Ruary, which the Arabians call Zogdoch, the Greeks , av, 

& inns, and ſometimes «near , the Latines, Lint#u : for it is aflu- 
med by little and little, as it were by licking or ſucking, that by ſtay- 
ing and lingering in the paſſage, it may deerre intothe breaſt, or t 
leaſt its cough-curing virtue may reach the cavities of the Breaſt, and 


the grifles of the Lungs conceR Spittle , and cauſe irs excluſion, 


which by the ſtrength of nature may eafily be done after concodtion 
of the Iumour by a Vomit, or ExpeQoration upwards. 
Now they are not onely exhibited in a morning upon a faſting ſto- 
mack, but alſo at evening , and ſometimes betwixr meals , to ſeveral 
cffcas, and for ſeyeral intentions , and according tothe matter , in- 
tention and quality whereof the Medicaments confiſt ; for they att 
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given to leniate, deterge,, incraflate , incide , expectorate., and ſtay 
blood. Eclegms alſo , according tothe Anticnts, may be mace of 
Medicaments of any fapour :: yer very bitter and very (harp Medica- 
ments we do not approve of tor this ule; for beſides that INgrate- 
full ſenſe they bring to the palate, they exaſperate the hollow artery, 
and the jaws , and greatly moleft the lungs: yet are ſour ones ſome- 
times preſcribed for the attenuation of groſs humoftrs, 

Bur uſe hath ſo far prevailed , that in the confedture of Cough- 
curing Eclegms, it is almoſt a Law , thatnothing but ſweet Ingredi- 
ents (honld make up the Compound, as juice of Liccorith, Pines, Ju- 
jubs. Sugar-candy, Dragaganth , and ſuch like EleCtuaries , mixed . 
in Honey, or ſome fit Syrup. 

But if che condition of any affeion preternaturally require bitter 
or ſharp Ingredients, then muſt they be mixed with the other Medi- 
caments ina leis quantity , both that they may be more caſlly afſu- 
med, and alſo that in altering the humour contained, they may not 
hure the part containing. Such Lohochs as thele are for their notable Lye ectgme- 
faculiy in inciding and opcning, commended to the purſy , and ſuch pi-minh vena 
as breath d:fhcalrly, becauſe of groſs humours in their Lungs, |» ; 

An Eclegm ſhould be aſſumed upon a {tick of Liccoriſh a little bea- 
ten, or out of ſome little meaſure, and holden in the mouth till ir 
melt of its owa accord , and till it lide down the mouth of the ſto-' 
mack, or infinuate it ſelf into the Artery ſubjected, 

They are repoſed in earthen veſlc]s leaded , and may be kept a F 
whole year without impairing their virtues, Yet ſuch as in their 
Confectute receive Almonds ,, or Nuts , as they grow mouldy ſoo- 
ner, (o do their faculties ſooner fail and decay, 

There is to bz ſold in Shops a cettain Electuary ſomewhat liquid 
for Gliſters, and it is made of once pound of the decoction of Violets, 

Malva, the herb Mercury, Pclitory of the wall , Beets and Worm. 
wood, with the fame weight of the Pitch of Cafha, and Honey de-. 
ipumed, which being thicker than any Syrup, and borrowing its cg-

' Burit according to Gale , the difference of Antidotes, or EleQua- 
rics be taken from their (quality and vertues, ſome are affumed be- 
cauſe of deadly Medicaments, others are prevalent againſt venemous 
beaſts, others are þreſcribed'to difcafes contraſted by ill viualls, 
and ſome are accommodated to all thefe uſes , which may not only be 
C7 introſumed, but alſo, externally applycd, as Triacle Mi- 
thridate, 

EleQtuaries according to their different ſolidity,are called Dry and 
Tabulated, or Liquid , which have the confiſtency of an opiate, a 

can betwixt an Eclegme and Pills,as all Antidotes, whole powders 
are ſubacd with ſape, honey , or wine , which put to ſugar righly 
m7 agitared with a woodden peſte]l do acquire the juſt con- 
fiſtency of a ſolid EleRuary : So that wine , and the ſame EleRuary 
may be formed liquid or folid according to the adjeRion of ſugar or 
honey with artificiall mixtion , yet rhey can ſcarce be brought to 
a ſolid Conſiſtency which admit of the extra of Coſi, and the in- 
ner part of fruits, 

The proporticn of honey to powders in liquid EleQuaries ſhould 
be the ſame with ſugar to them in dry and ſolid EleQuaries , which is 
that to one pound of honey or ſugar ſhould be mixed three ounces of 
Powder, yet cither may bs increaſed or diminiſhed, as the power of 
the Antidote is requiſite to be more valid or more weak , for by how 
much more ſugar or honey is added to the powders, by fo much is 
the EleQuary weaker, and by how much the lefle, by ſo much the 
ſtronger. 

In AD Lozenges , one dramme of powder ſhould be mixed 
with an ounce of ſugar cocted in water, or ſome juice, to a conſiſten« 

cy ſomewhat more ſolid than a ſyrup in Cordiall Lozenges, two 
ounces of ſugar often goto one.dram of Saks rhe quantity where- 
of ſhould be by ſo much leffer, by how much the quality is ſtronger, 
and the ſapour more ingratefull. 

But Phyſicians ſhould define a juſt quantity of ſugar or honey, for 
while they preſcribe onely according to their cuſtome,as much as will 
ſerve of cither indefinitly,they leave the Apothecary doubtfull in ma- 
king the Electuary , and they commit the ſick perſons ſafety to his 
judgement ; for he may make the ſtrength of the Medicament more 
weak , or more intenſe , as he pleaſes, and you ſhall ſcarce find two 
Apothecaryes who put the ſame proportion of ſugar or honcy to the 
ſame remedy, when the quantity is not preſcribed. 

.In the Confecture of the liquid Antidote, the honey is waſhed with 
a litle water , and boyled by little and little on a moderate fire, and 
deſpumed, till the water , or other liquor be exhaled , then ir is taken 
offthe fire, and before ir be abſolute cold, three ounces of the mixed 
— i ke 
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pared requires three ounces of Powder,and then they arc mixed with 
2 woodden poftell, till the mixture be equall. 

The weight of honey ſhould not be changed , becauſe of the mix- 
ture of the pulpe of Caſſia, Tamarinds, or Mann: , Dactyls, and Al- 
monds , or other fruits, for in confecring an Electuary of a Legiti- 
mate conſiſtency, the weight of dry powders muſt be anſwerable to 
the ſape, honey , or ſugar. 

A fott Electuary ſhould not be repoſed in a box , before it be tho- 
roughly cold , leaſt its ſuperiour part be extrinlecally incruſted in a 
certain Membranc,it is betetr to let it be termented,and the craffitude 
equall. 

Coar alſo muſt be prepared before ir receive powders, for it ſhould on pen 
be diflolved in ſt:llatitious water, or other fit liquour, and then be de- —_ "7 
ſpumed, and boyled ſoftly on a fire till it be th:cker than a ſyrup, and 
till a drop thereof will not dilate it ſelf , and after a little refrigeration 
the ſevera}l ſpecies muſt be by little and little added , confounded, 
and mixed witha Sparula till it have got its wioie ſolidity and equa- 
bility , then it muſt be laid on a marble before it be cold , and with 
the Spatula dilated and planed, when it is cold, it may be cut into Lo- 
zenges (quare or round , of one, two, or three dramms weig ht, which 
afier they be brought to the hardneſs of ſugar mult be laid in boxes 
or Cheſts, | 

Ot what conſiſtency ſocver the EleQuary bezwhether ſolid or ſoft, 
it preſerves the ſtrength of the ſimples, well and long. Yet doth the 
ſoft preſerve it longer than the ſolid, becauic urs humidity being grea- 
ter, it more conſtraines the faculty of the Medicaments , and hinders 
them from being diſſipared by the air. 

By how much an EleQuuary is more gratefull to the Palate, by ſo 
much the ſooner doth its energy and faculty decay, for irs efficacic 
will ſcarce endure a year , butrer ; and ingratefull will endure two of 
three years , and the Antidote againſt wild beaſts: b:tings , or poy- 
ſons, ſometimes ten years without damage:

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looſening and bitter , yet Medicaments good for the ſtomack; which 
incide and gently purge grofle , and flegmatick humours out of the 
firſt region of the body , and eſpecially thoſe that are called Galens 
Hiere, becauſe changed and mended by him, (Cap. 11, {:b. 8. comp; 
med, local, ) which (faith he) are the beſt remedy tor the Mclanchol- 
licke affeions of the belly ; for many ſtomachicall Maladyes have 
been cured by him in one day therewith; for ſince Aloes 1s mixed 
hereunto, which is very good for the ſtomack, and Cynamon, which 
is effeuall in opening , exterging , and attenuating ( for it is of very 
thin parts) they may be exhibited uſctully for all groffe and viſcous 
humours , and all affections about the belly and ſtomach, proceeding 
from vicious juice,but not if they proceed from a ſharp fever. 

Hiera whole faculty is to calefy and exiccate , may not bg ſecurely 
uſed, in thoſe fevers whereby humouts are accended in the veſlcils, 
and whereby the whole body is inflamed , though by Ga/exs advice, 
they may {»fcly be uſed in fevers that are not vehement : there are be- 
ſides Galexs Picre , Hiere variouſly deſcribed , various compo- 
firions , which from their effects are called Hiere , and trom 
their ſapours Picre, as from that matter, which in compolition, quan- 
titie, or qualitic is preheminent , one Hera is called the Colloquinti- 
dan Htera,others are confeed under the names of Logadius, Pacchuc, 
or Myrepfius, cither becauſe they firſt invented their compolicions, ot 
elſe altered , augmented and Corrected them. 

The deſcriptious compoſition and- powers of cvery one ſhall be 
largely treated of , taught and explained in our book tearmed the 
fhup: ſome Hier , have their purgative power onely f; om Aloes, 
and that not potent, and Gales. cap. 2. lib. 4, de loc. affect. faith , that 
they ſcarce condeſcend tothe places about the Laver , unlcflc they be 
taken in a more ample weight , they may be commodioully given 
for the ſuftuſion or web in the eye, becauſe they rather educe noxious 
humours from-che brain,than from the ſtomack ; but ſuch as admit of 
Coloquintida, or Agarick, or both, or ſcammony, do porently move 
the belly, and araw hurtfull humours from all the parts of the body , 
and purge them out. 
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Piates are reckoned amongſt liquid EleQuaries, and fo called, 
becauſe they have Opium in their mixture , or from their fimi- 
lIicude to Hypnoticall Medicaments , or from their conſiſten- 

cy preſently after their inſpiſſation , or peradyenture from their 
Colour which in Opium, or the juice of black poppy, and in

Now Opiares were invented .by Phyſicians of anciert note (Gal, 0piate cur 
cap.2. lib. 2. de loc, affet, Aet.c. 12.1ib. 2. de ſign. & cauſ; dint mayb.) "+ 
ro leniate the rigour of griefes,for griefe being a {ad paſſion, grieyous 
tro nature, and hard to be indured , ic doth variouſly exaguate hu- © 
mours , corrupt the blood , accend a feyer, and dejed the ſpirits :. ſo ©/** 49*#»r: 
that the Phyſtcian 1s ſometimes compelled, to relinquiſh the former 
diſeafe , thar he may cure this great ſymptome with rheſe preſtdics, 
wh-ch though they take nor away the caule of the diſeaſe , yer they ſo 
refreſh che tenſes and ipirits by conciliating caſe and fleepe , that the 
ſtrength of the ſymptomes being debated , they may afterwards ex- 
trude the cauſes of the diſcaſe more eafily. 

The vchemencie therefore of grict is to be deceived , ſometimes Doloris vebe- 
with Narcoticall Medicaments , whichis ſometimes ſo preyalent,that 77% 4dſpe-.

and therefore lay violent hands upon theraſclves. 

Galea hath obſerved ( Cap. 5. lib, 7. comp. med, loc. ) ſuch yehe- 

hement vexations and torments in Colicall dolours , which might be con7-2iones 
leniated by ſeverall Medicaments , that he deſcribed certain Narcoti- £9. 
call Opiates , and left them to poſterity, wiich he cailed Colical con- 
fections, which may mitigate the vehemency of the ſymptome , ſtay 
the motion of humours, and ſtupify the ſenſes : hence they are called 
Narcoticall opiates, becauſe they bring to the parts a certain necro- 
ſy or mortification,and they, are called Annoayna 7. e. griet-abſolving 
Medicines, hecauſe for preſent they mitigate and ablalve from'-pajne 
and griefe, For <A nodynes are not all of one ſort, for ſome are Pate- yarernic 
eoricall or leniating, which are remperate, and moſt agreeing without 144 
heat, as Hydreole , the root of Lillics boyled in mulk, and 611 of Al- 
moncs. Others are called Alliotical , which leniate the griefe, to |. 
which they are averſe by ſome oppotite quality, as-oil of roſcs,of vio- 
lets toa grief moderately,oil of water-lillies to a grict impenſely hot, 
oil of Laurall, or Anifleſceds to a cold dolour , others are alſo called 
Narcotical} Opiates , which by ſtupifying the ſenſes take away the Nnarcotica.

Now Narcoticks arc improperly , and onely as to their nomina- 
tion Called Anodynes : for beſides their Elementary quality whereby 
they refrigerate, they are induced with another that is hoſtile aad dele- 
tary to our native heat , unleſſe they be taken in a ſmaall quantity,and 
alſo then , and ſo prepared , as is meet, as Opium, Mandrake , Hen- 
bane, and Hemlock.

| Medicaments therefore that admit , Opium , or other Narcoticks 
muſt be taken in a ſmall weight; and are truly called Opiates of what 
Conſiſtency ſocver they be, Yer other ſoft altering , purging , and 
roborating CofeRions are now alſo tearmed Opiates. 
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of Gold, and many odoriferous ſpices arc often mixed artificially 
with them, whereby they are made more pleaſant and gratefull tothe 
palate and bowells, yet if they be a little holden in the mouth, or 
compreſſzd with the tongue or teeth before deglution , they will not 
onely affe the ſenſe with an il! taſt,but alſo as it were,incite the hot- 
rour and ſubverſion of the ventric'e ; ajl Pills are birrer, ſave a few ; p 
as thoſe that are preſcribed to Coughs which are not preſently , de- 4annrdge wo 
youred, but kept long in the mouth , that they may mclr and be (wa}- "Su:

The bitrernefle of Pills is attributed , eſpecially to Aloes , which 
istheir very baſis, and which can ſcarce be aſſumed otherwiſe be- 
cauſe of its egregious amaritude, and becauſe of its viſcidity whereby 
it conjoynes powders , and compels them into pils. 

Now this bitterirelſs is increaſed by the commixtion of other in- 
gratefull things , as of Coloquintida, Agarik , Senny,-and other pur- 
gative Medicaments,which will be ſo mnch the more unacceptable to 
the Palate , by how much more bitter ingredients are admixed, as 
are pills made of Coloquintida , Aloes,, Agarick , Scammany and 
GumArabick, which Gates preſcribes to purge many kinds of Excre. 
ments (Cap. 14.1ib. 5. Method.) | 

Now there are tnany kinds of Pills, partly drawn from the diverſi- Pi/vlarum F 
ty of the members, to which they are deſtinated, and partly from ,,* 
the diverſity of humours, which they draw from the parts : ſome are 
called Capitall pils which purge flegme out of the head , as Cochie, 
and (utch as are made of Agarick : others Opticall , becauſe they con- 
fiſt of many things that are thought good for the eyes , as Pl.

W allnuts, and other Fruits, as other Oils educed our of Seeds, which 
diffcr even as the Seeds: :for,. hot Oil is extracted out of hot Sceds , 
and cold out of cold Seeds, Yet all Oils are ſomewhat changed with 
age z and becauſe of the diffi ation trom the watry part, that which 
is hor becames hotter , and-the cold refrigerates more ſlowly ; for 
old Oil, according to Galen , (cp. 6. lib. 1. compoſ, medic. ſecundum 
gener.) hath power to extenuare, which is an effect of hear. 

Oilalſo , according to the diverfity of the Fruit out of which it is 
extracted, as being mature or immature,and according to the manner 
of preparation and alteration induced by Art , acquires another and 
different quality and efficacy in altexatibn. As for example , Oil of 0teum ovoryrs 
Egs yolks, though it be not perfe&ly mixed, yet by lofing fore hu- 
midity by its preparation , it is more hot and dry, and is a Medicine 
moſt uſefull in ſmoothing the skin , and curing an impetiginous itch- 
ing, and other aftcRious of the $skin , as alſo ſome fiſtulous and ma- 
lign ulcers. - | 

The farfic quality happens to all,cxpreſſed by the force of the fire , 
from which they perpctually retain their acquired heat. And when 0tei anygdati-

Petreol, which is educed out of Salt-petre, from whence it hath its 
denomination, takes place amongſt ſimple Oils, But our purpoſe is 
 totreat of ſuch as ate made by Art. Liquidambor and Balſam alſo 
arc {imple Oils, which diſtill by drops out of the inciſions of forreign 
Trees. Butmore of this in our Shop. | 
| Some ſimple Oils alſo are diſtilled ſometimes as well by aſcent as 0t«eau8ayey 
by deſcent, as out of Juniper, Guaiacum, Cloves, and ſuch like , both 5*5/+m & 
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wood and dry Fruits , which being put into a pot , Oil aſcends into 
the veſſel above, by virtue of the fire ſer under, or deſcends into the 
veſſel ſer under, by virtue of the fire above; Yet are not all Oils ex- 
tracted by deſcent, nor alwayes by the help of the fire ; for Oil may 
eaſily exude out of Tartarum and Myrrhe included in a bag , and 
ſuſpended in a moyſt place, as in a Wine-cellar, Of all which man- 
ners of educing Oils, more elſewhere. 

But compound Oils , wherewith the Apothecary ſhould be eſpe- 
cially furniſhed, are ſuch,in which the matter of ſtocks, fruits,flowers, 
and of any ſimple, is infuſed and macerated. After which, the whole 
is inſolated, till the ttrength of the matter remain in the Oil, which 
is afterwards expreſſed and repoſed. After this manner arc made the 
Oil of Violets, Roſes, St. Fohns wort , Water-lillies, and many 
more , which the Greeks call Miz, the Latines Unguents; and 
eſpecially thoſe which may be inſpiſlated by the admiſtion of gums , 
and odoriferous things z whence they are called Myropolitans, or 
Unguentarians, who ſold ſuch Oils and Unguents as were ſuaveglent, 
with whom any fragrant O1l was taken for an Unguent, as Unguents 
for Oils. : | 

We ſcarce approve of their opinion which call onely them ſimple 
Oils which are made of Flowers, Fruits , or other Simples infufad , 
macerated and inſolated in Oil of Olives : and thoſe compound Oils 
which are coded on a flow fire with wine, water, infuſion , or con- 
venicnt decoRion, till almoſt all the admixed humour be aflumed; 
for thoſe ſeem no leſs , bur rather more compound than theſe , be» 
cauſe not onely the total power of the things infuſed, but a good por- 
tion of the ſubſtance in which it inheres, remains with the Oil after 
Je: pn in the former, Hence that Oil which partakes of no ex- 
cels, but is temperate], is ſuch perpetually from the conditian of the 
thing infuſed ; which if cold, then is the Oil cold , if hor, hot if it 
have the power to ex({iccate, then will the Oil exſiccate, 

Such Oils as are educed by cxprefion onely, or by maceration and 
expreſſiontogerher, may be moſt ſafcly kept, if repslcd in vyeſlels of 
glaſs or clay , perfealy before hardnea with the valid heat of a fur- 


' nace. But ſuch as are educed by diſtillation , whether by aſcent or 


deſcent, which are commonly called Chymiſts eſſences, muſt alwayes 
be kept in ſolid glaſs veſſels with ſtrait orifices, cloſe coyered , Ic 
their ſubſtance and quality being difſipable, ſoon cxpire, 
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Neuents, as Galen teſtifies, (rap. ult. lib. 7. ſimpl. med. ) were 
called by the Antients, Oily'Nedicaments, confeed of ſua- 
veolent ſpices ; and according toxAtnarins, (cap.

al well ſmelled Ointments ; fo Diofſcoricts, (ib; 1.; calls many ſweet 
 Qizs, Unguents; and Hippocrates ; {lib., 1..de medic.) affirms , that 

Pb, ficrans ſhould not orely ger tame and glory of the Vulgar by the 
good conſtitutions of thici: bodies , and decent Ornaments , but by 
ſycer Ulnguents, that is, by arcmarical and ſuaveolent things. 

| Yet tor clearer explicitfons ſake they are diſtinguiſhed from one wnruenur 
another : and an Unguent properly 1s an Oily Medicament, of a 94. 
r..dole confiſtercy beiwix! Oils and Plaiſters, which yet doth not 

ſtil] remain alike : for when heat is more vehement; the un@ious and 
far matter melrs more , and the Unguents become more liquidand 
foft.; and when the heat is weaker , more ſolid : and therefore Un+ 
euznarians u'e to put leis Oilin Summer , and more in Wiriter to 
their Unguerts ; for cold inſpiſſates a fluenr Unguent, as Oil it (elf; 
wiuch Galen obſerves, (cap, 1. lib. 8. comp. med. gener.) inthe com- 
poſition of his ſtomachical Sear-clorh, 

Now that proportion of Oil muſt be obſerved in the confeRion of oe; propurti 
Unguents, that to one ounce of Oil be mixcd one dram of Powder , _—_— 
and twodrams of Wax ; or as Galen laith, ( cap. 2. lib. 4. comp. med. a: MEND! 
gener, ) that four times as much Oil as Wax be pur in the confeion 
of Unguents, and eight times as much Oil as Powder, that is, to eve- 
ry ounce of Oil muſt be pur a dram of Powder, the matter whereof is 
educed out of dry Herbs, Metals, and Earth , which is mixed with 


x 
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a cold Cerate, and ſtirred with a Spatwla, till all lumps be leyi- 
ated. | 

, W hen Unguents receiye dry juices, we muſt pulyerate and dif- 

ſolve them z when liquid and fluent, we muſt mix them with the reft 

of the tnatrer, and by co&ion abſume them. | : 

Such as may, ſhould be pulverated very ſmall , as Roots, Wood, 
Rofines, and ſometimes Gums, when dryer. Such as may not, 
ſhould be beaten with a hor peſtel till they be mollified , or elſe dif- 
ſolved in Vinegar, or ſome fit liquor. 

Such as are more humid, as Turpentine , ſhould be inſtilled , hy- 
mid Herbs alſo , and Animals, or parts thereof that are ſcarce pul- 
yerable, ſhould be perfeQly coed in wine or ſuch liquor, till they be 
tabefied , and their humidity almoſt abſumed : then muſt materials 
be mixed in the ſtrained liquor , according to the aforeſaid proporti-* 
on, that the Ulnguent may be of a legitimate conſiſtency ; wherein 
Oil and Wax do not onely afford form, and a great part of the mat: 
ter to the Ulnguent, but conjoyn the cfficacies of the other mixtures ; 
and preſerve them longer. 

Now Unguents are made one while by the fire, as all ſuch as ad- 
mit Wax; another while onely by long ſubaRian,as ſuch that receive 
no Wax, asthe crude Unguent, or the-Unguent of Lithargy , which 
is made of Oil, Vincgar, and Lichargy, coacted by the continual per- 
cuſſion of a peſtel. : 

There are alſo differences of Unguents taken from their colour, as 

reen, white, yellow, and orange colour z from theis effects , as re- 

umptive, analeptical , cleanſing ; from their firſt qualities, whence 
ſome are ſaid to be hor, as the Unguentars Apoſtolorum , eAgyptia- 
cum, Marilatum, Enula campane ; others cold , as Unguentum Nu- 
iritym ; others dry , as Diapompholios, & deſicca Rubrunt, others 
moyſtning, as the Unguent of Roſes, 

But white Wax is more expetible tothe confeRion of cold , and 
yellow to the confection of hot Unguents. But Apathecarics in- 
diſtinctly take one while white, another while yellow, as the matter ot

Unguents are repoſed in tin boxes, and ſometimes in earthen

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Cray, I. 
Of IMedicaments of Wax, or Ceratum. 


Erata are often deſigned by Unguents, Ceroxes by Plaiſters : 
( by Unguents, becauſe ſofter 5 by Plaiſters, becauſe harder : 
Both ſo called, becauſe they admit of Wax , as many Plai- 
ſters, which are therefore indiſtin&ly called Ceroncous Plai- 
ſters,of them that apply Catagmatical Plaiſters to all diſcaſes, bought 
in Unguentarians Shops: ſo that Ceroneous Salves are ſo uſual a- 
mongſt the Vulgar, that they call all Salves Ceroneous. A certain 
man in Zutetia calls a certain Plaiſter Ceroneous , which he applyed 
to all pains and diſeaſes. 
But Ceratam, of which we now ſpeak, is a Medicament of a middle £4 quid. 
conſiſtency betwixt an Unguent and a Plaiſter z not fo ſolid as a 
Plaiſter , nor fo ſoft as an Unguent. But every one augments or di- 
miniſheth the weight of Oil, and makes this Ceratum either more 1j- 
quid, or more ſolid chan an Unguent, as he thinks fit. And indeed if 
it were prepared after one and the ſame manner, it would not be pre- 
ſerved fo long ſafcly ; for though any liquid thing may be eafily 0! quaniizas 
concrete with cold and froſty weather , and a ſolid Unguent ſoon ws JF mae 
: [ pa" ; per eadem, 
melted in hot weather, yet we mix more Oil and leſs Wax in Winter, 
and more Wax and leſs Oil in Summer in Ceratum. 
But when the conſtitution of the air 1s temperate, and doth not 
much excecd the firſt qualities , the fourth part of a pound of Wax , 
- ornot much more or leſs, ſhauld be put to one pound of Oil, that the 
Ceratum may not melt , or be thickned by the change of weather. 
Yet it is ſeldome kept long in Apothecaries Shops , becauſe it may at 
anytime, and ſoon be made of Oil and Wax, whence it is c:lled Ce- 
ratum , Or more properly Cereole z for fuch as beſides Oil and Wax 
admit other ingredients, is not ſo properly called Ceratum , Saxtali- 
num , and ſtomachical Ceratum : and others which may preſently be « 
made, as the matter requires, of Plaiſters melred with Oil, whenthe 
part affeed cannot endure the hardnels of a Salve or Plaiſter. 
Thus is a certain Ceratum called Acopa, applycd to the weaty 
nerves and mulcles of thoſe that are weak. 
Thus may a Ceratum ſpread on leather, cut according to the pro- 
portion of the place afte&ted, be applyedto the region of the ſpleen, 
ventricle, liver, womb, and to brgken bones. 
That which is applyed to the ſpleen muſt be long, and formed like ceratorum ef 
a Neats tongue to the yentricle in form of a bucklerz and thus it muſt [72 4-04 
be proportioned and formed to other parts, according totheir form uf: ce. Pr 
and figure, 


In the confeRion of Cereole , the Wax is cut ſmall, ang caſt into an confick 
| md Ls; the 24 moduc, 
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_ the Oil, and then melted on a ſlow fire; after lIiquation it is taken off 


and forthwith mixed with a Sparula till it be compa@ ; then a li:tle 
cold water poured on, it is ſtirred again, and wathed by this percuſi. 
on ; for the Ceratum thus compaaed by the aftuſton of ſo much wa- 
ter as it can drink up; and thus accurately madefied, it is in Galeyy 
opinion, (cap. 6.1tb. 1. de ſimpl. med.) made more refrigerative, and 
is g00d for all hot fores , eſpecially if it be remoyed as foon as it ig 
heated, 

Seeing fatneſs, marrow, and ſuch like liquid things, are added tg 
the Ceratam, improperly ſo called , they muſt be mixed with it while 
cold, as alforhe powders , the proportion whereof to O1l is the (ame 
with that in Unguents. 

They may be repoſed in tin or clay veſlels : but it is better to haye 
them new, ſeeing they may ſoon be made at any time,

Hoſe topical Medicaments which are coated into a more ſo. 
' lid lump, were called by the Arabians Cerota,and by the an. 

tient Greeks Emplaſta , ( Gal:'cap. 12. lib. 1. comp. medic, 
| gen. ) which the later ſort for euphonies ſake ca'l Empl 
fſtra, the letter (7) being added; which being detraed, their qua- 
liry founds not emplaſtrica], -but emplaſtical ; or emphraQical, as it 
were filling upor inſartiating. For an Emplaſter ſuper-induced upon 
a part, ſeems to ſhur the pores and paſſages thereof , by the viſcidity 
of its ſubſtance, and retain the halituous ſpirits , and by conſtraining 
the heat of the part ſometimes to move ſuppuration ; for its glewilh 
ſubſtance doth nor infinuate into it ſelf, but remaining without, doth 
tenaciouſly adhere tothe paſſages of the body. Yet are not its quali- 
ties id{e , but being movedand helped by the heat of the part, they 
produce ſeveral effefs, (c. 9. l. 5. de fimpl. med.) if its faculty beto 
conglurinate , it helps the coagulation of wounds in the lips ; if it be 


*catagmatical, it helps the ferrumination of broken bones, if it be 


ſarcotical, herein it helps Nature, that it generates fleſh more eaſily ; 
which is not ſo much the effeQtot Medicaments, as of Nature. 

And as the compoſition of Emplaiſters is various and manifold, 
ſo alſo is their quality, for they are compounded almoſt of all Medi- 
caments ; wheietore all are notemphractical, or ſuch as fill rhe pores 
with their lentor , but ſome are ecphraRical , as it were purging f:a- 
ures z others epiſaſtical, or exrracing , and diaphorcncal ; others | 
chyprical , which-take away the filth of the skin , and ulcers; and 
ſome that are uſefull for many affections, as many other Medica- 


nt hich conſiſt of contrary Medicaments. 
(G4, initio 1, 5. comp. med, gener.) An 
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An emplaſtical Medicament ſhould want all mordacity , forit can 
ſcarce ſtick to the pores, if any ſharp or biting quality be in it,as Galey, 
(cap. 9- lib. 5. comp. medic. gener.) but it may be caſily diſcerned by 
- melting ſome part of it, or by attraRting ſome humour from above z 
an Emplaſtick therefore ſhould be of a terrene ſubſtance , and vi- 
{cous. | | 
There are two main ſcopes in compounded Emplaiſters to be min- 
ded, that a ſolid and groſs confiſtency, and faculty , odour and colour 
are often defired z which rather pleaſe the fancy of the diſeaſed, than 
conduce any thing in effect to the nature of the Medicament. 

Wax. and common O:1, Lithargy , and ſometimes Roſines, do 
afford a fit conſiſtency and matter, but {mall or no virtue, All things 
almoſt which are ſuperadded , as Minerals , Mctals, Roots, Wood, 
Flowcrs, and Seeds, give a body and faculty to the Plaiſter ; which 
if they be dry , they muſt-be pulverated and mixed with the Plaiſter 
removed from the fire, if any ot them be not friable , they are diſ- 
ſolved in ſome liquor, which is abſumed by coction, before they be 
mixed with the Plaiſter; or clſe it is mixed with the Plaiſter , and 
d:\ipated by coction afterwards. 

Green herbs , which cannot be pulverated, are either cocted in 
their own juice ſtrained and mixed , or others are cocted inthe juice 
of theſe brayed and ſtrained; which juice being abſumed,the ſtrength 
thereof being lefr, if any remains that will not endure long coction , 
they may be put in and cocted, and then mixed with the Plaiſter. 

But thoſe Emplaiſters muſt be long boyled which receive juice , 
water, vinegar, wine , or ſome decoction; becauſe whereas the Em- 
plaiſter ſhould be all yiſcid and thick , that it might ſtick to the place 
to which it is applyed, humidity, which is oft mixt with ir, being con- 
trary to viſcidity, muſt be reſolved by heat, if its qualiry muſt -needs 
be retained in the Emplaſter z for ſuch as are cocred in juices keep 
their faculties , rhough the juices themſelves be diſſipated by ex hala- 
tion, Humidity alſo, which 1s required in confecting Plaiſters, cau- 
ſesthar rhe virtues of the reſt of the ingredients be ſurer ingrafted , 
and that they be carried to parts further diſtant, O1l indeed is added 
tothe materials of Emplaiſters, but not as to conſtitute their body,bur 
thatthe Wax might be melced with it , and that ir might obtund the 
ſharp and auſtere ingredients , and that the Emplaiſters may obtain a 
more pleaſant and leniating faculty. 

_ Simple old Oil, and Oil made by infuſion as alſo any compound 
Oil, may be pur into the Emplaiſter,that beſides its marter,it may alſo 
afford ſome virtue thereunto. 

Wax, asalſo ſome Roſines, allow oncly matter to Emplaiſters , 
no power to act. Yet ſuch Emplaſters as have other matter analogi- 
calrothem, as Frankincenſe, and * Lab4azum, or ſuch like Medica- * The dew of 
ments, admit of no Wax nor Rofines in their compoſition. Lada. 

Bur if Wax ingrede the Emplaiſter , let it be melted in Oil ; if Li- 
thargy, letthat alſo be boylegl in he” and if Juices, Liquors, or 0- 

* thet 
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ther ſuch like muſt be mixed with it , tet them alſo. be warmed with 
theſe, ri the watry and humid portion be refolved : then let Rofines 
and Fats be induced, as alſo Gums, whereof fome arc mixed fimply 
with it, others after maceration in Wine, Oil, or Vinegar, and per- 
colation. When the Plaiſter is throughly boyled, and taken from 
the fire , let Turpentine be mixed therewith, that ir may not feel 
any force of fire. Laft of all, whenall theſe are confounded , and 
coed to a legitimare conſiſtency , and refrigerated , let the Pow- 
ders be by little and little ſcattered above all, and diligently agitared 
and moved with a Spatula, till all be compact into a maſs, neither too 
ſoft rior too hard, bur viſcid, glewiſh, and adherent: yer not ſo as to 
inquinate the part to which it adheres,nor to be hardly divelled from 
the place whercunto it isapplyed. 

And that the form of it may exiſt in a due conſiſtency, the quan- 
tity of O1l muſt be diminiſhed : when Fats, Marrows, and Turpen- 
tine are admitted in its confe&tion, and avgmented, when dry Gums, 
friable Juices, Rofines, and dry Wood or Minerals, that may be 

ulverared, are mixed therewith, . 
O'e; proportio In dry Ingredients the O:l muſt be thus proportioned ; to ever 
os ounce of Powder muſt be allowed three ounces of Oil: to Wax the 
fourth part of as muci; Oil as the Wax 1s in quantity wili ſerve ; fo 
that to a pound of Wax we put a quarter of a pound of O11, 

But becauſe this quantity in the tempering of moſt Emplaiſters 
may be better defigned by ones judgement, than defined by certain 
rules, they now adayes put to a definite quantity of Oil and Powders 
as much Wax as will ſuffice, that tneſe hquid, dry, and viſcid ingre- 
dients, being by malaxation coagulated, a fit, viſcous and glewiſh maſs 
of Emplaiſters may be induced. Out of which maſs are formed 
rowls of Plaiſters of half an ounce, or a whole ounce weight, which 
being involved in oiled papers, are repoſed in the Apothecarics Shop 
for future uſes. 

Thus alſo are Emplaiſters , properly ſo called , made, which are 
prepared without Fire and Wax , whoſe materials malaxated in Ho- 
ney, or ſome viſcid matter, are coagulated into the conſiſtency of an 
Emplaiſter, as Emplaſtra de crnſta pants, and de bacers lanri, or other 
fach common Emplaiſters, which are a medium betwixt Plaiſters 
and Cataplaſms, 

That Ceratum, confected of an equal weight of Wax and Honey, 


1s allo referred to Emplaiſters, as alſo Ceroture or Ceronea , of which 
before. 


Curuar. 
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Of Sparadraps. 


Here is to be ſold _ in many Shops a Cloth plaiſtered on both 
ſides, which the later Writers call a Sparadrap , ſometimes 

alſo Galterizs his Cloth , peradventure becauſe he was the Inventor , 
or rather InfeQor thereof. Which is thus made a certain Cloth 
ſomewhat bare with wearing, is often dipped and inculcated in a fit 
Emplaiſter already made up, but now melted till it be all infeed , 
inquinated, and on every {de incruſted ; which is then extracted and 
expoſed to the air , that by refrigeration it may become obdurate, 
and ſo be preſeryed till future exigency. . | 

Now hereof are many kinds, the differences whereof ariſe not 
from the Cloth, but the Emplaiſters wherein it is dipped ; for ſome 
are catagmatical, which are uſed in ſolidating and roborating broken 
bones , which arc made of aſtringing and roborating Emplaſticks : 
as | | 
Re, Oil of Quinces and Roſes, and Rams ſuet, ana 5. iiij. of Fraykin- 
cenſe, Maſtick, Pitch , Bole-armeniack , Wheat-flowr , ana 5. ij. of

"EG Vizonius deſcribes many other forms in his Work of Chi- 
rurgy, which I neither will nor ought here to tranſcribe, ſeeing any 
one for any purpoſe may take any Emplaiſter with a ſmall labour , 
and inculcate a Linnen Cloth therein : for whoſoever knows how to 
preſcribe and make Emplaiſters, he may eaſily make Sparadraps 
thereof, by inquinating a Cloth therein liqueficd.

Who firſt compounded «NAedicaments, and the 
reaſon of compoſition, 


Q& Ecing eyery Diſeaſe is the way to Death, all 
8 prefidy muſt be uſed for its cure or expulſion, 
cre it be too far increaſed; and ſuch ſedulity 
muſt be uſed in finding and ſele&ing Medica- 
ments, that we may have always in readineſs 
ſuch as preternaturally conduce to the expugn- 
ing of ſeveral affeRions,and as it were a Wood 

of the more excellent Medicaments. 
' Yet may not theſe Medicaments , whether fimple or compound , 
be exhibited till they be changed by Art, and after much preparation, 
as we have before demonſtrated z wherein ſeyeral Simples ſhould 
not onely be waſhed, dryecd, beaten, or infuſed, macerated,cxpreſled, 
and made fit for commixtion , but they muſt be nnited with ſuch care 
and proportion , that ſome new mixture may ariſe from their com- 
POSE POS IROION, THE FARES TAPES 0 RAO grally | 
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leaſt preſerved ſo, as they may perſpicuouſly be ſeen while the com- 
mixtion is new, and not perfeRly fermented , ( cap. 2. bib. 1, comp. 

med. gener.) drip? 

But becauſe Medicaments exhibited alone ſometimes hurt, and 
mixed with others, admirably advantage , when the qualities 
of any Medicament is proved , but the one may hereby be impro- 
ved; for certain it is, that even ſimple Medicaments have ſeveral 
and different qualities z and the other -which is noxious , cither ob- 
tunded or cj<&ed , and ſo the beſt will bz more cffcQual. And 
though ſome Simples hurt not, yet becaulc they do not ſufficiently 
help , they are not uſed without commixtion with others, as an Em- 
plaitical Medicament, of which, according to Galen, (cap. 13. lib. de 
Ther. ad Piſ.) none is ſimple; and theretore the firſt and beſt Au- 
thors of Emplaiſters have excogitated how to melt and mgke ſome of 
Oi. 

Now compoſition of Medicaments is neceſſary , for many reaſons Luis erinus 
ſhewed in our tormer Book , which was firſt of all zpproved and de- 7 gant po 
fended by © antias Herophilze , afrerwards by Cappaaox , Her as , tionem A 
HMnſa, A ſclepiades, and CAndromachus, (cap. 2. tib, 2. comp. med, 
zen.) but chiefly by Galen, (cap. 2.16. 1. comp. med, zen, Epilogiſmo) 
who having (hewed the reaſon of compounding Medicaments,teaches 
the legitimate proportion of the Compounds , and the manner of 
their exhibition: Not like thoſe Emptricks, who refer all Medica- 
ments to imaginations, chance, or fortune , except ſome few , which 
(as it is apparent by the common ſuffrage of all ) are betrtered by 
compoſition , all conſiſting of one and the ſame faculty ; of which 
alſo ſome are firted by nature to cure ; which tenent Galez, { cap. 3. 
lib. 6. comp. med loc.) denies, and proves by the example of the beſt S-orcoticurn oy- 
Sarcotick, confe&ed of Ceraturr, and a twelfth part of Verdigreaſe z 711mm, /* 
that Medicaments of two or more oppoſite qualitics or facultics, pris. * 
may be beſt of all compounded; for Ceratum produces corruption , 
er#u70 erodcs ulccrous fleth : yet the Medicament compounded of 
thele is excellent, both for generating fleſh, and filling the hollow ul- 
cer. Thus we mix hot with cold , weakning with roborating , and 
cordial Mcdicaments with Poyſons , compounding our beſt Medica- 
ments of S:mples endued with contrary or different qualiries. | | 

Galen (cap. 29.lib, 9. de facult. med.) tells us of one of that num- #iſori« Gav. 
ber, who hold that Medicaments ſhould be compounded according tg * * 

experience onely , (no reference had toreaſon ) to whom a gouty 
ellow by chance came while he was boaſting of his podagrical Me- 
dicament ; who being ſo moderately pained before this Empirick ap- 
plyed his ſalye to his foot, thar he could go , but was with pain after 
one {leepleſs night ſo handled, that he was ſo far now from going , as 
before, that he could not endure to LEON... | 
The eyent therefore of fortuitous Compoſitions is alwayes for- 
tuftous , and oft unfortunate , as Galen ſhews at large , beſides the 
wove-mentioned ſtory ; wherewich he dexidesthe vanity and Ki any

Cnavy, II. 
Of the baſis of Medicaments, and their collo- 


cation in Forms or *Receipts, 


—. 


N preſcribing a Medicament, we ſhould fi:t appoint a baſis, that 
is, ſome {imple Medicameat , as the chief in that compoſition , 
and moſt fit for depelling the diſeaſe , upon which the reſt may de- 
pend. As when we undertake to oppugn any diſeaſe, if it be ſimple, 
accompanied with no 1] ſymptome , we chooſe onely a fimple Mecdi- 
cament of an equal virtue, and juſt auxiliary : but if no Simple be 
ap: for it,then we muſt compound one Medicament of many,the baſis 
whereof mult be averſe to the diſeaſe; and adde others, which may 
corroborate the member affected , or carry the qualiry of the Medi- 
cament to the parts more diſtant. Others alſo we muſt adjoin to make 
It acceptable and gratefull to the palate , or to felicitate and fa- 
Cilitate the work. 

Now the baſis is for the moſt part more prepollent in quality than 
in quantity, as in aromatical and purgative CenfteRionsz and þb 
how much the diſeaſe to be depelled is more grievous, by ſo mod 
muſt che baſis be more potent in its virtue. Often alſo are many baſis 
confuſedly digeſted into ſome Compound, for the expugning of 
ſome prave affcRion; which conſpiring with their mutual heip, make 
up one perfect baſis; as when we contound many anodynous Me- 
dicaments to caſe ſome yehement dolour. | 

Therefore in compounding Medicaments, a baſis muſt be firft 
ſought adcquare tothe affeQion, and the part affeed, yet it muſt not 
alwayes take the firſt place in compoſition : for all the ingredicntsin 
a Compoſition muſt not be promiicuouſly and inordinately confoun- 
ded together, but one after another. And whenthis order is neglc- 
&ced, the Medicament oft times ncither acquires its juſt virtue , nor 
its apt form ; for if thoſe receive little which require much and long 


cocion, and thoſe much which require little , their virtue cannot be 
integrally procured. 


A due order likewiſe is accurately to be obſeryed in deſcribing

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forms of Medicaments or Receipts , leſt that be laſt deſcribed inthe 0,49 [wrvan- 
Receipt, which ſhould have been firſt. Into which errour thoſe hap- 4 in de(vi- 
n who are ignorant of the ſubſtance, qualities, and preparation of {#74 /ormult 
Medicaments; as alfo ſometimes young Doors, who not ſuffici- 1», 
ently experienced by long uſc, deſcribe confuſedly what eyer comes 
into their minds, whether they know their qualities, or not. 
But they offend worſe , who boyl thoſe Medicaments long, whoſe 
- virtues are impaired by fire z who give thoſe Medicaments in drink , 
which becauſe of their eminent bitterneſs ſhould be made irito P4lls , 
and covered over ; whoadminiſter thoſe things raw, which ſhould 
be cocted, thoſe whole, which ſhould be pulverated, and thoſe difſol- 
ved without expreſſion, which ſhould onely be infuſed. 

Thoſe who through negligence omit theſe things , may ſcarcely 
eſchew the cenſure of the more antient Apothecaries , who being 
taught by skilfull Phyficians, have not onely found out the manner 
of compounding Medicaments, but many of them have attained the 
knowledge of the order wherein Simples ſhould be ſeverally collo- 
cated, 

Let this then be the fiſt rule to be obſerved in deſcribing Medio prima Lex me- 
caments, that rhoſe which require a longer preparation , as diuturnal 4mm de- 
coction, or laborious triture , be farſt deſcribed , ſuch as be roots and ra 
wood that is not odoriferous z thoſe laſt which require leaſt , as 
flowers, and aromatical fimples; thoſe in the middle , which require 
moderate labour and preparation, as herbs, fruits, and ſeeds, Who- 
ever do otherwiſe, mixing and concocting in the ſame inſtant, wood, 
roots, leaves and flowers promiſcuouſly and confuſealy , either loſe 
the diſſipable qualiy of the later ſort , or acquire not & ſtrength of 
the former ; and by this improvident manner of mixture make u 
2 Medicament , ncither endued with the genuine virtue of the Sims 
ples, nor anſwerable to the Phyſicians intent. | 

Let the ſecond Law obſervable in Receipts be this z That if bre- g:cuna; rex. 
rity of time be urgent, and ſome things are to be cocted or infuſed, 
and others to be pulverated, that you begin with thoſe that require 
coction or maceration , that while theſe arc in preparing, others may 
be levigated and brayed , and ſointhe ſame time tir ſeveral prepa- AF 
rations may be accompliſhed, 

The third obſeryation is, That thoſe which exceed in quantity or Tertia Ler, 
quality , be firſt deſcribed; yet ſo, that the manner of preparation 
and mixtion be not obverted thereby. _—— 

The fourth obſervation, which holds good almoſt continually, is, 9uarc. 
That thoſe muſt be deſcribed inthe laft place of the Receipt , which 
are asthe-matter of the Medicament, as Fey in great Confections, 

Sugar in ſolid Electuaries, Oil or Wax in many Unguents. 
_ If rhis order be kept, it will leade the more recent Apothecarics 
into a readier and better way of preparing and mixing Medicamenits 
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Cuare, UL.

A S thoſe that are ſound in body do not need , (CAphor. 37. ib. 
A 2, Hippoc.) ſo neither do they defire Medicines. And thoſe 
who had need of Medicaments, either to prevent an imminent, 
or depell a preſent diſcaſe, either neyer call tie Phyſician till the ma- 
lady of the diſeaſe be at the height , or utterly refuſe Phyfick ; or 
they will have it prepared with ſuch art and mixture, as in odour, c9- 
four, and ſapour, it may pleaſe the noſe, eyes, and p:late, But Ga- 
len, (ib. 2. de prenot.) (arch, that a Cook among(t theſe childien and 
fools is preferred before a Phyſician z and he is more commended 
and allauded , becauſe he daily indulges their genus with unaccuſto- 
med yarictics and daintics. | | 
But ſince every one is puniſhed by that by which he offended, and 
gluttony and .ſurfetting is the nurſe almoſt of all diſeaſes, it is asit 
were by divine ordination conſtituted, that a Medicament aflumed 
by the mouth, ſhould leave in.the mouth the ultion of the fault there- 
in committed. For it is no wonder that almoſt all Medicaments , e- 
ſpecially purgative, ſhould ſo much diſpleaſe our taſte and (mell , by 
thats quality averſe to our nature,fince they are inſtituted, not as Ali- 
ments to be changed, but ro change ; and either to corre the goxi- 
ous quality of the humours, or to extrude it. 
Such Medicaments as are infipid and inodorous , and being exhi; 
bired ina ſmall quantity, do variouſly wreſt and exagitate the body, 
and the humours, are not ſo good as thoſe , which thaugh angratc- 


full, and affumed in a larger meaſure, do ay and with delight c- 
duce the vicious humours fron the parts affe&ed. 


Forma nudica= Now the forms of Medicaments do not onely facilitate their al- 
was gg 1% (umpfion, ( for ſome onely like liquid, others ſolid Mcdicines,) but 
aft produce divers effects, as they are in form divers; for an inciding or 
extenuating Medicament is better accommodated eg its funion by 2 

liquid form, as alſo by a ſolid form to aſtriction.

And as groſſer Medicaments are requi:ſ1ie to roborate ſome parts, 
and dep<ll tome affe@ions, and liquid to others: ſo ſome require Me- 
dicaments of a middle corfiſtency , as aniongſt internal Medica- 
ments, Electuaries, and ſome Antidotes amongſt external Unguents , 
mucaginous Salves, and Pultiſes. 

We have abundantly before declared what form 1s fit for ſeyeral

the Pariſienftans 16. the Lugdunians 15, the Hiſpanians 14. the 
Genevians, and many more 12, the Goldſmiths onely 8. common- 
ly called Markum. | 

The antient Greeks, Arabians, and Romanes alſo , had not onely 
their proper Idioms and CharaRers, but Weights alſo; and unlels 
the Supream Authority forbad them, they. would buy with the great- 
eſt, and fell with the leaſt Weights, there being no certain Standard. 

Bur becauſe in Medicine one cannot erre twice; and errours in 
preſcribing Weights and Meaſures are often very perilous , all Me- 
dicks ſhonld haye common and definite Weights , that there might 
be a mutual conſent in their operations. 

The Medicks pound alwayes weighs 12. ounces, which is thus de- 
{cribed, 176. j. their ounce eight drams, whoſe note is this, 5. j. their 
dram three ſcruples, thus marked, 5. j. ſo that in one ounce they have 


as many ſcruples as there be letters in the Greek Alphabet, to wit, 24. 
according tothe Poet Fannns :

W hen an equall weight of meaſure or two or more Medicaments 
are preſcribed together, they adde this word Ana , which thewes that 
an £quall portion of every Medicament muſt be aflumed. 

Amongſt other notes of weights, or rather definite quantityes in 
preſcribing receipts,this letter. N. is plac'd to denote that ſome num- 
ber ſhould be aflumed, as of many fruits which cannot by weight or 
meaſure be better deſcribed, but how great a number , the note of 
weighitthereunto annexed muſt ſhew , as for example of Almonds , 
Plums , or the like, two , three , four, five , or {ix , more or lefſe as 
the Medick ſees cauſe, ſhould be prefcribed, figures ſhould be added 
to indicate their number , whereunto according to Roxdeletins, the 
notes of the ancient Romans numbers are more accommodate, which 
are thus deſcribed 1, II.

By meaſures I mean certain hollow inſtruments like boxes there- 
unto accomodated by certain receptive & menlurative ſhapes, where- 
in Apothecaries or Merchants may meaſure ſimple or compound,dry 
or liquid Medicaments. : | 

But they are made cheifely to meaſure liquors , as oyl, vinegar,dc- 
coRions or the like , andthey are o fitted by induſtry , as to reſpond 
to weights , for ſome will contain one ounce, ſome two , ſome three, 
ſome one pound, others five , others ten, othets more and lefle. 

The leaft meaſure will contain 5. j. and 5. [s. of wine of. a mean 
conſiſtency, and is called cochlearinm.. |

preftat, the ſame quantity, hath not alwayes the ſame effeR and operation,for 

when the humours ſwell,and are turbulent, then nature,with the help 

_ of a gentle Medicament, will worke out the excretion of the trouble- 

ſome matter , excluding it either by ſtoole or vomit. W hereas on the 
contrary, if the matter by its lentour be moretenaciouſly fixed , and 
no way provokes nature by its quality to its excluſion ; the ſtrongeſt 
Medicament will not be of power to relaxe the belly, being only ablc 
to move,not to remove theſe redundant humours, 

This diverſity of humours often deceives the non-cautious , who 
having by experience found , that Caſſia ſhould be preſcribed and ex- 
hibited by ownces, and not by grains, Scammony by grains and not by 
ounces , and Rhabarb by dr«ms ; think they have preſcribed a conye- 
nient dofis according to the efficacy of each Medicaments aRing , 
when yet they often ſee that the Medicament either not at all , or too 
impenſely and ſtrongly moves the belly : For when nature coope- 
rates, and the ſuperfluous humour ſwells, a few grains of Rhabarb 
will relaxe , yea » the very odouralone of ſome catharticke, will ſuth- 
ciently exagitate the ventricle, 

Wherefore the Phyſician does wiſely , who being called by ſome 
patient never before ſeen of him, askes him whether his body needs, 
a weake and gentle, or valid and ſtrang purge, and whether he be 
moſt commonly laxative , or reſtringed , that he may the better ac- 
comodate his purgative Medicament z neither too much, nor too little 
to exagitate his ventricle, nor yet to exclude more in quantity or qua. 
lity than he ſhould, Yet if the body wholly abound with ill humours, 
he may not at once, but by little and little , not on one day, but many 
remove them , for nature cannot beare great evacuations of any 
hagoges whatſoever , but delights in graduall ations, wherein is no 
V1OIENCE, 
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A juſt quantity of Medicainents can ſcarce be des 
fined , yet a little in exceſſe or defe&@ is nob 
perillous. vs ebioa a 


| H E Medicinaty Art is indeed conjeQuralt, yet miich hel: 
ped by experience, augmented by'reaſon, and confirmed by

olince of Caſſt4 is conyenient , ſeven or nine drams be exhibited ; if 
where oue dram of Rhabatb is requiſite 3 rwo or four ſcruptes be aſlu- 
med,a ſmall errour ſhould not cauſe {here fearc,andas all excremen- 
titious humours cannot alwayes be eductd by a Medicament without 
indangering ſanity ; ſo we ſhall not need to fuſpeR any harme by the 
edu@ion of ſome of them onhely thatare not ot amoffenſive quality : 
ſince meat and drink are not alwayes ingeſted after the ſame meaſcre 
and at the ſame time. Nor yet ill: humours always bridg/difcates with 
them: Many have often caten Hemlock inſtead of Perſly in /Porrage; 
which the maid hath miſtaken , becauſe of their conyenience'in ex= 
ternall form,thoſe alſo who love Froggs cat Toad-ſtools often with- 
out harm. | | 

Yet we muſt with all judgement andartificiall conjecture , endea- 
vour to make the quantity of the Medicament, reſpond tothe ſtrength 
of the nature , and the burthen to be educed-, which if ir be copious , 
and a proportionate Medicament, cannot with ſafcty be exhibired ar 
once , it is'betterto waſh ir away in ſeyerall dayes than at once , both 
dejec ſtrength and humours.

rate decoRion , whoſe ſubſtance and facultics are. of a mean con- 
fiſtency : thus Fruits would not be fo little, nor Flowers ſo much 
coRed as Roots, | 

When a DecoQion is preſcribed abſolutely , without the ſpecial 
deſignation of any liquor , it ought to be made either in pure and 
ſimple water, as fountain or river water, orelfe in rain watery the 
quantity whereof muſt reſpond to the quantity of the Simples to be 
coed, as near as may be, without exuberance or defect ; for when 
Simples through coRion depoſe their qualities into the warer, if it be 
copious, and they few, the decoction after percolation will retain but 
weak faculties: As onthe contrary, if many Simples be codted in 
little water , the decoQtion will be ex haled and diffipated , and the 
Simples burned rather than brought to elixation z which is acquired 
by moderate heat in an humour proportionate to the quantity and na- 
ture of the thing coed. 

Thoſe that ſuſtain the longeſt coRion, require more abundance of 
water, the ſhorter the leſs , many Simples require mnch : . ſo that 
thoſe that are hard, and require long cotton, ſhould be demerged in 
water , and covered two or three fingers therein. Thus a certain 
meaſure of water cannot be defined , but is often left tothe Apothe- 
Caries judgement, 

When a Decodtion is to be made onely for one dofis , it's enough 
to clixate a few Simples in half a pound of water on a flow fire, till 
it be boyledto half ; if for twodolis, then in a whole pound of wa- 
ter; if for four, in two'/pounds. And thus may the quantity of wa- 
ter be augmented, as the Simples are augmented. 

There are furthermore three DecoRtions very uſual in making Me- 
dicines. The firſt is called the common Decoction , which is com- 
monly uſed to the diſſolution of Purgatives , ſometimes to the co- 
Rion of Senny leaves, and ſomerimes to the infuſion of Simples. 

The ſecond is commonly called the pe&oral DecoRion, becauſe it 
is uſed to all ſuch as bring adjument to the peQoral parts, The third 
is the glyſteral Decoction; of whichin its place. 

All men do not deſcribe their Confections alike , but every one 
adds or detracts ſomething according to his judgement, This is the 
moſt yulgar and uſual deſcription of 'the common Decaction.

He vulgar Priſane is a potion made of Liquorice- water } 
and a little barley , and often without : the Ancients Pti- 
fanc is a meat made of ſelect barley , decortricated with 
grinding , and water, hence Ptifana from »vi-ns, that is to 


Hordeati pres Prinde and decorticate,by Galens advice (cap.2.1ib. de Priſana) the 


barley ſhould be fat,partaker of no adventitious quality, neither tog 
new , nor too old, nor yet wrinckled , which Barley thus ſele&ed 
muſt be macerated in water, then brayed in a morter, that the exte. 
riour ſhell, and all glumoſity may be excufled , then rubbed with 
ones hands, waſhed , and purged from the bran , then dryed and 
kept ; and when uſe calls for it, then muſt a part of it be coed in 
twelye times as much water on a flow fire,till it ſwell tothe height, 
depoſe all flatuoſity , and become a ſmooth , continuall, cquall and 
lubricall juice : thus rhe Ancients at firſt coed their Ptiſane , and 
exhibited it to the fick : yet ſome of them mixed with it boyled 
wine or honey , or cummin, and others alittle oil, vineger and falt, 
but we being more delicate , add none of theſe , bur onely ſugar, 
and ſometimes a few Almonds, and as we retain not the mixture 
of the' Ancients, ſoneirher do we keep the name, calling that a hor- 
deate , which Hippocrates and Galencalled a Priſanc, and its thus 
made at Lutetia. 

Re. The beſt Barley well purified 7 ij. boyle it upon a*gentle fire in 
cleere water , till the barley bezins to ſwell , pour off the water , and 
let freſh be poured on , then boyle it upon a cleare fire for four or five

T —T"<H E head aggravated with excrementitious humours, eſpe- 
cially with phlegme, may, be emptied with many kindes of 
Medicaments , but none can effect this without the moleſta- 
tion of other parts; for phlegmagogous potions or pills, 
while they educc Phlegme from the brain,do importunarely moleſt 
the ventricle and members adjoyning , and by moving the belly 
cauſe grievous pains , and very often excite heart aches and {woun- 
ings ; but Apophlcgmatiſmes, being induced with a ſapour not ſo 
ungratefull, affects the concavity of the mouth more gently, atract- 
ing abundance of Phlegme rough the emiſſaryes of the palate 
from the brain , which may be ecafily excluded by frequent ſputa- 
tion, Now all fimples, whereon A POP eNes confiſt,arc hot, 
and often indued with acrimony , whereby they do not onely atte- 
nuate,incide, and attra& the cold humour ; but alſo excite the ex- 
pulſtye faculty to its worke. 
Theſe things projet Phiegme , Maſtick chewed, or made intoa 
gargariſme, ſage, ſtavelacrezthyme, penny-royall, carthamus, pep- 
per , muſtard, bartram, ginger, acorus , the roots of deluce , and 
Cyperus, whereof ſome cut into ſmall pieces are maſticated and 
orinded with the teeth , or pulyerated , and put into ſome conye- 
nient liquour, and ſo formed into pills or trochiskes ; or obyolved 
in ſome thin cloath , and made up like a knot : cr elixared, and their 
decoRion percolated and kept in ones mouth, Jike a gargariſme. 
Their more uſuall forme 1s folid , that they may be longer detai- 
ned in the mouth , and maſticated whence a maſticatory is uſed for 
an Apophlegmatiſme and an apothegmatiſme for a maſticatory:the 
head muſt decline while the Medicamenr is maſticated or chewed, 


- and'the lips be open, that the humour attraRed and congeſted may 


. have more free and ſpeedy paſſage.

fragrant odours : for many men hate thoſe odours thar either fill the 
head, or moleſt the ſenſe , and cauſe head-ach z and on the contrary, 
are delighted with the vapours that proceed from ſuayecolent ſimples, 
which recreate the uterus, ventricle, heart; and brain. Whereof 64- 
len , (cap. 6. lib. 1. de ſympt. cauſ.) giving a reaſon, and proportio- 
nating the conſtitution of odours with them of fapours, (c. 21.1. 4; 
de ſimpl. med. facult. ) ſaith, As ſapours that are familiar are gratefull 
and pleaſant , and thoſe ungratefall and unpleaſant which are not fami- 
liar ; ſotheſe odours that are familiar to the animal ſpirits , are grate- 
full and ſuaveolent thereunts;, ahd theſe that are not familiar , in- 
pleaſant and maleolent. And as 1) ay. to Galen , ſweet meats are 
temperate, ſo according to Scaliger , ſuaveolent Medicaments are 
moderately hot. | | 
Which things being thus, pleaſant Odoraments muſt needs be 
eratefull to the brain, and principal parts. Yct ſome of them are hot 
inthe third degree , as Cinnamon, Cloves, and ſweet Cane , which 
we do not uſe ſave in ſmall quantity , or intermixed with ſuch things 
as temper their heat : for Odoraments objected to the noſe in great 
quantity , are gravcolent, and hurtfullto the brain z which recreate 
It in ſmall quantity , becauſe their grayeolency is rempered with the 
ambient air, or with the mixtion of other things.

AY ATER , which inadifferent reſpe& may be 

ben taken for an Element , and an Aliment, is 
not onely the ſolace of Mankinde , but the 
ſubſidy of all animate and vegetative Crea- 
tures, whichno living thing can be without. 
(Arifs. c. 2. 1. 4. de gen. animal.) For many 
Animals live without the uſe of Fire, with- 
out the uſe of Water none, with which alone 

| a Spaniſh Ton did for a long time pre- 

ſerve her life, (Cal. Rhod. cap. 23. lib, 23.) Albertws ſaw a melan- 
cholick fellow , who abſtained from all food the ſpace of ſeven 
weeks, ' refreſhing himſelf onely every ſecond day with a draught of 
Water. And" Animals are not folely generated and nouriſhed by 
Water , but Plants alfo, which neircher bud nor flouriſh without its 
benign affluence , but become dry , tabid , and juiceleſs. As-on the 
contrary ,. the Tree planted by the Water fide , will yield its fruit in pg x. 
its feaſon, W hence perhaps old Hefied broached his opiniomy:that 
Water was the moſt antient of Elements. To which Thales accords, 
who conſticures Water the" firſt and ſole principle of bodyes. Of 
whicti opinion was alſo Empedocles , who thought all things to,be 
produced by Water. And ons Hippon , ( Ariſt. c. 2.1. 1, de anima ) 
who' called Water the Sonl of the World; and - arp alſo, hs 
who-conſtiruted Water and Fire the principle: of lite. But Higper | 770 & (6 
 neqar by Water, ſperm 5 Hippoor 44cs, the radicabmoyſture.

Now the Water whereof we now treat, that is neceſſary to Man- 

kinde , either to quench his thirſt , or ta co and confeR Alimenty 

and Medicaments , is elementary , often deſigned with the name of 

the frigid Element, And it is either fontane , fluvial, puteal, or plu- 

viakand cyſternial It is called fontane water , -4 fsndendo, becauſe 
it is poured out of the earth , which is preferred as moſt wholſome, 
Yet ſome fountains are- impaired ; for paſſing through the: bowels 
of the earth, they require aliene faculties, for they mutuate their g. 
dour or ſapour from the places through which they permeate. Thug 
ſome; which are rajected through ſulphureous paſſages, are ſo hot, 
that they-may not be uſed.z others, becauſe of thoſe veins of Alume, 
and involutions of Vitriol, are ſo acid and ingratefull, that a thirſty 
man would not taſte them. In Germany, beyond Rhene , there is2 
fountain of ſweet water , whereof if one drink, his teeth will fall out 
within two years, 

In many parts of Frence there are Medicinal Waters of alicne, 
inſuaye, and ſtrange ſapours , 'as the Pucenfian Wells, whereunts 
people flock in multitudes yearly , and return ſucceſsfully. But 
purpoſe not here to treat of theſe , it ſhall ſuffice me to ſhew atpre. 
ſent what qualities water that is potab!e , and requiſitely neceſſary to 
an Apothecary in confeQing Mcdicaments, ſhould be endued 
withall. | | 

Now ſuch water, according to Ariſtotle , (lib. de ſenſu & ſerfs.) 
ſhould in it ſelf bethe mixture, matter, and ſeminary of all ſapours; 
oras Galen (c. 19:1. 1.& c. 2.1: 2. de alim.) writes, ſhould be inſipid, 
voyd of all qualities, and moſt light, but not in weight, as ſome 
would hence inferr , for then Snow-water would be beſt , becauſe 
lighteſt, which we know to be:unwholſome : but it ſhould be of te- 
nuious parts , quickly calefied; .and quickly refrigerated ; ſuch as 
fontane and fluvial water is, if "it be pure s 1n defe& whereof , rain 
water, by Galen's advice, (lib. de Pr:ſ.) maybe aſſumed , eſpecially 
to the confeRion of Hydromel. Yet our Colledge at Paris judge Ci- 
ſternine waters unwholſome , as being dead, and having contracted 
ſome vice from the air from the ſpout through which, and from the 
trough into which they delabe z for thd ſhower that proceeds from 
air of-an inquinated, peſtilentious, and putrified quality', muſt needs 
participate thereof z the ſhower that waſhes the fides of houſes, muſt 
needsbe infected with corruption, or other filth, eſpecially if it wan! 

- motion, which is the ſoul of water. The ſhower that.is contained in 
a Ciſteen, though well grounded with ſand, muſt necds be corrupted, 
eſpecially when abundance of impure water delabes, 'for then the 
ſand will putrify and inquinate it. Hence-the'water afterwards run- 
ning out of that Ciſtern, is .cndued with: a very bad odour and fa 
pour ,-agd.is uleje($.. 'The very condition of /rain accelerates its Cor- 
ruption; which being parcaker of the-airs lenity, is quickly corrupted, 
Yea, many:Authors of credit, have writ, that many Fiſhes have rc-

heart, exhilarates his minde ,' makeshis age florid, takes away ſad- 
neſs, cheriſhes narive calour, calefies his bowels , helps concoction ;

gestor theexcluſionof the excrements ,: moves urine, reſarciates 
the ſpitits; diſcuſſes flatuoſity ,-obtunds frigid poyſons, attenuates ,- 
cos and di{cufſes:craſs humours;' .

| Anna is the moſtexcellent and divine gift of Nature; and 
M not onely that which God preternaturally beſtowed on the 
; Iſraelites, but this alſo which like Honey ot Sugar-dey , 
diftilſs upon leaves, and daily offers it ſelf for'our uſe. For our yul. 
ar Husbandmen do no leſs admire their ſmall Manna; than the 
ſraclites did their Sugar-hail , whil'ſt exulting, they fing , Z»piter 
rains Honey downs whence it is called Areomet, by the Arabians 
Terenjabiii , and inthe ſacred Scriptures Manna - with which our 
Mattna , or Mani Thurs , accords onely'in name s which is pro- 
duced by the elifion of two bundles one againſt another 5 for 
eh&by certain ſmall fragrancies are congeſted, which is colleRed for 
Mithir Thurs!” There is alfo another kinde,” they call Menns Le- 
rizns, colleced oof the broken boughs of the Larix' tree 5' but both 
eſte foo licentiouſly uſurp this title :* for Manna properly fo called, 
whith's tiſed by Phyſicians, (for I do not'ſpeak of the YLan-hu , or

— Now Vjglets are'multifarious, and different in colours; for ſome 
are white, ſome blew, and other in a'mean bertwixt both. There are 
ſome alſo which ſtand upon longer and harder ſtalks, whoſe lowers 
are like a purple colour; others which are tricolorous , and grow 
upon quadrate , flender , ſucculent and reptile ſtalks in dry places , 
whoſe leaves are more anguſt, long and laſcivious than others : from 
its three-fold colour ſorne. call it the herb Trinity , others the flam- 
meous Violet, and the vulgar Frenchmen the Minnte penſes. 
| Othex ſmall ſtocks of Violets have got names, which becauſe Phy- 
ficians ſeldome uſe ; we omit, But the martial Violets are wholly u- 
ſed, fortheir lowers being endued with an exhilarating faculty , are _ 
mixed with Cordials, thcir ſeeds and leaves being malaRtical,ingrede A 
the decotion of Glyſters , and confeRion of Cataplaſms. All men 
conclude , that their Flowers arc refrigerative ; yet that acrimony 
they leave inthe mouth by maſtication, ſpeaks them to participate of 
ſome calour.

Of Rhabarb. 


Any. of the Antients put no difference betwixt Rhaponticun 
and Rhabarbarum , nor betwixt the greater Centaury and 
' Rhapouticum , but made one of three ſeyeral Plants. But 
that our vulgar Rhaharb is not Rhaponticum , the deſcription of Dio- 
ſcorides dot ciently evince;z and that Rhaporticans is not the 
orcater Centaury , the ſame Author demonſtrates, in that he treats 
of them in divers Chapters, and deſcribes them in different forms 


and facultics. 
Our . 
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Our vulgar Rhabarb is ſo called , becauſe it is the moſt eximious 
yoot among the Barbarians, or Indians, or Troglodites ; or perhaps 
it may derive its denomination from Rh, a Rivers name in Poxtus, as 
the nomenclature of Rhaponticurs is from thence probably acknow- 
Jedged. But ſince R44 in the peregrine idiome denotes a root , Rha- 
barbarum , that is, the Barbarians root , may by.an Antonomaſy be 
put for the beſt root, which the Arabians call Raved, the Chinians 
Ravam ,. where it is moſt frequent, and where it is thus denoted , 
# without further addition, | 
The Rhabarb that comes out of the Dominions of Sia, is the 
moſt approved, where it both grows plentifully, and almoſt ſponta- 
neoully ; and is thence conveyed into Ormm, Perſia, CArabia, and 
Alexandria; which afterwards cormung to us, is called Indian, Ara- 
bick, and Turkiſh Rhabarb. Sept ; 
Khabarb is very like our common round * Dock , its root is very _-: 
craſs, round, externally ſomewhat black , internally flaye, likethe 
colour of a Nutmeg ; which macerated or maſticated , infeRs with 
a Saffron colour. ” 
It is a cholagogous Medicament , benign, and roborative to the 
liver and ventricle : it conduces yery much to dyſenterick, cholerick,

HE Arabick word, Tamer, fignifics a Date ; not beeauſe the 

'Þ fruit of the tree is like thereunto , but becauſe the Barbarians 
took no care to give it any more proper denomination than what the 
vulgarity impoſed upon it, by whom theſe Fruits arc called Tama- 
rinds, that is, Indian Dates. 

The Greeks for their acidity call them dfEvpo 11H8 X that Is, acid 
Dates; but without reaſon, for they reſemble no DaRyle. 

' The tree whereon Tamarinds grow, is tall, hard, and compa, 
like our Wallnut tree, or Oak, encempaſſed with many boughs, and 
adorned with leaves minutely incided, about themagnirtude of Palm 
leaves. Theſe Fruits , when immature, are green and acid ; when 
mature, they are cinericious, their acidity not without ſuavity. 

But Meſue ſpeaks inconfiderately , when according to Garcia's 
judgement, he thinks that Tamarinds are the fruits of wild Date trees 
in India, whereas there is not a Date tree in all 74a, but what is 
conveyed from Arabia. They grow on a treefair tolook on , br: 

. Chiated with many boughs, adumbrated with abundance of leaves, 
Iike ſome female Fern, called by the Spaniards Helecho , coronated 
with fair, odorate, and white flowers , after whoſe fall , the fruits e- 
merge, which at firſt are green, and are noRurnally involyed in 
leaves , to keep them from the cold , diurnally expoſed to the Sun.

ties demonſtrate the errours of ſuch , who contend that they grow 
_ and the ſame tree , but are ſeverally at divers ſeaſons col- 
eged. | 
There are five ſorts thereof , the flaye , the Indian or black , the Species. 
Bellirian, the Chebulian, and the Emblian z many whereof grow in 
the Kingdome of Cambaia, whoſe names Garcias hath got from the 
Inhabitants , and hath delineated the ſeyeral trees and fruns ina few

Arare (faith he) or the flave Myrobalamb , is round , and bears 
leaves like Sobrus: Rezanuale, or the Indian black Myrobalamb, is 
eight ſquared, and hath leaves like a Willow, Gotizs , or the Belli- 
rin, hath leaves like Bay, but more cineritious and pale.

It is an herb without ſtalk, lower, and feed, conſiſting onely of a 
root and leaves'like maſculine fern, but leſſer, and maculated on the 
under fide with ycllow ſpots. Its root is hirfute arid long ; about the 
craflitude of a little finger, extending it ſelf obliquely , and exaſpe-

it often growes out of the earth, producing ſome ſlender radicles 
like capillaments, which keeping in the earth attrat convenient 
ſucce tor the nutriment of the whole Bulb, ad 

Its fronts are like them of Onyons, round, anguſt, inane and 
mucronated ; irs caulicles of nine inches heighth, in whoſe ſum» 
mity, little purpurcous flowers emicate, to which ſucceeds feed 
black without, white within. 

All ſorts of Bultxs are acrimonious ; they excalefic, excite ve- 
nery, ſuppeditare Aliment, cauſc inflation, and ſtiffnefle of the 
yard ; but two large plenty of them ſhould not be uſcd in meats, 
becauſe they troub'e rhe nerves. Of all the Bulbuſes I think $4-

Serpill 1s acrimonious and hot, moves floutes and Urine , 
abates the gripeings of the belly, conduces in the Lethargy, cares 
the bircing of mints beaſts ,. and by its fume when 1c is burn- 
ed repclls Serpents,

Of Sampſuchum and Marjoram, 


g Ampſuchzm according to Dioſcorides is not AZirjoram, but and: 
cher ramous hearb, which 15 reptant , with round and hirſure 
leaves like calaminr; whereas Marjoyam is not reptant but ere 
with many furcles, and with mucronared not round leafes, yer 
it may well be uſed fot want of Sampſuchum , for it is a plant borh 
m faculty and forme very like it, whoſe grarcfull odour and ſa- 
vour cau{es it to be nouriſhed in gardens and pots with diligence 
and care,and Marjoram perhaps defnmed its name from Marum as 
Dodoneous writes, who makes Marjoram, Marum and Hylobrium 
one Plant, as he colle&ed from Dioſcorides his defcription ; and 
Sampſuchum and Amaracus another , as he gathered trom D:eſco- 
rides and Theophraſtus; yet Amaracns by Galens authority which he 
alſo gathered out of Dodoneus is Feverfew fonamed, not by his own 
but by anothets lapſe ; ſeeing Amaraces is indeed Sampſuchum. 
e cannot admit of their reaſons who make Pulick Mountain 

a kind of Marum,; which the vulgar French call Maſtick finck 
they are very diffident, fot Marum according to Dyoſcorides is a fur- 
culous herbe, with a flower like Origanum, leafes much whitef; 
and by him called Origamim. Pl:»y faith it is an exoticall Plant 
and nor to be numerated amongſt the domeſtick family, whereas 
Clinopadium, which ſome call Cleortoon'; orher Zopyron, is an herb 
of vulgar dignotion, and like Serpill. | 

Now Marjoram is cither impatient of cold,or moſt patient there- 
of, the latter is VVinter Marjoram which flour iſhes in the midle of 
Winter ; the former ſummer Marjoram which periſhes with the 
firſt occurſe of froſt, | 

Marjoram is manifeſtly caletaQive cephalicall, and hyſteri- 
call, which drunk or afſumed at the month or fundament acce- 

lerates flowers; | 
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CHAP. XXXL- 
Of Penny- Royal, 


P Enny-royal is two-fold, the one maſculine and fative, which 
is the true Pulegium and latifolious ; the other wild and an- 
gultifolious ; the true Pennyroyal doth abundantly emit man 
and round cauls, which arc often procumbent ; Burt oftner exto]l 
themſelves on high, wwo leafs ſomewhat rotund emerge out of 
each genicle; its flowers are {ubczruleous, circumcingeing the 
culms abour che exorrion of the leats. Pennyzoyal is ſuaveolent, 
eſpecially when it is coronated with flowers; its water diſtilled 
duly in a glaſle vcflcl will keep its odour : and as the true Pule- 
g1um or Pennyroyal differs little from rhe ſecond ſort of Cala- 
mint, ſo neither doth the wild differ from Serpil : it growes beſt 
in dry ſaxous and mountanous places, whence it is called monn- 
rain Pulegium, which many ſay is Clynopodium ; freſh Pulegium 
incended will kill gnats, Many odorate Herbs are' referred to 
Pulegium, in the deſignation whereot Authors agree not. 

It calchies in the third degree, it exſiccates, attenuates, moves 
flowers and {econdines , digeſts pe&orall phlegm, helps con- 
coCtion, caſes convulſions; 1n wine it cures Serpents ſtings, cures 
the ſpleenatick by admotion, and is good againſt the affeions 
of the Podagry and Epilepſie, 


CHAP. XYEXIL 
Of Polium, | 


He little tomentaceous and whitiſh head of Pol:um coafted 

into the Species of an hirſute_ berry, repreſents the hoary 

. head of anold man ; whence its denomination 1s deſumed : 

ithath from one root numerous, ſlender, hard, lignous, round 

ſurcles of halt a hands height; its leafs are long, criſped and ri- 

gid like Germander, but more angulſt and better harnefſed ; the 

ops of its branches are coronated with {mall flowers, circum- 

veſted with white down, many whereof are coafted together 10- 
roonehead ; its ſeed is ſmall, black,and long, 

The whole Plant is hollow, growing moſt abundantly in ſqua- 
1id monranous places ; whence Pharmacopoliſts call ir Mountain- 
Polium, which Dzoſcorzdes calls Teuthrio ; it is graveolent, and yes 
not injucund, but uſeful in Medicine, 

There is another ſort of Polinm not ſo potent in odour,nor firm 
in power; whoſe ſurcles are allo rigid and round, leafs ſhorter 
and more anguſt, flowers many congeſted together, and hoary 
with'white down, 

Remb, Dodoneus tecenſeates yet two ſorts more 3 Pera, four: 
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Which I leave to their inveſtigation, who undertake to deſcribe 
the univerſal Hiſtory of plants, 

Polium calefies in the ſecond degree, ficcates in the third ; ir 
curcs the Dropſic, Jaundice, and affeRtions of the Spleen : it moves 
urine and flours, it drives away Serpents either by ſubſtration or 
tumigation ; 4t drawes wounds to $Kars, 


CHAP. XXXx111T. 
Of Baſil, 


B Aſill or Ozymem,being a moſt odorate plant, doth jafſtly chal: 
lenge this name; left poſterity ſhould contou.:d it with Ocy- 
mum, Which Yarro ſaith, is a kind of Pabulum, made up of green 
ſegerives for Oxen : For the ſame fragrancy ir is called Bafill, as 
chough it were worthy a bafilical or regal houſe. Many think it 
is called Ocymum from the celerity of urs growth; for 1t erupts 
the rhird day after its ſarure, and often ſooner ; and ſome fuper- 
firioufly or rather ridiculouſly believe, that it will make a more 
abundant provent, #f tt be fowen with maledicions : but its ſlig- 
nification T_ = infteadof c-from K#'to fimell ; becauſe 
the whole plant ſmells ſweerly ; it is admirable, that Amber 
ſhould expel! the dry ſurcles of Baftl, and yet atrra& the ſmall 
ſtalks of all other {egetives. 

Holerima Phyſician of Parts, tells us a iory worth our notice, 
of a certain /tal;ar, who frequently ſmelling ro bafil, had & Scor- 
pion generated in his brains, wnich caufed long and vehement 
dolours,andzat laſt,his death :; yet the Li4yars aver,that whoever 
eats Bafil, he ſhall not thar day fear ro be hurt by a Scorpion. 

There are fourſorts of Bafil, three fative, and one wild, which 
is called Actos; rwo of thefatives are latifolious, one anguſti- 
folious, which we call the lefler Baſil. 

The vulgar and latifoltons, is furcultous with round branches, 
tafs'like Mercury of acubiral altirude, with white flowers, and 
ſometimes: purpureous z black and ſmall ſeed, which D. Fern 
- uſurps to the Syrup of Arthemrſ#a, | 

It is manifeſtly hor, diffolves flatuofiry, moves urine, helps 
againſt tadneffe 1mveRed by — » exhilarates, and ani- 
mares z yet Chryjppw difallewes of irs uſe, as inducing madneffe, 
and hurting the ſanity of rheeyes.

"J Hers arefourſorrs of nn; the firſt is called Or;ga- 
zum Heracleoticum,orCunila ; the fecond, Onitis; the third; 


Sytveſtrian;, the fourth, Fragoriax 3 which allo is of two forts , 
which 1 will nor deſcribe at large, © "Tho 
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Luc truc Origanum is like the great MaTtjoram in leats and 
branches ; it bears umbels on its ſummities not circinated, bur 
armed with ſmall prickles variouſly congeſted: it begins to 
grow in the middle of Summer ; and as ut 15 like Marjoram jn 
torm, {o alſo in odour :_burt it is more patient of Cold, for it lives 
in the middle of VVinter, it1s averſe to Colworts, and to all kinds 
of Serpents z whereftore when Snailes are about to dimicate with 
Serpeats, they arm themſelves with Origanum, which is very 
prevalent againſt cold poyſons. & 

It calefies, fſiccates, incides, attenuates, moves urine and 
flours, and is good for ſuch as are treubled with Coughs or difh. 
culry of breathing, if it be takenin honey eclegmartically.

The third hath longerleafs, and flowers in its car,

It growes in moſt Gardens, its 4s are like the greatet Sage,

Mint is uſeful to ctbaries, which being young is a very grate- 
ful ſallet herb, but more adult it is mote ingrateful and hard : 
it is of a hot nature, and very ftomachical ; & irs quality 1s to 
augment the hear of the ventricle, it confirms roboration, helps 
codtion, diſcuſſes flatuoſity, and cures gripings. 

Siſymbriup hath ſuch cognation with the family of Mints; that 
by culture or neglc& it may be tranſmured into Mint, or Mint 
inc0 Siſymbriums, the Shopmen call ir Balſamint; the vulgarity, 
Rugged Mint : it differs much from-St0z, or Perula, as allo froni 
Cardamen, or Creſcson, which they call water-mint ; for the true 
Siſymbrinm, which many call wild Serpil, is very like Garden 
mint, but more odorate and latifolious, which hath excellens 
medicinal faculties, (Droſc.C.155. £.2.)

Tae ſecond fort of Calaminth hath leafs like Pennyroyal, bye 
ſomerimes greater, whether variegated with ſpots, with whitely 
purpurcous flowers amicting its cubiral branches, ir delights in 
aprike places, and is found in many fields when rhe ſegerives are 
demefſed; it is alſo called: Nepets in Droſcorides, who yer ncither 
approves nor ou of the name, ' 

The third is like cAenthaftrum, with leafs ſomewhar longer 
Caul and Branches greater then the former, and yer nor fo effica- 
cious, Dodonew exhibited the herb Cattaria inſtead of this, 
Fuchſw exhibits another much diſſident ; and Droſcorides deſcribes 
not a Line of Cattaria; yer it may juſtly be referred tothe family 
of Calaminths, as having cognation therewith z though the 
herb and faculty hath been unknown by the Ancients. Ir puts 
forth many quadrate hard caulicles, ar every knot two hoary 
leafs like horeound, ſpicated flowers like Mint or cMenthaſtrum; 
It is called {attaria, becauſe Catts delight in cating and playing 
with its leafs; Aporhecarics call it Nepets, | 

It calefies and attenuates cxcralingls z it hath a peculiar fa- 
culty inauxiliatinz the conception, and foecundating the womb. 
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Yet all Calaminth is of a tenuious ſubſtance, hot and dry an | 
the third degree, it abates gripings, kills worms, cures the Jaun- 
dice, educes flowers, 'takes out þlew $kars, cures difficulty of 


breathing, and ſtrenuouſly digeſts humours 5 the montanous Ca- 
laminth 1s moſt efficacious. 


CHAP. XXXVII. 


Of wormwood, 


T Hough Azſyzth be an herb of vulgar dignotion , yet ſcarce 
rwo agrce in recenſeating and deſcribing: irs Species; how. 
ever letting paſle the varieties of opinions,we aflert,thar there are 
three ſorts ot Wormwood ; the common Wormwood, the Saz- 
tontan \Wormwood, and the Seriphian Wormwood ; They erre, 
who ſay, that the common VWormwood differs from the Ryman 
and Pontiazn, and that the Santorian is the Roman Wormwodd ; 
for the common is the Roma» VWormwood, ſo called, becauſe it 
was wy to the vulgarity, and becauſe it grew plenteouſly in the 
Roman fields, and in every old hedge. The Portia is ſo denomi- 
nated from Pontus, and from irs ſtypticity or aſtriction, *_ 

That which is called Saz ontaz, or rather Xantonian Worm- 
wood, is {o denominated from a tra& where ir growes, bearing 
che ſame” name: hence ſome call irs ſeed Santium, when they 
ſhould call ir SanB0ztar ſeed 3 the whole plant is like common 
Wormwood, bur lefler, and not ſo white; its ſeeds are not (0 
many, and its flowers are ſmall. 

The third ſort which is called Seriphianor Marine Wormwood, 
growes copiouſly on the Mountain Tawrw near Cappadocia, the ' 
herb is ſlender, like ſmall Suthernwood , referred with {mall 
ſceds,..ſubamare and graveolent-:with ſome calefaRion; the 
wholegs fo like foeminine Southernwood, that they can ſcarce 


+ bedifcerned cach from other, 


Galez ſaith, that all Wormwood participates of an aromatical 
acrimonious and amare quality, bur ſome Gardens afford us vul- 
gar Wormwood no whit amare but ſweet, diſtinguiſhed from 
the Poxtzan onely inſapour; All roborate the Romach, help co- 
&ion, and kill Worms, whether they be aſſumed or adhibired. 
See Dyoſcorides about the differences and qualities of VVorm- 


woods ; as alſo Gaſparw Baubinus, who publiſhed a whole Book 
of Wormwood. |

Beſides the vulgar Betony,there is another latifolions one,found 
in many places, which delights more in culture, and flouriſhes 
moſt in Gardens. 

Betony is hot and dry in the ſecond degree, itis indued with a 
cephalical'and alexirerial faculry, wherefore it is good againſt 
the Epilepſic and poyſonous diſcalcs ; eſpecially againſt rhe bt- 
tings of mad'dogs and Serpents ; and if any prxaſſume this, 
lerkall poyſon drunk ſhall not hurt him, ©

. Of Veronica, or Speedwell, 


Eronica is twofold , one maſculine , the othcr foeminine, 

which many call Elatzze ; the former, Paulus ,g:1meta calls 
Betony ; it creeps along the earth, with many hirtute and pedall 
ſurcles with long leafs, leſſer then Betony ; fomewhac like *® Teu- 
_ e403, tut lanuginous, with flowers orderly digeſted, of a purpu- 
reous colour, with a ſmall rotund black fced contained in cups 
like boxes, and with a {lender root variouſly divaricated. 

The foeminine Yeronrca, which many call Elatize ;, tome, Kep- 
tilis Veron1ca, hath many,pedal, flender, flexile, lanuginous, and 
folious ſurcles ; with hoary, pilous leafs, like + Nummulary ; with 
{mall whice flowers like * Anthirrhizon, with tmall, round black 
ſeed like f Pimpernel, much of it growes among legetives in 
fallow ground and ſandy places, 

Some make mention of akind of Yeroxtca, with an crect Cayul, 
which puts forth more rigid furcles, which are tenutvus, ramous 
and folious like the former. 

Dodoneus adds another Yeronica, growing in Meadowes and 
moiſt places, in effigies and magnirude very like tie foeminine ; 
bur its leafs are leſlcr, nor lanuginous, but tmooth and green : irs 
branches are reprile, flowers cxruleous, its ſeed contained in lit- 
tle. boxes {mall and black : this and the former are {eldom or 
never uſed in medicine. 

Senſe indicates, that Yerozzca 1s hot and dry; and experience 
demonſtrates it to be aſtrictive, and a good vulnerary : it.cures 
the Scab,, Wounds, Ulcers, and all vices in the skin; it hath a 
peculiar faculty in curing,or at leaſt aſſwaging,cancerous Ulcers, 
Fuchſius writes falſly, that the King of Fraxce,correpted with the 
Leprofie, was cured with the adjument of this herb: for no King 
of France was evcr correpted with ſuch a fozde diſcaſc, nor yer 
with Peſtilence.,

Ditiamny which ſome call Diphthamzy, is hot and dry in the 
ehird degree, it will by the: Ancients teſtimony extra& weapons, 
extinguiſh introſumed poyſon ; it helps in peſtilence, excludes 
ftlowers, young, and ſeconds, abates the ſpleen, and curcs Stran- 


gury, 
CHAP.

S. wchas is unjuſtly firnamed Arabzan, ſeeing it equally germi- 
nates in other parts and regions, as in Crete, Belgium and Nor- 
mandy, where it lives well among Snowes, and in the Iſlands 
Stechades, from which, or from their ſpicated fummities they 
are denominated, | 

Dodoneus knew three forts thereof ; the firſt, the common and 
true Stechas ; the ſecond, the Belgian, like the former in effigies; 
the third with ſawed leafs : beſides which there is another with 
golden coloured leafs, like E£lochryſum, and is called Ckryſocome 
or Orenge-coloured St&chas ; this hath ſhort and ſlender caulicles, 

anguſt, oary and hiſpid leafs, and luteous {plendent flowers like 
{mall bubles : it growes in rotigh and Sandy places; Pena makes 
three ſorts hereof. See him, 

The rrue S:&rhas emits many cubitall,ſlender,and lignous cauls, 
with hair on ics ſummities angular like earsof Corn, long leafs, 
broad like Lavander ſpike and hoary ;. ſmall, czruleous odorate 
flowers in a Foliaceous {pike,which are ſuaveolenr. B 

Stechas is maniteſtly hot, amare, moderately aſtrifive and ve- 
ry cephalical , for it recreates the head, and all animal faculties, 
diſcuſles frigid humours, exhilarates the mind, and conduces to 
all affections of the head flowing from a cold diſtemper : it 10+ 
þorares all the intrals, and the whole body.

Whoſe four varieties Dodon, delivers, which here particularly to 
recenſeate, would be beyond mine inſtitution.

Cordium is ſo called from the odout of Allium, which it te- 
ters, it is a ſurculous plant procumbent on the ground, with 
ewo leafs iſſuing our of cach genicle, which Leats are long like 
Germander, but greater, incided in their circuits; ſoft, hirſute, 


arid white, red flowers erupt out of the wings of the ſurcles, ve- 


ry like the flowers of dead nettle or archange), but leffer : that 
which growes in Crete is not onely laudable, but alſo that which 
growes in other Regions, 

It is almoſt miraculous,that grave men,(eſpecially Galer, C.24, 
L. de Antiq.) write of Scordium, to wit, that thoſe bodies of dead 
men lying upon the ground without Sepulture, which fell upon 
Scrodtum, putrified much ſlower then others; and rhoſe parts of 
the cartel that touched the herb were totally vindicated from 
putrerude : wherefore Galez was perſwaded that ' Scordium is 
averſeto the poylſon of all reptiles, and all noxious medicaments 
which cauſe putrefaRion: it growes copiouſly in many Fennes, 
beſide ditches and other concave and humid places ; it is found 


alſo in many uliginous and fatter Mountains.

as allo other plants which de{ume this name not from comminy- 
tion or contrition of ſtones in the reins or bladder, but from their 
eXortion in rocks ; as Empetrum or Criſtina marinwy, Which as it were 
dividing the rocks, iflues out of their rimes and fraticates there 
long and vivacioully. 

The vulgar Saxifrage, e{pectally the greater, is very like Pim- 
pinel,y its leafs are variouſly deſcided, and ſerrated in their cir- 
Cuit; its caul is cubital, angulous and firiated : its umbels whi- 
tiſh, its ſeed like Garden {malledge, acrimonious and fervent to 
the gult. | 

The lefler differs from the former in little ſave magnitude, 
Many ſay, that Pimpincl differs from Saxitrage onely in hirſute- 
neſſe ; tor Pimpinel is pilous, the other ſmooth and glabre.

the riſing of the Dogge Starre ; which according to Plizy , 
Scribonim,and Heſichins is venenate , and by them named 7x7; the 
ſecond is MalaGticall extracted from the berrycs, to take and 
hold Birds, which is made of Holly-bark elixated, ſepulted in 
mud, putrityed, brayed and waſhed 1n warer, till the bark be ſe. 
parated, and the glew alone remain. 

The third ſort is,as it were, one Plant growing upon another , 
no part of the ſame ; theecarch brings it not forth, nor yer is it 
produced by {ature , but fruticates and growes upen an aliene 
Plant , whole leate fades not , nor vigour failes : 1t growes not 
onely on one Tree, but many very aiewilar, as Oakes, Apple- 
Trees whether domeſtick or wild , VVillowes, Poplar and many 
more. 

Thele very ſeldome' exceed a cubit in heighth, but they extend 
themſelves laterally, with many ſhort, geniculared , ligneous 
and dilutely green boughs, wirh long, broad , ſtriated and ſome- 
what flave leafes;round, white and f lended berries grow on their 


. genicles 3 whereon Thruſhes, Stock-Doves and the like,feed in 


Winter, They haveno roots unlefle the fibres and boughs of the 
Viſcigerous Trees be their roots. It is fabulous that this viſcum 
will not grow, unleſle the ſeed, whereof they ſay it is produced, be 
intertnicted through the belly of ſome Bird. 

And it is as ridiculous that Athenew writes, If,faith he,a Stock- 
Dove eat the {eed of this viſcum,it will grow upon what ever tree 
ſheexonerates her belly, for ir ſprings neither from ſeed nor 
dung , but from the ſudour of that Tree whereon it growes , but 
that is beſt thatgrowes on Oakes. 

It calefies with ſome acritude and amarity ; yet it is of that 
rank of fimples which requires ſome time before ir exerts its ca- 
lefactive quality.Aftcr applicacion it diſcuſſes, mollifyes,and at-' 
tracts ; mixed with Waxec and Rofine it drawes lumps, impoſt- 
humes, and other ſwellings to maturity, and is very good againlt 
theEpileply. | .

The firſt buds this tree emits, which are the rudiments of fu- 
ture leafs, are long and acure, full of ſome far, oleous,and reſi- 
nous matter, which is ſubflave, and adheres to the hingers of the 
Tangents. Apothecaries call them oculus populi, which EXCCTPe 
in the beginning of the Spring, bruiſe, and recond in a hguline 
veſſel with {wines greale till Juze, for the confeQure of the poplat 
Unguent : Bees colle& a kind of Lachryma of its leafs, where- 
with they make their propoly. 

The Lybian tremulous or mountain Poplar, varies little from 
the black in ſuperficies, bur its leats ate harder, lefler, more pro- 
foundly ſerrated and adherent roa longer pedicle; and therefore 
more obvious to motion by the wind, which by their collifion 
make a noiſe ; {ome think this is Cerzs, but that feems by Theo- 
phraſtus his deſcription to be the ſame that we call Judas+ 
tree. 

Black Poplar Gemmes or eyes,are onely uſutped for Pharmacy, 
and they are calefa@ive and ficcarive, by the tenuity of thei 
arts inciding and mollifying : their Leafs participate of th

ecaule they Judged ir ſome Ph:ilthrum conducing to love-mat- 

ters. 27m oras called it Anthropomorphon becauſe it in fome wife 
Tepreſented mans Trunk and Members, and becauſe its roots were 
frequently geminell, reſembling two Leggs, and two Buttocks; in 
alluſion ro which name the aceloaall idiome calls it Har 
dragora , Man denoting a man, and Dragher in that Language 
mans form: butall theſe are fabulous and fifitious , whereby 
running circulatours deceive the incautious, circumducing a bi- 
fidonus root , whereon they have inſculpted a humane ſhape and 
diſcriminared members, Of which root they tell admirable 
and incredible ſtoryes, that they maay extort money from 
1d1ots, | 

Some call it the dogs Apple-Tree, others the earths Apple- 
Tree, becaule it he roood lureous Apples like the yolks of hard 
eggs which areodorate,but venenate withall. : 
| Thereare twoſorrs therevf, the one maſculine or white, which 
the Greeks call pd, ſore Arſer , and others Hypoplomon ; with 
great leafes like Bere, large and ſmoorh.: The: 
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The other feminine or black, which emitrs more anguſt leafes

barbe. 

Hydrolapathum is twofold, great and ſmall, both like the pre- 
cedent, which grow onely in tenny and watry places. 

Oxylapathum growes copicuſly in incultivated places, with a 
long and craſlc root, flave within, and croceous without ; a bi- 
cubitall and brachiared ſurcle; green and broad feed , depend- 
ing on very minute pedicles and involved in thin membranes of 
a yellow colour.

. Line and Fznugrecke have the ſame Faculties; ir diſcuſſes and 
allayes inflammarzons whether within or without, its decoction 
cures the eroſion of the matrix, and moves the belly; the oyle cx- 
prefled out of its ſeed mitigates, mollifyes, deleates pimples, and - 
emends the vices of the $kin.

FT" Hat which the Apothecaryes call Orobwmthe Greekes call Er= 
vum : it is a Kind of pulſe-like Yetches, growing in macilent 
places wherein it delights more then in far ſoyle, tor there it is 
more ſpecdily corrupted ; there are two varietyes thereof, the 
one is white , ſweet and lefle vulgar; the other yellow, which

But the domeſtick Orobw is ſowen and cultivated , it aſſurges

whoſe middle nerve or coſt is red, cohzre in cluſters like aſh- 
cates, each whereet.is oblong , late, ſerrated about, whitiſh ; ir 
emitrs candicant flowers in Fuly , which are racemouſly congeſt- 
ed like them of ZiUax; its ſmall fruit with the ſeed which is 
{mall and red like thar of Lezti/s, is mature in autumne , it is 
called Rþws coriaria, becauſe it hath an excellent faculty in con« 
denfing hides; as alſo another Plant,thence called Corinw cortaria, 
which may be enumerated amongſt the ſpecies of Zhw. 

Sumach being very auſtere is altri&ive and deſiccative, it co- 
hibices dyſenteryes and fluxions, ayes womens flowers, and al- Yrres, 
layes the hemorrheids , its leafes and fruit are exceedingly

There is a leſſer ſort called white Adrtle, which beares broader

maritimous Gardens,both A47tles emitt white and ſuayeolent flo. 
wers,out of which by due arta very- fragrant ftillatitious warer 
may be extracted. 

There growes about the Caule of Myrtle an unzquall, concolo. 
rate lump, which like a hand ampledts its boughs, Dieſcorzdes calls 
it Myr tidanum, bur it is of no ule, and therefore neither bought nor 


* fold, 


There is alſo another {mall wild Myrtle , which delights in ſy]. 
vous, dry, racilent, and aprique places, bearcing black , Edible, 
and {weer berryes which many call Yaccinia , others give it ficti- 
tious names at will: in Normandy the vulgarity of ,A#thiopiars that 
are called Mores,do from their blackneſle call them Morets. 

Ayrtle conſiſts of contrary ſubſtances, the frigid prevailing 
over the calid,but participating much of renuious calour; there. 
fore according to Galez it deficcates ſocfhcacioully. 

Both its fruit and leates may be ſucceſſefully either aſlumed 
or adhibitedzand it being aſtriftive , ſtayes excretions of blood, 
and bridles other profluent humours; their decoction helps lax- 
ared members, and broken bones that cannot endure ferrumina- 
tion; many more commodityes doth Myrtle pollicitate, whereof 
ſce Dioſcorides (C. 156. L. 1.) 


CHAP. XXXV, 
Of Millfoile or Yarrow, 


M77 Plants do from the multiplicity of their Leafes and 
cheis mulrifarious inciſures aſſume the name of a:Leforles, 
as eAchillea, Oſyris, and water Strathiotes which is like Houſeleck 
growing only in Zgypr according to Pliny : as allo Strathzotes, 
Chyltophyllam, and Myriophyllum, of which Droſcorides treats in rwo 
{everall Chaprers, 

White leafed 24:ifozle hath a ſhort caulicle, with teafes like 
the wings of young birds, in brevity and ruggednefſe like wild 
Cumin, ſmall white flowers upon a denſe umbell like Dill, i 
growes by high-wayes in places not ploughed. 

Ir is very uſefull according to Dioſcorides for inveterate and freſh

'Þ ens it aſſurges to a notable proceriry, and acquires {0 
much of craſltude, that cups and other veſlſclls for the ute of the 
ſpleenatick may be made of irs trunk and boughs : yea,if we be- 
leive Columella, Troughs have been excavated our of its trunks 
and filled with water that Hoggs _ epote It, and fo liberate 
themſelves from the augmentation of the ſpleen, wherewith they 
frequently labour. 

Tamarisk emits very many boughs, which are veſted with fre- 
quent , Exile, renuious, round leafes exaſperated as it were in 
their ſuperficies with tranſverſe and oblique lines, withour in- 
ciſures, its lowers are many moſſy, tomenticious, white or ſom- 
what purpureous occupying the ſummityes of its ſurcles, and at 
lengrh evolating in daweD, 1ts root 1s Iignous and crafſe, asthe 
Tamarisk is 1n age. | 

Tamarisks are of two ſorts , the one wild and ſterile , which

SECT. VL. 
Of Frmits. 


W have ſufjiciently in a former Seftion treated of Stalks, Roots, 
Branches, Bougkes, Woods, Barks , Leaves,and Flowers, or at 
leaſt of ſo mary as concur to be compoſition of Medicaments, It remaines 
row that we treat of Fruits, both Alementall, and Medicamentall , which 
an Apothecaryes ſhop canxot be without, and in their enumeration , we 
ſÞall firſt touch upon thoſe that excell others in dignity ſuauity, utility and 
maguitude; ſo that we ſhall take our exordium from Apples,'y the Greekes 
called Mela, 


GHAP, L 
Of eApples, 


Here are ſo many varietyes of Apples that they can ſcarce 
be named much lefle here enumerated ; for beſides thoſe 
which the Earth produces, many are variouſly immured 
by uc1fion, miſcellany, and mangony ; for art cicurates the wild, 
allayes the acerb , dulceſcares the acid , incraſlates the ſmall, 
flaveſcares the red, and changes many more colours. 

And though Apple-Trees be pomigerous every where,yet in Nor- 
mazdy, they are more fxcund, beareing better,more gratefull, and 
ſalubrious Apples for the confeQion of Cider then elſewhere; 
whereof , as of Wine, there are many ſorts, the beſt whereot is 
rhar that is made of Skarler Grapes, which in ſapour, ſuavity,and 

oodnefle zqualizes generous \V ne. 

Apples are well known to all Nations, whoſe culinary uſes are 
frequent,and officinary no lefle celebrous; for their ſucce ingredes 
the confe@ure of Alkerneſſe , and conditure of King Sapors (yrup , 
as alſo their ſubſtance; the unguent Pomatum. 

Now we comprehend under this generall name , all edorate 
fruits of an herbaceous green cglbur which have no lignous pills, 
as all curcipendulous Apples, ramburcs,and the like; on the con- 
trary we call all them nuts, whoſe externall ſhell is Lignous and 
hard as Piſtacks, Nuts and Almonds. Quinces, Apricocks, and 
Pcaches alſo come under the name of Apples; as allo many other 
Fruits. 

Thoſe are the beſt, ſweeteſt and moſt fragrant which the vul- 
gar Normans call Gulorogeria , Paſſipoma, Calvillea , Par adiſtana 
Rubelliana, Reneta, Curtipenduls , and many more which for their 


ſalubriry, ſuaveolence arid ſweet ſapour; are much uſed of ſock as | 


livedelicioully, |. 
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The Septentrionall incoliſts have yet incredible varietyes of 

Apples;which being either amarc, or acid, or auultere, or duico-a- 

cid or dulco-amarczarec after they have attained their pcric& mag- 

nicude congeſted in Storc-houſes that they may matureſcate, and 

chen they are contunded in a Trough,commirced to a Prefle, and 

their copious fucce expreſied , and reconded in a hogs-ncad z

there arethree differences, the firſt 1s called a Limmon which is 
turbinated with an oblong cfgies, is colorated herbaceouſly, and 
rurgid with a more acid acerb and frigid fucce, corticated with a 
rhinaer pill, and nor ſo amare as an Orenge : the ſecond is the 
more vulgar Citron, very like the former, bur irs colour ismore 
luteous , its pill more crafle, rugous .and caperared , and it ſelfe 
more crafſle, odorate, medicative and convenient for antidortes : 
the third js greateſt called Pom-C:troz, orbiculared like a melon , 
with a tiiick carnous pill , ſomrimes zqualling a mans nayje in

The Qutnce-Tree 1s fruirfoll in every place , but moſt in hotre- 
gions, cultivated placcs and Garden {ides , for then its fruits will 
be more , and aureous; ſome whereof are rounder, ſhorter, leſſer 
and nearcrthe figure of vulgar Apples, which are called Quinces 
abſolurely ; others greater, craſler, longer , turbinared and more 
like Peares vulgarly called Coignacea, which are not ſogood as 
the former, | 

Some alſo are more candid, others ſirutheous, all more lutcous 
and almoſt aureous whence they are called Chryſomels or Golden 
Apples, ſuch as are more lanuginous , and by their fragrancy at- 
fc& the heads of ſome men, make very many euſtomachicall me- 
dicaments as conſerves, waters , and ſyrups of Quizces whereof 
there is much uſe both in health and ſickneſle; | 
 _ Qnances cani{carce be eaten crude, when coded they are more 
gracefull ro we pNNecs z they roborate the ventricle, allay vomit- 
ang tepreſſe the Howers of the belly, conduce to the dyſenteriack 
FA. collicall, as alſo roſuch as either ſpic blood , orare infeſted 
with an immoderate flux of flowers or hxmorrhoids.

They are colleaed of Plum-Trecs , which are ſufficiently 
knowen to all , eſpecially the wild ones which grow ſpontanc- 
oully every where, which though chey be very low.4 and beare 
fruit not very ſvave, yet they be ſo changed by culcure and infer- 
tion.z that they will afſurge to an high-Tree, and yeild ſweer 
Plums annually: bur it is vain to dilucidate what is a!rcady moſt 
notarious.

ture of Gum and Poſove, then we call it Gummy Roſine, 

Now Gum that I may uſe the exoticall 1d:ome Commz, is a coagu- 
lated Lachryma or tear, concreted in the Trunks of thoſe Trees that 
produce it; ($ al. C. 40. £, de fimp.) whoſe ſubſtance is more aque- 
ous, as that of Roſie is More elcaginous.

'Of Lacca and Cancamum, 


LY TJ Hat Laces, and what Carcamm are, whether they be both 
one or diſtin, and what cach 'of them is, doeth not ap- 

peare by the wrirings of Authours, Serapro, Paulw, and Matthiolus 
believe that Lacca is that which Droſcoredes calls Cancamum, Bra- 
ſavols, G arctas ab burts, and Clufiws think it is a diſtin thing, who 
being deſirous to find our the ruth have luſtrated various tracts 
of the world, and think that La-ca is not only diſtin from'Carca- 
mw, bur alſo unknown: for ſeeing it is only uſcd for perfumes,and 
we have many more fragrant and ſuaveolent Thymamata , it bath 
not been ſo-diligenely ſought after; moreover being exoticall, rhe 
Tree from which ir delabes,growing, as 'it is thought, in eArabza , 
our Merchants have nor deigned it worth the ſearch and portage: 
however itis a Kind of Gum,of a virous ſapour , ſweet odour, and 
rare ule, Now Lacca is deſtirute of both theſe qualiryes frequently 
invented , neithcr the Arabian Chermes, nor the ſucce of Sorbe- 
Tree, nor Medlar-Tree; not yet like Myrrhe , as Aviceana writes; 
who it may be knew itnot ; but if Garcias de horto may be credited 

tis a kind of Favago , and concreted-liquor , on the boughs of a 
vaſt Tree, coaQed by the ſucking and help of- winged Ants. 
. And this Tree growes not in Ara#4; but in 1zdza, eſpecially in 
the province of Pegs, where Laccais called Trec, asallo in Benga- 
land Malavar, where ir is called Loc and Lac. Garcias indea- 
yours to eſtabliſh and confirme this opinion by reaſon and much 
Hiſtory, ſtriving alſoro-prove out of vAmatus Luſitanw, that 
Cancamun is-an Aroms, otherwiſe called Anyme, whereof he con- 
ſtirutes rwo vatietyes , the one white 3 which alſo according to 
Briſotws a Phyſician of Paris, is Droſcorides his Cancamum ; and the 
other ſomwhat black, which myrrhe or rather Ayres or Amy- 
nea, | 

Thus the 'obſcurity of the thing ,/ drives us to the affinity of 
names,there to inveſtigate the truth -bur if I may ſpeak freely , I 
think that Azyme, or eAnyrea as fome will have it ; Myrrbe and 
Cancamum are three diſtin things : and that, that which the 
| ſhopraen call Laces is that ſame which the ancients called anca- 
mm, who being ignorant of ſome words depromed from the Bar- 
barians, believed ſuch things as they heard though never ſo flack- 
ly, and fo by callingiCancamwm Lacca,left this libetry of diſcuſfint 
tothe enſuing poſterity, ad fy 

Some maintaine this opinion;ſaying that there are three ſorts of 
Lacca, one is D:oſcorides his Caucamum,which ſcarce any ever ſaw; 
the ſecond common Lacca, the third faRitious, which Dyers uſe, 
whereof there are more differences, which for brevirys ſake Totnit. 
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The vulgar Lacca is bard , pellucid, and yellow like Myrrhe, 
circularly involving the furcles of an exoricall Tree, which is nar 
I think,clicited , elaborared,and cohibited to the boughs of thar 
Tree by the ſucking andlabour of /zdian Ants,as Garcias aftirmes; 
bur exudes and concretes ſpontaneouſly, like other Gummes and 
Teares, for theſe animalls,labouring for victualls in Summer a. 
gainſt Winter, do not expoſe their panifice, tothe injuryes of the 
aire and Heavens , on boughs;but recond itin Caves and Holes , 
and few I hope will belicye that /4;ar Ants will labourin vain 
for Lacca, and not congeſt and coat it for nicat , bur deſert ir. 
Thar-which is brought ro us , circumvelts the ſticks of the Tree, 
is hard and pellucid, caſily diflolvable in water; and this in. 
gredes tae trochiſckes of Carabe and Dratacca , and not the faRiti. 
ous Lacca as ſome perperoully imagine. 

It is aot ſo much celebrated for medicinall as other mechani. 
call uſes, as to the makeing of ſealing Wax , and inteCing ſuch 
tincures as are put upon lagneous veſlells, and adorning other co- 
lours, for it makes them ſhine elegantly.

T He perveſtigation of.,Dragors-Blood hath exerciſed many 

. wits ; for {ome following the erroneous opinion of Pliny, 
think that it is the Blood of a Dragon agimate, ſmitten by an Ele- 
phanr, which errour Solza#s doth not only embrace, but holds 
that Cinnabarts is that ſame which Apothecaryes call Dragons- 
Blood, Serapto writes, that it is the ſucce of a certaine Plant, 
which he calls Sydrichss and: Egelos , which our Herbaliſts think 
isthe fourth ſpecies of Wall-ſage , ſome ignorant Apothecaryes 
arc impoſed upon by circulators,and buy a kind of buſineſſe rin- 
cd with red Earth, and the juice of Madder, and ſuch things, con- 
volved into lumps,for Dragors-Blood: 

'; Braſſavolus fooliſhly conſtitutes three ſorts of Dragons-Blod: 
the firſt fa&tirious of pleudobole; the ſecond the lacrymz of a cer- 
taine Tree ; the third Gwyme; Bur as the adulterate is no ſpecies 
of Dragons-Blood ;, (o neither canthere be two ſorts, the onc a La- 
crywa , the. other a Gumme of the ſame Tree , for all Gumms 
lacrymouſly diſtilling from any Tree, are called generally 
lacxymez, | | : 

Ol vfim Cadamuſizs a noble Venetian , expreſſes its Originall 
better 5 There 45 (faith he) in an Iſland called Poxtw Sanfm, which 
is. one of che Canaryes, Dragons-Blood, which is the Lachry- 
ma of a ceftRine Treez which 6 a ccrtaine ſeaſon the incoliſts ſau- 
ciatc,outof which neon zifions the nexc yeare Ganme will emanate, 
Which they co& an kettles ,_ anddefzcate making thercof Dra- 
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goxs-Bloo!, That Trec beares fruits like Cherryecs in Marchgwhich 
arc of an cximious ſapour,and Venetian colovr. 
 N«.cMonarducems toaſlent to this opinion, and aſſerts thar 
Dragons-Blood is thelachryma of ſome Tree, and not the Goare of 
any animall ; tor (faith he) a few dayes agoc , a Carthaginian Bi- 
ſhop brought hither, from ' the continent -of the new World :;, 
ſome of the fruir of that 'ree, which emitts that Lacryma we cal 
Dragons-Blood. 

The fruit is very admirable; for the skin wherewith ir is cover- 
ed being taken away, a little Dragon appeares of ſuch atrificiall 
yer naturall tabricature, that the moſt perite attiſt cannot betrer 
ingrave. it in Marble; it is confpicuous with an oblong neck , a 
gaping mouth, an aculeated back-bone , a long tayle and feet, 

rom this fruit both .the Tree and its Laryyma derived their 
names: that 1s beſt which 1s brought trom Carthage, 

The Tree is tall, with a thin barke, and eahily vulnerable, 
whoſc name being unknown to the ancients , they wrir& no ccr- 
tainty of the nature and. originall of its Lacryma, Cluſirs faw the 
Tree and deſcribed it accuratcly. | 

Dr agons-Blood then,is the name both of an exoticall Tree, and 
the hard purpurcous Gamme concrered on its boughs.

They called it of old, the Cyrenian ſucce,, becatie ir grew 
copioully and well inthe Cyrezzax teilds , bur that name is now 
almoſt abrogated: for the Barbarians out of ſome hatred conceiy- , 
cd againſt rhe Cyrenans, eradicated and cxtirparted all their Le: 
ſerpitiam, as Strabo denotes. The Syrian Laſer is beſt after the Cyre- 
ian, and the Median after the Syrian, 

There are two forts of «Aſa, the one pure, ſincere,and tranſpa- 
rent ; the other turbid and impure, wherewith bran or Sagapene 
is mixed, whole halite and ſtinking odour.it well reſembles, 

Hence the Germans call it the Devills dung : both of thera are 
very odorate, but graveolent,ſo that-I cannot eaſily aflent rotheir 
opinicn who thins that one {orr.of Aſa 15 {weet; for neitherthe 0- 
dour of the one nor of the other'can be *rolerated without loath- 
ſomneſle , whence I admire that garcius ſhould ſay that no fim- 
plemedicament 1n all 7z4:;a ſhould be more in uſe then 4; ftt- 
4a,botiz in medicines, and alſo in meats. The [x4taxs are wont to 
mix-it with their Pot-hearbs in their potragez having firſt rub- 
bed their kettles therewith, uſeing no. other condiment to any 
mcat, bur rake it to recall their appetite: when they nauſeate any 
thing. If this be a not fable, Aſa,muſt eirher not ſtink in 72454, or 
the 1zd:ans muſt have braſen throats as the Proverb goes:this «Aſa 
is ſo ingratefull to us both in odour and fapour, that we can eafi- 
ly pardon Matthews Sylvaticu who repoſed it among Poyſons, yet 
Dioſcorides commends ir for mear. W | 

Who enumerated ſo many and ſo great faculties, wherewith 
it is induced thathe was able to move loathſomneſle. The more 
recent hold it very efficacious, but only to a few affefions ; who

The Turpentine-tree is concocted,trufticous, and of a mean mg. 
gnitude, with a craſs caul; many and oblong boughs, long leaves, 

ike them of an Aſh; many cohering to one pedicle, but crafſer 
and fatter, cachof them ſecming like a Laurel leaf : irs flowers are 
very ſmall, moſſy, and purpurcous 3 its fruits ſmall, racemouſly cg. 
hering, round, oblong, bard, far, and rofinous, infe&ting the con. 
trectants hand. - 

It bears alſo certain oblong Cods, incurvated like Cornicles, 
wherein certain little Vernicles , like Gnats, are included; ang 
ſometimes a certain humour, as in the veſcicles of Elms : The mar. 
ter of its wood is viſcid, and not hard ; its roots are valid, and 
deep. 

Gs ſort of the Turpentine-tree is maſculine, which is ſterile; 
another foeminine, whach is foecund : and this, for the various co- 
lour of its fruit, is twofold ; the one bears red fruit, of the magyi- 
ende of Lentils ; rheother greater, pallid, and more fragram, 

It grows copiouſly in hotRegions, and germinares mo floridly 
there, where its liquor mutuates cognominations, as in Chias, C 
prov, Syria, about 1dz, and Macedonia. Some thereare that avouch, 
That hard,. dry rar Og » {0 concreted by the help of fire, is 
broughrover and ſold with us for Roſine. Bur Ithink,that none will 
co& Turpentine to loſe by it, unleſs he be our of his fenſes: for 
Tutpentine,.-be it how it will, is alwayes in morecſteem, and at 
higher rate then Roſine, be ir concreted with all the induſtry and 
xelps that can be.

writes,it is cauſtical and vulnerative, and fo califies and extenuates, 
that therein ir exuperates all concrete liquors, 

It being thus acrimonious, and very tenuious, it cannor be, pul- 
verated without great moleſtation : wherefore Pharmacopoliſts 
commit it to ruſticks, and menof low degree, to bray z chargsng 
them to ayert their heads from its halite : Yer they eſcape not itz4c- 
rity; for their brain and noſes are moved by its duſt and vapouss to 
ſernutation, hear, heat and dolour. Its plant at firſt ſeems an herd, 
but by-years grows toa tree. —

to fluxile liquor, as the old and falſe opinion of rhe Arad7a;. savers, 
whoſe defendants were deceived by the affinity of the word Storax 
and Stacte, which in conſiſtency, odour, fapour, quality, original 
and nature,are farre diſhdent : For State is the pinguetude ot new 
Myrrhe, tunded and exprefled with a little water, and redricted tg 
the liquid formof an unguentz orrather, the fat creamy Gumme 
of: Myrrhe, or the tar Oyl of Myrrhe tunded and expreſſed ; or its 
ſucce educed by ſome torrive inſtrument, 

The Sracte which is oleous, is beſt ; ir participates not onely of 
the calefaQive quality, but many other faculties of Myrrhe.

The Parian is notall alike, for ſome is vety white, which is very 
very frequent in 7taly, others cincritious z ſome green, others ferre- 
ous : which laſt ſort is ſo hard, that ſome make Anvils of it. 

The Zeblical is found in Miſera : This is the ſofteſt,and is thought 
good againſt Poyſon ; which, if ſo, is the beſt of Marbles. *

Tnere ſhould be many, at leaſt onecubicle betwixt theſe two, to 
which the Apothecary may betake himfelfz under which he muſt 
Mvean ample, quadrate , and lucid Shop: yet neither ſo much ex- 
poſed to the Sun, as it may califie, melt, or too much Urie his Medi- 
caments; nor;{\o much rothe wind,as to moleſt them, 

- Init there ſhould be rwo doors ; the one an outward door towards 
the ſtreet, the other poſtical 'or inward, into hiskicchin, or inner 
chamber; wherein he may not only eat his viauals,but prudenily ob- 
{erve through fome Jartice-window,' whar is done in the Shop, what 
Wen, and what received; and fo riiind his Apprentices, yes 


aliment,(Htp.lib.de vet. Med.) but when the fruits -

they ſpend their time idlely, fairhfully and accurately cxecute their 
office, or do all for his good, and cffe& his work. 

In the other angle of the kitchin, near the Chimney, muſt be an 
AXſtuary or Hypocauſte, wherein he may repoſe his Sugar-junkets 
and ſolid confections more ſafely : and if the place be large enough, 
there may inthe next place be. madea Tabern, wherein he may re- 
cond: many ſeeds, fruits, and other fimples, which he buyes in great 
quantity ; as Prunes, Almonds, Honey, Seeds, Roots, and much of 
Woods, . | 

In his Shop he muſt repoſe onely compounds, and ſuch {imples 
as are either rareand precious, or are of diuturnal and frequent uſe , 
as Tamarinds,Raiſins, Liquorice,Polypody, Senny, &c. 

And that his Medicaments may be duely diſpoſed in his Pharma- 
copoly, many ſhelves muſt beclafſſically collocared therein, from the 
bottome upwards, upon wooden and iron nails faſtened in the walls, 
and the partition betwixt the kitchin and the Shop, ſo that ſome of 
their rowes mayiincludelefſer,ſome greater boxes ; ſome, Earthen- 
pots ; ſome, Glaſſes; . ſome, Tinne-veſſels ; and ſome , Wood- 
veſſels: ſo diligently and difcreetly-collocared, that thoſe thar are 
of more frequent uſe, wy not be in the ſame row with thoſerhart 
are; more rarely exhibited 3: but that the one ſort may be neerer at 
hand;.and the other remote. 

- Thenames alſo of the Medicaments,muſt be inſcribed upon every 
veſſel, and bag, wherein-they are included ; that the Medicamenr

Harmacopoliſts have alſo their little Torculars , wherewith 

they expreſs ſucces and oyls by preſſure ; and this ſort of Preſ 
is made of two ſhort picces of wood, alike in form and magnitude , 
each whereof have two holes ſo cunningly excavated, that within 
they ſeem to be two carved circles, not recurring one againit ang. 
cher; wherein two iron Rods are introduced, which by turning 
extrinſecally, abduce the beams, and open the Preſs ; bur by tury- 
ing intrinſecally, adduce and ſhut ir, preſſing the interpoſed marter, 
and expreſſing irs watry or oleous {ucce. 

There ſhould be two Prefles in each Pharmacopoly ; one to cx- 
preſs aqueous ſucces out of green fruits and herbs ; and another, ole. 
ous out of Olives, 

Such things as are to be preſſed; ſhould by coction or triture be 
prepared for the preſs : by co&ion, thus ; fleſh muſt be prepared, 
whoſe expreſſed ſucce is given toſuch as are rabid and lean, by long 
diſcaſes Jo triture, as ſome oleaginous VVoods, Fruits, and Seeds : 
which laſt, leſt they ſhould leap and flic away, muſt be included 
in a bag, or a ſtrong cloth, that-they may be better compreſſed, and 
the tenuious ſubſtance more eaſily feparteed from the craſs one, Thus 
Oyleof Almonds is educed ; thus the juyce of Lentisks,Dates, Nuts, 
Line-ſced, and the like, is expreſſed, as we ſhall hereatter ſhew,

umocopalite have now got a cuſtom, to call thoſe Inſtru- 
ments which ſeparate the purer portion of the Medicament 
trom the crafſer, Sieves : but this ruſtick enunciation is too licentt- 
ous and abuſive; f{ince ruſticks Sieves,not Apothecaries Inſtruments, 
are made of skins perviated with many, but ſmall holes, to purge 
Corn with, / 

There are alſo other Sicves made of Horſes hairs, intertexed like 
web, to ſegregare the Bran from flower ; which Aromartaries ſomc- 
rimes uſe in dividing their Powders, and purging their Prunes, and 
Cafſia-Fiſtula, from rheir ſtones and ſeed, which by them are called 
ſcraceous ſubcirnicles, and ſometimes excuſsive incernicles, becauſe 
agitated berwixt their hands they excuſs the ſmall Powder. They 
arc ſometimes made of Wood, as when Teile-bark is diſcerpted 1n- 
ro long and ſmall fibres, and latrice-wiſe connexed, for the cribra- 
tion of crafſer Powders. ; 

There are many common Sieves,but one peculiar to Aromatarics 
which being contexed with more artifice, they call Tamis - it is

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{metimes made of Horſcs hair, often of fine linen; and ofteſt of 
ilk, operculated above and below with a Rams $kin upon a bend- 
- ing VVood , that che Powder reccived in the one casket , may 
by cribration pals into the other , without any loſs by profili-

Some of theſe are leſs then others, which are more idoneous, for 
___y precious Powders, which are onely ſotrly holden in ones 
hand, and the Powder delabes without violence ; others do not 
tranſmit che tenutous Powder without much percuſſion. 

There 1s yet another kinde of ſieve, in form of a great box, much 
inuſe; in whoſe middle a certain web is intended, through which 
the Powdcrs ſupertmpoſcd, fall into the infcriour part of the box: 
The trajection of the Powder will be more cafie and quick, if a 
Tinne or Silver weight be ſuperpoſed together with the Powder, 
that by its motion and gravity may impel the excuſſive fieve againſt 
ſome (olid body. 

All tieves and incernicles ſerving to ſegregate dry things, mult be 
moved, agtrated, and impclled ; but for moi things, they mult re- 
main quiet and immote ; yet the rrajection of the things to be ſe- 
parated, may be helped by a Spoon or Manipulus ; as the pulpes of 
Tamarinds, Caſſia, or Prunes ; as alſo Roors and herbs firſt coted 
to putrelage,then tranſmirted by this adjument, for the confeion of

Of C olatories 0r Strainers. 


Either can Pharmacopolics be without colatorics of filk, linen, 

Canvas, and Woolen ; ſome whereof ate rare, others denſe, 
and others indifferent ; and ſome again, ate new, others almoſt 
worn ; and yet the neweſt are moſt uſed, becauſe the whole ſucce of 
the thing to be ſtrained, may by mote valid compreſſure be educed, 
withour the fra&ure of the cloath. 

Bur ſomerimes theſe, ſometimes the weaker are taken, according 
whe conſiſtency of the ſucces: thoſe thatare of themſelves tenuious; 
nced a denſer ſtrainer,leſt the tenuious part be nor onely iran{mitrred, 
but fome groſs matter with it. Thoſe thar are craſs and viſcid,muſt 
be rraje&ed through a rare ſtrainer ; thofe of a middle conſiſtency, 
through a cloth of a middle det ſity. | 

Craſs and viſcid ſucces require three things ; ſtrong percolation, 
more ample dilurion,and a rarer colatory of ſtrainer: they muſt alſo 
be calified before collation; for ſo their denſity will be more rarified, 
and they more eaſily tranſmearte ; yea,many will nor percolate at all, 
unleſs they be very hor, orhers when cold, and ſome onely warm : 
ſome necd onely one colature, others two, and orhers more z the farit 
colarure muſt be in arare ftrainer, the ſecond in a denſe one, and 


the third in a more compa one, that paſſage may be obſtructed - 
. a 
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all filta : choſe that are ot a liquid conſiſtency, it rhey be ro be per- 
colarcd twice or thrice, it may be done-in the ſame ſtrainer, 

There arecertain VVoolen Strainers, of a long and pyramidal! | 
figure, numerated amongſt theſe colatories, which they call Hippy. 
crates his fleeves, wherein the Hippocrarical VVine is twice or 
thrice ſtrained, till it be clear. Theſe ſerve alſo for ſtraining Meli. 
cras, congeaaling falves, and many decoctions , that all extrancous 
marters may be ſeparated from them,and they remain ſinccre, as we 
have ſhewed 1n our Inſtitutions. :

Ome Furnaccs ſerve onely for decoctions, and receive Kettles, 

Diſhes, Caldrons, and other veſſels ; wherein ſ{imples arc co&- 
cd, prepared and compounded : others tor diſtillations, and receive 
Foes pkg Retorts, Bladders, Pors, and other veſſels, accommoda- 
ted to Diſtillations z made cither by Aſcent, or Deſcent. 

Thoſe that ſcrve for decoting Medicaments, arc not of one ſort; 
for ſome ate ortatile and rotund, made of molten or beaten Iron; 
which as their infcriour parts ſtand upon three valid legs, ſo doth 
their ſuperiour emit three oblong auricles, more prominent then the 
a lips, whereon the Veſſels to be calified are fuperimpo- 
cd. 

Their ſupream part 1s patulous, like fome gaping Morter ; into 
which coals are immitted ; a Gridiron, or ferreous trabicles, being 
ſ\uppoſited,which may give et to the falling aſhes,which are after- 
wards extracted out oe poſternal door,ſtrudted for that purpoſe: 
others are made of Clay, and Bricks ; which are almoſt quadrare, 
fixed, and immoveable, ſtanding upon no feer, but within like the 
Omer. 

Thoſe which ſerve for diftillations, whether we look at the matter 
whereof, or form wherein, they are made, are multifarious ; for 
ſome are made of Iron, others of Copper, others of Potters carth, 
others of common clay, Bricks, and other buſineſſes requiſite to 
{tru&ure ; furthermore, ſome are round, as the Metalline Furnaces, 
which have cars on borh ſides, that they may be carried by others ; 
Quadrilatcrous, Pentagonous, Mulrtifarious, fixed,and immoveable ; 
wherein three Prothecaries are made ; the Inferiour, the Superiour, 
and the Middle. 

"The interiour receives the aſhes, and is thence called the Cine; 
ar by the uſual Chymical rerm, Coxiſtery; whereinto a door opens,by 
which the burning coals are ventilated by the wind,thePabulumſup- 
peditated to the fire, and the aſhes extracted : the middle Region of 
the Furnace, wherein the fire is, which is divided from the Contſtery 
by a certain craricle, is called Focw by the latter age; for in itis the

Bottles are well known; and they are either of Glaſs or Clay; 
ſerving tor the repoſiture of diſtilled waters, which ſhould occupy 
the loweſt part of the Pharmacopoly z theſe warers being heavier, 
and in greater quantity then other Medicaments : and when froſt 
comes, theſe Bottles ſhould be repoſed ina cellar, that their waters 
may not be concteted, till the rigour of the cold be over.

He number of Simples'which'a Pharmacopoliſt ſtands in need 
of, is indefinitive : for ſeeing 'all things ſown'or produced, all 
things on which man conculcates,' or which he can handle, are di 
r12tble to his ſubſidy ; He that would'in a ſhort Catalogue com- 
plect all Medicinal Matcrials, undertakesmo leſs, ren he that would 
depinge in a very ſmall Table, the vaſtity of the Univerſe, Nv, 
Prepoſitis indeed, in th.c beginning of his Antidotary, in many Cha- 
pters recenſcates many Simples, wherewith the Apothecary ſhould 
be furniſhed : but withour doubt he bath not mentioned the hun- 
dredrh part of all that ſcrve ro Medicinal uſes : for every land'brings 
not forth every Medicament z but that which Nzc. knew, ſome ; this 
that he never. ſaw, others whereof he never made 'ttyal nor heard : 
out of 1z4a, and-other Foraign Countreys , ſore Simples arc 
brought, never before ſcen; nor known to-us, and that daily. 

And however, though to recenſecate all Simples, and deſcribetrc 
name and form of ſuch as are of diuturnal uſe, be burthenſome and

ſhop with Maliows, Violets, Mercury, Brankurtine, Pellctory of 
the wall, Fumatory, Endive, Sowthiſtle, Purſlane, Borrage, Hen- 
bane, and innumerable {ſuch others, which are uſed onely green, and 
collected in {mall quantity. Wherefore ir were ridiculous to in- 
clude theſe 1n bags, or repoſe them in boxes, waen he may cafily, 
when cxigence calls for tiiem, deprome them out of gardens or 
countrey 3 Or if their {caſon be pait, by che Payſicians advice ſub- 
{tirure {ome other, 

Dry ones theretore are onely neceſſary to be kept $ as ot Roots, 
the five aperttves, and many other alteratives and purgatives; as the 
Roots of Gypres, Angelica, Enula-campana, Graſs, Liquorice,the 
greater Madder, Tormentil, Biſtort, Oinone, Gentian , Poeony, 
Orris-graſs, Acorus, Galingal, Ginger, Sweer-cane, both Berth- 
worts, Aſarum, Sowbread, Bartram, Dittany, Avens , both the 
Ferns, Water-betony,Sea-Holly, Ragwort, Bugloſs, Sorrel, Chyna, 
Sarſaparilla, Marſhmallows, the ſea-Onyon, Garlick, the greater

{fruit of the Cornel-tree, Prunes, Dates, Mulberrics, Figs, Quin- 
ces, Jujubees, Galls, Olives, Capers , Cypreſs-Nurs, Acorns, 
Tamarinds, Myrobalans, Cherries, * the Beans of Malaca, &c. 

Barks and Cores are either B cars off the Roors of Plants, as 
the bark of the Root of the Capers ſhrub, or of the trunk of 
Plants, as Cinamon ; or of their Fruits, as of Oranges, Lem- 
mons, Pomegranates, and the like : few whereof need be prefer. 
ved, becauſe when exigence calls for them, they may be takenof the 
Fruits and Roots. 

Many Gummes are neceſſary; as Ammoniacum, Galbanum, 
Sagapenum, Bdellium, Opoponax,Afﬀa-fcerida,Rofin, clarified Ro- 
fin, Tragacanth, Storax, Gumme-Elemni, Cedri, of the Cherry- 
tree, Ivy, Prune, Juniper, Arabick, Maſtick,Gumme-Lacc, Myrrhe, 
and Frankincenſe, with many more.

Of Minerals and Metals to be kept in Pharmacopolies. 


TH9 crre equally, who ablegate all Minerals from the number 
ot Medicament,and who uſurpe them onely in expugning diſca- 
ſes : for, as they doe not conduce inall diſeaſes ; fo it is certain, 
that they profitin ſome caſes : for Minerals afford us every kinde 
of Medicament, to wit, Altcrative, Roborative, Cathartical : 
Chalk, Litbarge, and Vitriol , alterate ; the Hyacinth, Terra- 
Lemnia, and Emerald, roborate z Lapis-Cyaneus, Stibium, and 
Mcrcury, purge. The efte& alſo, beſides the Teſtimony of perite 
men, ſhews , tnat there are eximious faculties in Metals ; for Gold 
beaten into thin Jeaves,and taken with other idoneousMedicaments, 
cures many affe&ions : Avicenna preſcribes it chiefly to ſuch as are 
. Melancholical, and to fuch as ſhould have their facultics roborated, 
or ſpirits exhilarated ; and hence its duſt is exhibited by the rich- 
er, either in cordial confe&tions, which receive of its leaves, as Au- 
res Alexandrina, the confettion of Alkermes, and Elefuarium de Gem- 


mis. 

Gold is Chieftain nooge Metals,next Silver,then Braſs, Tinne, - 
Lead, and, Iron : ſome adde, a ſeventh, to wit, Mercury, which is a 

' Metal rather,potentially,then a&ually; but there are almoſt innume- 
rable Minerals, as all the forts of earths, amongſt which Lemnia 

' holds the chief ſcat;then,Bole-Oriental,then Erethrian,Serenuſian, 
Samian, and Synopical earth, with Ocre, and ſuch Minerals as are 
effoded out of the bowels of the Earth ; as foffile Salts, Lime, 
Talkum,Miſy, Sory,Red-Lead, Chalk, Vitriol, Chryſocolla, Auri- 
pigmentum, Alom , Sulphur, Chryſtal, Scibium ; and ſuch as cleave 
to Metals,or arc colle&ed out of Furnaces wherein Metals arc melt- 
ed, as the flower of Braſs, Cadmia, Ceruſe, Braſs-Scales, Lead- 
Ocre, Pompholix, Spodium, Licharge, and the droſs of Braſs. 
' Many ſtones alſo are much celebrated amongſt Minerals, which * 
for their eximious vertues, and pulchritude , are called precious 
ſtones; as the Saphyr, Ruby, Carbuncle, Emerald , Hyacinth , 
Granatus, Topaz, Beri), Achates, Sarda, Carchedony, Hzmartites, 
Jaſper, Selenite, Magnet, Pumic, and Alome ; whereunto we may

Nimals both nouriſh us while well,cure us while fick, and yeſt 

us always z or by ſome other means, whether they be living,gr 
intemperate, tend to our emolument : as when we uſe them wj;o!ly, 
or ſome part or excrement of them, to tie curation of our difcaſes, 
tutrication of our bodies,or inſtauration of our ſtrength : {or Mus 
and Giver, though excrements, wonderfully roborate the heart and 
ſpirits. 

Inſects are integrally uſurped, ſuch as be Spanith-Flycs, Aſcls, 
Worms, Lizards, Ants, V ipers,Scorpions, Frogs, Crabs,Swalloyws | 
and ſome littles Birds. 

The Medicinal parts of Animals are many,as a mans ſcull unburi. 
ed, a Harts hcart-bone, Sparrows and Hares brains, Boars and Ele- 
phantstcerh, Frogs hearts, Foxes Lungs, Goats Livers , Wojves 
inteſtines, Beavers and Cocks teſticles, Hogs bladders, Hart: ge- 
nitals, Serpents $kins; Mans, Hogs, Gooſes, Sheeps, Ducks, 
Badgers, Conies, Goats, Snakes, and Land-Snakes fat ; Harts, 
Calves, and Goats marrow. Mans, Stock-Doves, and Goats 
blood ; all Milk, and all that comes of it, as Whey, Cheeſe, and 
Butter ; Hens, Partridges, and Ants eggs; Honey, Wax, Pro- 
pelis ; Harts, Docs, and Unicorns horns ; Eikes, Oxes, and 
Goats Cleyes ; Oyſters, Margarites, and many fiſhes ſhells, 

And fecing excrements have their Medicinal vertues, Pharmaco- 

olifts muſt alſo have them in keeping; as Goats, Dogs, Storks, 
Panos” and Srock-Doves dung z Sheeps greaſe, Silk, Musk, 
Civet, and the hairs of ſome Animals.

and what reje&ed, was not determinable. 

Nicolaus Prepoſitus indeed deſcribed many Medicaments ; {ome 
whereof he himſelf diſapproves of , others he tranſcribed nor jaith- 
fully, and others he depraved, by changing ſomerhing 11 tem + 
ſo that from his writings, we cannot conjecture what to Kecp, OT 
whatnot, | Nic. 
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Nic. Alexandrinus heaps up ſuch a mole of Medicaments, that 
they would rather puzzle, then help an Apothecary. 

ARuarizs allo, em, and Oribaſiue, deſcribe many z which con- 
ſiting of unknown, and rare Simples, are found either inept, or 
neglected, as indued with no-eximtous qualities. 

Amongſt the latter VVriters, Ferxelew, Sylutw, and Rondeletine, 
have diligently examined the Medicaments invented by the Anci- 
ents, and have rejected ſome as inconcinnate, others they have 
proved, illuſtrated, and commended, as invented by riper Judge- 
ments, and indued with Nobler taculties, Ho 

[ have diligently ſeleQted the moſt excellent from learned men,and 
the moſt approved fromold and expert men; and of them extracted 
my Pharmaceutrical ſhop, or Antidotary, orderly compoſed into fix 
books ; wherein all the approved troop of Alterative, Purgative, 
and Roborative Medicaments, are deſcribed ; which being uſed 
either by intrinſecal aſſumprion, or extrinſecal adhibition, I have 
exhibired thoſe to be introſumed, if Alterarives, in form either of 
ſyrupes,or ſapes,or conſerves,or eclegms ; if Purgarives, either in the 

orm of a liquid Electuary, or a ſolid one, or Trochisks,or Pills; if 
Roborarives, either in form of a powder, or an opiate confefion, or 
of Paſtils : thoſe to be extraneouſly adhibited, either in form of an 
Oyl, or an Unguent,or a ſalve. 
All which receipts and forms of Medicaments we have exhibited 


indiſtin Books and Chapters,deſcribed in a good method ; where- 
in all the Medicaments are contained, wherewith Pharmacopolies 
ſhould be furniſhed and guarded. He ſhall require no more, nei- 
ther can he be well furniſhed with fewer, who deſires well to are

Prepoſitus for their example 3 who 
himſelf imitating one Nic. Alexandrinus, out of whoſe Works he excerpt- 
ed thoſe his works, be calls | Joan. Agricol, Ammonius, azd M. Tatws 
Alpin.] went 07 Alphabetically, treating firſt of thoſe Medicaments which 
begun with the letter (A then with the letter (B) and ſo he ſpoke promiſ- 
cuouſly of the Antidotes Acerum Scylliticum ad Amylum. Syl- 
vius, Fernelius, azd Joubertus, ef the later Writers, have aſſayed 9 COr= 
tas Laws and Rules, to eſtabliſh an orderly and duly-diſpoſed method ; yet 
they mach diſſent among themſelves ; pet; what one of them approves, 4no- 
ther d:ſapproves : yet all think that order ts beſt, which curation preſcribes :

made his ſyrupe annually, not borrowing elſwhcre. Ir 1s varion {ly 
called, to wit, H:iſpudula, Guaphilium, Coronario, Alurope, Or Ca:s- 
foot 5 and improperly Harts-foot. 

This ſyrupe is mulrifariouſly made 3 and yer none hath hithcrtg 
publiſhed irs confeftions : ſome onely rake the ſummirics of the 
Plant, or its Down, and macerate them in water ; othcrs 'take its 
flowers and leaves ; to whom I cafily aſſent: for thus it becomes 
more altri&ive, and more convenient to ſtay fluxes ; othcrs aide rg 
its decoction, Liquorice, Jujubs, Raiſins, Barley , and other be- 
chical matters. But this deſcription we have exhibited, is_ mo} 
uſual ; whereunto, if we adde halt a pound of roſaceous jugar, its 
quality will be more bechica] and cordial, and its ſapour more

- mukceares the acrimony of choler, opens the veins, rakes away ob- 
iirufions, roborarcs the liver, gently purges the ſtomack, and uppcr 
region of *the body, educes hot and piruitous lumours : if it be al- 
ſumed in great quantity, it helps in all bilious diſcaſcs;and it may be 
gwen ſately to all ages and ſexes. :

We ſhall aade the manner and reaſon of thetr Con eflint, 
and the quality of the Confe Hon : But we ſhall withall omit many Purges 
deſcribed by the Ancients, becauſe their uſe us not ſalubre, nor a dae order 
otfervedin their C ompoſutionyas admitting of many noxious, uſeleſs, and ut- 
known Medicaments. We ſhall alſo negle many deſcribed and ixvented Ly 
late men; who, being covetous of vain-glory » rognommated ſome after 
their own Titles, and from a fifttiou effett. We hal (1 ſay) relenquiſh 
Juch, and give onely the more ſele#, approved, and uſeſul, we aiſſef 
this Treatiſe into four Seflions : In the firſt whereof we ſpeak of liquid 
Eleaarjes ; in the third, of ſolid ones ; in the fourth, of Pills, and 1 
the ſecond, of bitter Confe#0ns, which Medicks call Hier.

Bur Zgyprian or Oriental Caſſia ſhould be fſele&ed, which is 
withour redly black, and within full of a far, medullous, and black 
matter z which is of force to- contemperare heat, waſh'the Belly, 
a___— purge the Body ; and may thence be ſecurely given to 
Boyes, Old-men, and pregnant VVomen : for itſ{ubduces the Belly 
without moleſtation ; but.it is thought procurartive of flatulency, 
and therefore many educe irs ptth in the vapour of coed Aniſe or 
Fennel ; others mix ſome Cinamon with it : and Corews gives it with 
ſome grains of Berberries, to ſuch as-have weak Inteſtines.

Fernelizs gives more deſcriptions of Catholicum : one whereof, 
amongſt other things, receives Hellecampane, Hyſlop, Ginger, Ci- 
namon, Nutmeg, and Honey ; another amongſt Purgarives, Aga- 
rick, Turpentine, and Diacridium ; which compoſitions, made y 
a perite artificer, are good ; bur they are ſeldome kept in ſhops.

ous Hydragogal EleQuary, which we deſire may be alwayes in 
Pharmacopolies , that ir may be ready to open the ſluce when 
the river is ſtopped, and the banks almoſt over-run ; leſt the hy. 
droprical be without przfidy, and drown his vitals in his watry 
Belly . And becauſe we would have this Medicament perfc&, we 
have added ſuch things as will emend rhe diſtemper, remove the ob- 
ſtru&ions, and roborate the whole of the Spleen and Liver, from 
which the pry Sian ger much of his evil. We have alſo added 
ſome, todiſcuſs flaruofiry, and awaken the native calour ; Beſides 
many more, which duly prepared, become hydragogous. The form 
demonſtrates the manner of their preparation. 

This may be ſafely given ro ſuchas labour under the Dropſie; 
for it educes watry humours withour violence ; and is a moſt accom- 
modate Purgartive for all diſeaſes ariſing trom thence.

accommodated to all diſeaſes and mertifical cauſes. Now our Me- 
thod leads us to treat of Pills, which many prefer before all other Medica- 
ments. And here we ſhall begin with ſuch as recetue nothing that 15 Par- 
g#'tve, but Aloes z then paſi to ſuch as admit Aloes and Agarick ;, then to 
ſuch as receive Rhabarb, then Senny, then Tarlith, Diagriduum, Cologuin- 
tida, or ſome more potext Cathartick. We begiz with Aloes, becauſe it ts the 
Baſis of all or moſt Pills ;, and betauſe it recreates the bowels and noble parts, 
and can ſcarce be otherwiſe introſumed: for being very bitter and tngrate- 
ful, it can ſcarce be aſſumed tin a liquid potion, but i grven in form of 
Pils, that it may be more eaſily devoured ; as we have ſhewn in Chap;14:; 
Book 3. of our Inflitutions.

be ſafely taken : of which ſort are thoſe Alves in the ſucce of Roſes; 
coated into a maſs with Wine as alſo thoſe of Scal:ger, Ruffus, 
and Pills of Hiera, Burt theſc we have given, being moſt utual, 
and eafie ro make, may ferve for a rule, for all ftomachical Pills 
that ſhould be kept in Pharmacopolies : but they ſhould be made 
onely in ſmall quanticy, that they may be alwayes new and freſh ; 
for by long keeping they become roo dry, and their faculties duller,

All Pills and other Purges ſhould be given on an empry ſtomack, 
eſpecially ſuch as ſhquld draw noxious humours from remoter 
parts, which may be aſſumed long before or afrer meat, as after the 
firſt {ſleep z but ſtomachical Pills not ſo - for it is enough that they 
be taken one hour before break-faſt, or other meals, that rhe Belly 
may be gently ſubduced, and phlegm, or qrher prave humours, con-

ſome mix Saffron and Myrrhe in equal weight z others take onely 
half as much Saffron as Myrthe , and balf as .much Myrrhe as 
Alogs : according to which opinion , moſt famous 'Medicks pre. 
{cribe, and we have formed our deſcription. 

Rondeletins denies, that Ruffas was the Inventor of theſe Pills; 
for he tradited a Potion , rather then Pills, as Paulus eAginets 
evidences, He indeed deſcribed a certain Medicament of Aloes, 
Myrrhe, and Ammoniacum Storax, brayed in edorate Wine, 
which he callsa Potion : yet he exhibits it in the magnitude of a 
Bean, which concords not with porulent meaſures , but an uſual 
expreſhon for the quantity of ſolid things, And hence the later 
age, upon good grounds, pronounces Reffs the Author of thele 
Pills. VVe ſubſtituce generous Oinomel, in ſtead of arornatical 
VVine, for the reception of the Powders, which is more conve- 
nient ; for if they ſhould be ſubacted onely with V Vine, the maſs 
would acquire a ftony hardneſs, - Syrupe of VVormwoed is alſoa 
fit recipient for them, 

Fires, Ruffus his Pills are called Peftilential , becauſe they conduce 
rather to the prevention , then curation of the Peſtilence; for 
Aloes frees the Body from excremenrs , Myrrhe vindicates it 
trom purretude, and Saffron recreates the heart and vital facul- 
ties: bur they very little profit when the Peſtilence is begun; for 
then more cordial, porent, and alexipharmacal Medicaments are 
required,

Now none, 1 tink, will deny, that the French diſcaſe is new, 
{ceing 1t was never heard ot in Exyope, before the year I493. bur 
then braught by Chriſtophors Columb;s, and his aſſociates, from 1:4;;

No Medicament is ſo doubtful and various, as Philoztus the Phi- 
loſopher's Antidote ; to which it happens, as it doth to wine which 
is poured our of one veſſel into another, which cannot be without 
loſs: for as many as have written of Pharmacy, have retaincd its 
name, but nothing more. Galez alone approves of it ; bur withall 
he ſaith, he ſubſcribes many under it more famous and better. 4y- 
repſws gave four Antidotes of that name ; one whereof admits of 
Opium ; onedimitsit : the other are ſcarce like theſe, and very in- 
congruent to the true Philonium, Prepoſitu« detracted a few things 


from the former deſcription, and added many more : ſome have 


added Caſtorium, others 'Poppy-ſeed : We approve of Prepoſitus 
his deſcription, in ſtead of Cofturn, ſubſtiruring Caſtoriwm, che 
true caſtigator of Opium. VVe have otherwiſe diſpoſed rhe order 
of the Simples, and leſſened the quantity of Pepper, Euphorbium, 
and Bartram; for ſo we have made it more ſecure, without fear of 
inflammation : For we have ſeen ſome complaining of grearardour 
inthe bottom of the belly, and the ſtraight inteſtine, by the 1nje- 
ation of a Glyſter, wherein halt a dragm of Philonium had been 
diſſolved ; which is no wondet, ſeeing it confifts of ſeventeen Sim- 
ples, all hor, befides Opium, which ſome fay tis hot alſo, and Hen- 
bane : yea, ircan ſcarce be ſwallowed, but 1t oftends the jaws with 
ts ardour and acrimony. But as ir is by us emended, it may be 
lafely aſſumed at the mouth, without any offence to the ventricle, 
gale or jaws.

The deſcription of this EleCtuary is as uncertain, as the former's 
Author's name ; for neither are known : Yet there is no Seplaſiary 
ſo rude, but he will boaſt, Thar he hath its beſt deſcription. I have 
{cen many, bur never two alike : that is beſt, which 1s divulged by 
the Auguſtane Medicks ; yet fome things therein are not tolcrable : 
for though 1ts ingredients be few, and deſcribed in ſmall quantity, 
yet there 1s half an ounce of Camphyr, and as much Muſtard as 
may equalize both the Saffron and Egge yolk there preſcribed : 
whereas neither of them may be ſo admirted z; the Muſtard being 
very hot, and not cordial; the Camphyr cqrdial, but nor ſuaveolent, 
ſave in (mall quantity, Beſides,thoſe grave men command the Pow- 
ders and the Theriack to be mixed together, without the intervent of 
Honey, or a Syrupe : and.ſo it cannot be an Opiate, but a Paſte, 
more {olid then any maſs for Pills. But we have detrracted Muſtard 
from it as noxious, and Pimpinella as uſeleſs ; adding thereto Enu- 
la, Mace, and Cinamon, as cordial and bezoardical ; we have inſti- 
tured a juſt doſis of Camphyr, an” idoneous quantity of Theriack, 
anda fir Syrupe for their receipr and ſubattion. It ſhould bea new 
Hens-egge, of a moderate magnitude, through whoſe pertorated 
head, the White ſhould be educed, and the Yolk lett : what is em- 
pty, ſhould be filled with Oriental, nor pulveriſatous Saffron ; and 
the hole ſtopped with Paſte, or another thell, that nothing mighr 
expire ; then the included being cocted in a furnace or oven, by a 
flow fire, mult be pulverated, the ſhells being abjected. 

Some diſallow of the vomitory Nut, becauſe it is deletery to 
ee and Cats, and ſubverrs Man's ventricle. But we have ofr fa- 
tisficd to this dubitation, for the nature of Man differs from thar 
of Brures ; for thar is often poyſon to men, which to beaſts 15 mear. 
Thus Starlings feed on Hemlock, which is death to man z Aloes and 
bitter Almonds kill Foxes, which man ſafely uſes. Furthermore, 
the vomitory Nur being alexiterial, and provoking vomit, 15 very 
convenient ; for vomits conduce much in contagious difcaſes, eſpc- 
cially to ſuch, whole firſt region abounds with prave humours : {Or 
the chief parts being rhereby purged from their corruption, their 
faculties are more nary and apt to oppugn poylon.

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lope when our emendation 1s better known, it will be more tre- 
quent : for thus deſcribed, it 15 moſt cthicactous for the-cure of rhe

This ſolemn Antidote 1s cognominated from its Inventor 2Mtthri-' 
dates King of Portus and Bithyiia ; for he was a moſt generous and 
moſt learned Monarch, who underſtanding the Languages of twen- 
ty two Nations, and having much skill in Medicine,made this noblc 
Antidote againſt Poyſ{on, whereof he was moſt afraid : by the uſe 
whereof, he lived long free from all virulent and deletery qualities ; 
for being vanquiſhed by Pompey, and fearing he would lead him a- 
live in trumph to Rome, he aflumed Poy ſon, = which he received 
not the leaſt trouble : bur becoming weary of longer life, called 
one Bttuitxs a Souldier to him, defiring him to kill him ;' whoſe 
ſlow and derracting trembling hand, he himſclf forced ro his own 
ſlaughter, and fo was ſaid to have trajected himſelf, as Appranus 
hath ir. Amongſt his treaſurics and ſpoils, there was a Roll of Me- 
dicinal Commentations found, which the King had laid up moſt 
ſately, as the moſt curious of Secrets. Pompeybrought theſe to Rome) 
and gave them to the Roman Phyſicians, 4 acrates and Age 
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mach, wao approved of all the remedies, bur c{pecially of the 
Mirhridatc, waoſe deſcription Damocrates rendred in Latine Verſes, 
that it might nor be changed : andthough ke was not its author,but 
tranſcriber, yet is it cognominated from him, Damocrates his Mithri- 
date. Galen allo delivers another deſcription trom Axdromachy:, nor 
much unlike this ; burir is nor ſo orderly diſpoſed, but ſomewhar 
depraved : for it hath an uncertain dofis of the Indian Leaf, of 
 Gentian, Meum, and Cardamome, and Spikenard twice iterated 
under two appellations, ſignifying the ſame thing. There are fur- 
chermore,many ſ1mples moſt convenient for this Antidote,left our,as 
the fruit of Balm, and its fit ſuccedany, Dittany, white Pepper, and 
Bdellium, Ir 1s probable, Andromachus changed the former deſcrji- 

tion, Either to get ſome glory, or to vindicarte itto himſelf ; or elſe 
becauſe he Sin ſome ſuch an one amongſt the Secrets of Mzthri- 
dates z or elſe received it from Pompey : But however, that of Damo- 
crates is more frequently prepared, and more celebrated. 

Neither was Ne, Prepoſitzs leſs deſirous of vain-glory, who de- 
ſcribed a Pſeudo-Mithridate out of Myrepſu, congeſted of a great 
| haapof Simples, which he, tor the moſt part, defcribed inthe bar- 
barous Idiome, mixed confuſedly, and diſpoſed in undue order and 
proportion, In brief, that Antidote hath much difficulty in its pre- 
ration , and little utility in its exhibition : and therefore we 
cave it to ſuch as will ſwear to what-ever he ſaith ; and, like blinde 
men , will follow their blinking Author whitherſoever he leads 
them. | 

The chief difficulty in its preparation, is the pe Ars, wr and 
ſelection of the fimples which we often want , , A875 ly ſuchof 
themas areexorical z in whoſe ſtead, we are forced to ſubſtitute 
ſuccedaneous ones ; as, for the Oyl of Balm, the Oyl of Cloves or

It is not without ground, that they call Mithridate the Father, 
and Theriack the Mother of Medicaments ; ſeeing in dignity and 
excellency they farre exceed all others, and comprehend all others 

faculties; for there is ſcarce any preternatural afie&ion, whereunt9 
the one of theſe duly prepared doth nor conduce. 

Mithriaates is juſtly made the Author of both ; for he invented 
and congeſted the matter whereof they both confiſt : Andromachw 
and Damocrates diſpoſed it onely more orderly, and added ſome 
tew things. Thus Theriack had its original from Mithridate, 
which Cr:toz firſt ſocalled from a Viper, which the Greeks call 
2#efor, whoſe fleſh duly prepared, as we ſhall hereafter ſhew, A-- 
dromachus, Nero's chief Phyſician, added to Mithridate, and made 
its faculty,which before was void and imbecile,as to wild beaſts and 
venenate Scrpents ſtings, now moſt. efficacious. And thus of Mi- 

thridare is made a Theriack, the moſt preſept Remedy againſt oy- 
| | wy on 
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ſon ; from which, all Medicaments that extinguiſh any poyion, arc 
called Theriacal.- A,dromachs his ſedulity was very commendable, 
who digeſted and adorned theſe two Antidores with good order and 
form, which were betore withour order and form : in imitaricn 
whereot,thelarcr gc hath deſcribed many Compolitions and Tt e- 
riacks, wherewith ſome Pnarmacopolies are rather onerated then 
adorned. | 

All Theriacks tradired by Rhaſis, Auicenna, Meſue, Serapio, Pauls, 
Oribeſiu,/AE tu, Myrepſuy and Neotcricks, do not onely difſent from 
one another, bur all-trom the ancient one delivered by Andromachy:; 
and theretore rhey are {eldome made, bur negle&ed as uſeleſs. 

And although the Theriack of A-dromachw ſenior bedeſcribed in 
Verſes, and {o may not be perverted z yer that which his Son gives 
in Proſe, is more celebrared ; which we here exhibit. - However, 
there is no difference of moment berwixt them. <Y

Theſe are called V iperine or Theriacal Paſtils ;': for whoſe confe- 
ion, the Vipers muſt be taken about the end of the $ ring, or be- 
ginning of Summer, when they have* been roccilons with their 
wonred meat and air : The Female ſhould be rather fele&ed then 
the Male, but not while pregnant ; bur agile, with a long neck, 
a fiery aſped, rutilous "2 red eyes, a broad compreſſed head, a 
ſnone bee purines, Hen x. ebelly,a tayl notinvolved, grow- 
ing moregracile by lictle and little, void of fleſh, a firm, bur flow 

pace, The Males tayl grows jenny more gracile, and is not dc- 
{titure of fleſh ; the trunk of its y is ſmaller, irs neck thicker, 
&&head more anguſt, with onely two canine teeth z the Female hath 
four. Such as inhabir ſalt and maritimous places, are not ſclegible; 
thoſe that are taken new, are better then the old. But that rhey 
may be rightly prepared, they ſhould be killed with Rods ; for their 
anger being thereby incenſed, they will ſpit our'their poyſon. Their 
head and tayl muſtbe abſcinded from them when beaten, each of 
them tothe meaſure of four fingers; which 1s enough in greater 
Vipers : thoſe, which after this amputation, move no longer, Far 
6 , ,  efiuſe 
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eftuſe any more blood, bur lye ſtill, and are cxa nguous, mult be rc- 
jeated as uſclels : The uſetul muſt be excoriated, eviſcerared, and 
purged from all their fatne(s, waſhed well three or four times in 
clear water, and then coded ina fit pot, with ſufficient of water, 
with a lictle Salr, and more or leſs of green Dill, as the number ot 
the Vipers 1s, in the prudent Apothecaries judgement z as, one 
handful and a halt, or. two, for four or five Vipers : which number 
will make up three ounces of Trochisks, requiſite for the confe- 
ion of the Thertack. Tney muſt be cotedon a luculent, but nor 
a violent fire, without ſmoke, that their fleſh may be eaſily de- 
raced from their ſpina z then the ſeparated fleſh muſt be brayed 
ina ſtone-Morter, with a wooden-Peſtel, exatly : whereunto, in 
pulveration, a third or fourth part of dry pulverared white-bread 
mukſt be adjected, that {x dragms, or one ounce of bread, may re- 
{pond to four ounces of fleſh. He that addes more bread, makes 
the Paſtils more umbecile ; and he that addes leſs, more effica- 
cious, | | 

The fleſh and bread thus mixed by triture, and ſubaG&ed into 
Paſte, muſt be made into Paſtils or Orbicles. They act perperouſly, 
who inject any of the broath, wherein this fleſh was decoded, into 
the triture z for fo it becomes too humid, the Trochisks thereof roo 
rancid, contracting filth, and not eatie ro be exficcared : they mult 
be (mall, and compoſed with hands anointed with the Oyl of 
Balm, Cloves, or Nutmeg ; they muſt be repoſed, dryed, and kept 
daily in a dry, but not anaprique place.

tions of the Arabian and-Grecian Medicaments, then the Simples 
whereof they conſiſt ; though they muſt be very rare, if our Pari- 
ſian Aporhecarics compals them not, He that hath nor all oppor. 
runely in readineſs, may for Aſphalathum repoſe Ciurian Santal , 
for Marum, true Majoran, or Dittany ; for Amaracum, Mother- 
wort; for Coſtum , ag res ; for Xylobalſamum ,, Wood of

Rhaſis and Autcenna adde the bark of the root of Darſihahan ;, but 
what Plant that is, is neither apparent by its name, form, nor fa- 
culties.

be cut off, ſeparated, and abje&ed ; they mult be involved in Bar-

Cyphi is an ancient word,denoting Perfumes and Odoraments,ftom

Various Authors give various deſcriptions of theſe Paſtils : for 
every one at his pleaſure addes, detracts, perverts, changes, and of- | 
tentimes deſigns theſame Medicament with divers names, callin 
rwo or three by one word of the ſame accepration.Befides this of the 
Trochisks of Diarrhodon, or- of Roſes , Meſue deſcribes others, 
whoſe ſignifications include others. Their reaſons are tutilous, 
who endeavor to prove the diverſity of theſe, from the diverſity of 
names : But if I may, withamapproved Author, ſpeak my minde, 
I will call theſe the Trochisks 6 Diarrhodon, and nor of Roſes ; 
whoſe prepararion further todeclare, were ſuperfluous, ſeeing ir 
bears nothing of difficulty in it. In ſtead ot Spodium, we put the 
vulgar Antiſpodium, which is burnt Ivory. 

They cure pituitous, inveterare, and implicite Fevers ; they allay 
the dolours of the ventricle, and deterge the humours adherent 
thereunto : they are mixed in-many great compounds deſcribed by 
Meſue..

[ have (elected theſe Paſtils of Meſue, as moſt efficacious amongſt 
fifteen of that name, deſcribed by as many Authors : a great part 
whereof are onely nominally like theſe;They are denominated from 
Amber, which the Arabians call Xarabe 5 and the Grecians Ele- 
Frum; which 1s very good to roborate the bowels, cohibit bloody 
flux, and ſtay the Rheumariſm of the Urerus. Its incraſlative fa- 
culry 15 ones by the interje&tion of Gumme and Opium; its 
aſtriCtive faculty by the ſhrubs of Ciſtus and Acacia; Opium is 
caſtigated by Saffron; the ventricle is roborated by Maſtick ; all 
are comprehended inthe mufilidge of Fleabane, an the aſperiry of 
their parts levigated. Meſue commands many things to be burned 
for their preparation ; bur if they be admitred crude, the Medica- 
ment will be no worſe : for if Harts-horn or Coral have any cxi- 
mious verrue in them, it is probable they have it while crude, and 
not by uſtion. I am not ignorant, what uſtion conduces to Medi- 
caments, what it takes from them, or what it addes tothem z onely 
ſome are ſo weak , that they will not indure ſuch preparation 
without much loſs : But let thoſe burnthem that will, ſo they re- 
tain their faculties with their aſhes. Acacia and Hypociitis ſhould 
be firſt minutely cut, then pulverated with Pomegranate-fiowers, 
and then the reſt ;  Trochisks may bemade of all of them, brayed 
inorder, and by art, with the muſilidge of Fleabane. 


| They ate roborative and aſtriftive : one dragmof them taken in ;ye,

It we may babble with others, we ſhall call theſe Paſtils, the 
Trochisks of Spodium, though unwullingly ; for Spodium is nor 
Baſis, bur rather Antiſpodium, which vulgar Aporhecaries uſurp 
tor the burnt roors of Tabaxir : Bur ler that Pſeudoſpodium, and 
the Arabian Spodium be gone, theſe Trochisks are made and deno- 
minared from Antiſpodium, fo called by us, with the addition of 
Roſes, Purſlain-ſced, and Liquorice-juyce, comple&ed in the ſucce 
of Fleabane. 

And thus made, they do not onely ingrede the compoſition of the 
Ele&uary of Pſyllam, but are given alone in acute Fevers, inflam- 
mations of the Liver, and vehement thirſtings. 

Meſue gives others more compound, admitting of Sorrel-{ced, 
the pulp of Sumach, Amylum, Coriander, Pomegranare-flowers, 
Berberries, and Gumme-Arabick excepted inthe on of Ompla- 


cium :; But they are leſs uſual, and agree not with the ſaid Elc- 
auary.

We have admitted of Meſue's old deſcription, without any im- 
mutation, as performing what it pollicitares ; for theſe, of all in- 
cifive and reſerative Trochisks, are the moſt cfhcacious, conſiſtin 
of many things, which attenuate and incide craſs, melancholical, 
and terrene humours, take away infartures, and mollifie hardneſs. 
Whereunto, it any will adde off che Gurnme of Lacca and Madder, 
an. 3 j. he ſhall make them much more-efficactous z and he ſhall 
not need Trochisks of Lacca, becauſe the Trochisks.of Capers arc 
enough, according to Plaxtizs, for the obſtruftions.of the Spleen, 
and old affe&tions, Both theſe and the {upcriour are made alike, 
Ammoniack muſt be diſſolved in Vinegar, coded to the conliſtence 
of Honey, and therein the Powders ſubacted for Trochisks.

ſecoud Part of aur Shop : whoſe uſe is both more grateful and tolerable, 
then thoſe e that are ingeſted at the mouth ;, for ſuch, by oppugntng diſeaſes, 
ſubyert the Ventricle, take away Appetite, exctte Torments, aud diftury 
the whole economy of Nature, Whence Cornelius Celſus would bate 
Medicaments and Potions ſeldome uſed; for ſeeing , can ſcarce be 


exhibited in 4 juſt doſis, or when exhibited, do thetr office, ſeeing f

of te move, but move not throughly, or propel laudatle humours, deſertt;,g 
the maltgh, or leaving the internals diſtempered : They are ſometimes pe- 
rillows ;, for Frius kaew an imperite Medick,, who by the undue exhili- 
tion of a Medicament, killed a man : Bur Topical Medicaments are ſafe, 
and may be uſurped, not onely to external, tut internal uices, For as we ſeec- 
ing Extuberanctes appear without, uſe -purges to coerceate the exuperant 
humours : So when we -ave feſted with ſomething within, we often apply 
Knguents, Oyls, and Lintments without. For whether the Stomack or Li- 
Ver, Reins, or other interiour bowel be pained, much help may be admiz1- 
ſired Ly due external applications : For all the Medtcaments of old were 
external, which the Ancients, following their Captatn Nature, uſed, without 
experience ; and Countrey-men yet hurt with a low, a fall, cut, or knock, 
without choyce aſſume the firſt occurrent Plant, and apply it to the part af- 
fefied ; and it often falls out, that a noxtous Medicament, upon ſtrong na- 
tures, produce ſucceſſful i pon Now we ſhall in theſe three Books, ſhew 
what Medicaments Topical are beſt, which ſhould be kept in Phaymacope- 
lies, and how they. are made. And as we have methoatcally proceeded in 
the three former ;, Firſt, deſcribing the moſt liquid, as Syrupes ; then the 
more craff, as Eclegms ; then the moſt craſi, as Elefuaries ; and laſt, the 
moſt ſoltd, as Pulls and Trochuks : So now, #n the three later Books we ſhall 
begin with Oyls firſt ; then paſi to the more ſpiſſe, as Unguents ; and then 
to the moſt craſf, as Emplarſters, Taking then our riſe from Oyls, wheredf

{imple, or ny Hang Thoſe are ſimple, which have nc- 

thing from Art,but their eduction; admitting of no mixture, 
bur educed by expreſſion; as Oyl, ſimply fo called, expreſſed from 
mature, and Omphacinum, from unmature Olives ; as allo the 
Oyl of Almonds, the Oyl of Walnuts, and many more, exprefſed 
our of fruits and ſeeds , which mutuate their various qualities 
from the variety of ſeeds whence they are educed ; as hot Oyls 
from hor ; cold, from cold ſeeds, &c. Oyl abſolutely fo rermed, is 
meant of that onely which is extracted from mature Olives ; whoſc 
Cr 5-0 appertains no more to Apothecaries, then the expreſſion 
of Wine, orconfe&ion of Bread, as to their manners how : which 
laborious work and buſineſs is duly commitred to Ruſticks, and 
diuturnal labourers. Secing all theſe are aliments, and fitter for 
Tables then Shops, therefore an Apothecary ſhould not follicite 
himſelf about the exprefſion of common Oyl, but abour ſuch as 
are elicited mcerly by Art: Of all which we ſhall treat in this 
Book. In whoſe former Se&ion, we ſhall examine all ſuch as are 
made by'impreſſion or infuſion of Medicaments, beginning with 
the Oylof Violets, which are the firit flowers of che Spring.

_ AlltheStudentsin Pharmaty, with one conſent, follow -the di- 
Cates of Meſue their. Captain, whom they extol with praiſes, and 
adore with admiration : Yet his Laws and Precepts in compound- 
ing Medicaments; cannot by duration challenge to themſelves infal- 
libility ; for we ſee many of them improved, and many diſpro- 
ved : and it is ro;imprudence to recede tram! him, or any old Au- 
thor, though they merit moſt of praiſe, When one ſees by long uſe 
and experience, a better and more compendious way. And thus 
we have ſomething detracted from,or ſomething added to the com- 
poſition of ſome Medicaments, or their method changed. Thus 
they diflent in Medscinal Oyls, made by infuſion and maceration 
as in this Oyl of Violets, to whoſe conflation Meſue commands the 
Oylot mature Olives, and of Almonds or Seſama to be taken and 
waſhed ; then the flowers to be macerated ſeven dayes therein, in- 
ſolared and expreſſed; afterwards to be coed three hours in a 
double veſſel ; and this to be iterated thrice, the expreſſed flowers 
being always abjected, and freſh ones immitted ; and rhen to be 
cocted on a flow fire, till the watry humidity be diſſipated, and then 
they repoſed ina fit veſſel. 

Many Apothecaries follow this preſcript ; others will not ſwear 
to his words, bur follow the diate of their own Reaſons, and 
change ſome things ever and anon : for it is eaſie to adde, whena 
thihg 15 invented, or detract ſomething that is ſuperfluous, or caſti- 
gate what is 11] diſpoſed. 

But the Oylof Violets is now made evcry-where, almoſt, after 
this manncr : Firſt, a certain -quantity of ſincere common Oyl is 
aſlumed, verberated, and waſhed in Fountain-water, and impoſed 
ina ga {s, or earthen veſſel well glazened ; new Violet flowers are 
infuſcd therein, and ſomacerared a whole week, and if the ſeaſon 
permit, infolated ; then they are boyled a lirtle on a flow fire, that 
they may be expreſſed; afterwards, new flowers are immitred, as 
before, and expreſſed ; which is thrice iterated : then the flowers, 
after the laſt 37 na are abjected, the Oyl coed on a flow fire, 
till its aqueous humidity be diſfiparcd z and then it is repoſed and 
kept in a fit veſſel. . —=H |

two infuſions, without any commixtion of any ſucce or decoction z 
the flowers being left a whole month confuſedly immerged in the

Oyl is made by infuſion out of both, 
but eſpecially the former, their Toors and flowers being macerared 
and cxpreſſed, as is declared : ſome take cnely the roots a little bray- 
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Vires. 


cd, and their flowers tunded, and cot them with the ſucce of other 
roots, and then pour Oyl npon then, and elixate them again, till all 
the watcr be abſumed ; and the Oyl thus made, 1s very odorate and 
efficacious : yet it would be more efficacious, if this were twice or 
thrice iterated, as of old. 

There is no diflention amongſt Authors about the propor- 
tion of the flowers to the roots , ſeeing all give twice as much 
flowers as roots : but they agree not abour the other roots, 
which muſt be clixared in the water, and about the water it ſelf , 
nor yet about the Oyl wherein it muſt beantuſed. Bur leaving, for 
brevities ſake, the variety of opinions about this matter, we ſay, 
Thar one pound of roots muſt be taken, and coed in four or five 
pounds of water at the moſt, till halt be abſumed. Some addeto 
this definite weight of roots, flowers, and water, onely two pounds 
of Oyl ; others, ſeven pounds and a half ; and others,ceight pounds : 
I mix five pounds.and co&t them all on a flow fire;till the watry hu- 
midiry be difſolved. ; | 

It calefies, mollifies, tenuates, digeſts, reſolves, concoRs, pene- 
trates, opens, ripens, takes away the ſounding in the ears, diſcuſſes 
biles andother hard tumours, emends the cramp and native foetour, 
and allayes dolours from cold matter.

There 1s ſcarce a difeaſe more frequent, then the Neapolitan, or 
a Medicament more uſual to it, then the Emplaiſter of Frogs, de- 
{cribed by Jo. YVigontus 3 for there is not an Oppidane Barber ſo ſtu- 
pid, but he hath made both tryal and gain of this Medicament : to 
whoſe confe&ion, Oyl of Saffron acceding, it ſhould be kept in 
Pharmacopoliesz otherwiſe, the Medicament will be ill confeQced :* 
yet1 think Aeſue invented ut nor for that end ; for it is credible, he 
never heard of the Venereous Pox, clſe he would not have been {i- 
lent in that potnt: but he made ir ro roborate the Urerus and 
Nerves, allay their dolours, mollifie and diſcuſs hardneſs, and con- 
ciliate colour, VVhat Cordumeni is, we have ſhewed in our Book 
of Simples.

Now that it 
may be rightly conte&ed, the Almonds to be aſſumed, muſt be new

It ſhould be exprefſed by little and little, that it may be more 
pure, mary») and ſweet : for that which is haſtily extracted, is 
turbid and foeculent. It will flow more readily, it the Almonds 
before expreſſion be calefied by the fireor Sun; for ſo its oleagi- 
nous humidity is attenuated, melted, and made more fluxile : it 
erupts more eaſily, readily, and copioully ; yea, by ſo much more 

IN... readily, by how much the Almonds are hotter, it they be nor 

burnt : but that which ſhould be introſumed ar'the mouth, ſhould 
be elicited without fire, ; 

Almonds are purged two wayes : Firſt, they muſt be macerated 
long in warm water, and then compreſſed with ones fingers, that 
che fore may cleft ;  Secandly, they may be pur inſome Frying- 

pan, with a {mall quantity of: flower, and agitared with ones hapd 
over a flow fire, till the Involucrum diſrupt, which will afterwards

mical manner educe certain Oyls by diſtillation ; and that either by de- 
ſceat, whereunto deſcenſion by trazſudation or by draining, #5 referred ;, or 
elſe by aſcent, whereunto diſtillation by Tnelination us alſo referred. 
Edufion of Oyl by deſcent, 1s, when the elicited bumour diſtils down- 
wards, without any elevation, ito a ſubdititious veſſel, whith hath 30 way 
. for aſcent 5 the liquefied bumour,' which ts elitited 114 form of a Vapour, be- 
ing coated, and then falling downwards. - Now Oyls are elicited by deſcent, 
not onely out of ſuch things as are aqueow, but out of Woods, Roſines, and 
ſuch things as axe deſtroyed by the aſcending calour. And the Oyls thus 
educed being craſs and black, are of an ingrateful odour and ſapour, and 
onely uſurpable to external affections : Tet if they can be tmtroſumed at the 
mouth, they promiſe eximious effefis, Many may be made after the ex- 
ample of one or two,

Boccia muſt be filled with the tunded wood and barks of Ta- 
matrisks, irs orifice mult be occluded with a foraminous plate, 
and it ſelf ſo placed in the ſuperiour part of che furnace, thar its

The veſſel containing the matter,ſhould be fo fitted, that the heat 
might be-put under it, and that rhere may be a way above for the 
ſpirits, wiaich may paſs through the beak, whereunto the long tube 
is appended ; which rending downwards, and traje&ing ut clt 
trough the Retrigeratory, carries the delabing matter into. its re- 
ceptacle.

cious to the bowels : upon which account,I much ſuſpect many Re- 
medies that Paracelſzs extols : and many write, That all thoſe thar 
introſumed his Meralline Remedies, though they found ſome help 
at firſt thereby, dyed within a years ſpace. 

A prudent Apothecary then ſhould not ſpend his time,nor waſte 
his ſubſtance in reducing Metals roPowder, macerating them in vi- 
negar, ſolving them, elaborating them with the Salt of Tartar, 
Nutre, or other artificial mixture, ſeeing thoſe Medicaments they 
uſually keep in their ſhops, are ſufficient for Pharmacy. Here will 
not diſprove the uſe of certain Oyls educed by diſtillation, for the 
abigarions of ſuch diſeaſes as yield not to ordinary Medicaments. 
For ſecing an ill knot muſt have a hard wedge, if the accuſtomed 
remedy will not end the fault, we may, without a Piacle, betake 
our ſelves to more artificial extraftions : we have therefore here 
oY the deſcription of certain uſeful and moderate Oyls, which 
the prudent Medick may ſometimes uſe, And as we have neglect- 
ed many more educed by diſtillation 3 ſo we have alſo omitted ma- 
ny clicited by expreſſion and impreſſion, as ſuperfluous, and ſeldom 
uſed ; as, the Oyl of Coſtus, the Indian Nut, of Frogs, Pepper, 
and the like, which were rather invented for oftentation, then ne-

[em were of old in. ſuth uſe and fame, that he that handled or 
AL [old them ſolely, or them and other Medicaments, was called an Un- 
guercary and Myropolifli The Arabians often call Cerecloths and Satves, 
lnguents : as Diolcorides doth many odorate Oyls 5 atcording -to that of 
Hippocrates, A Meaick ſhould be Unguented, that th, pts Bags that 
. bythe fragrant halite of his Veſtare, be may purchaſe glory amongstt the 
uulgar. Bat now Unguents are ina more anguſt acceptance, taken onely 
for thoſe Medicaments which adhibited and itited onely on external pay's, 
are thought to auxiliate them, when other Medicaments would either through 
their gravity barthen them,or through thetr humidity burt them ; and are 
olaginous, of a middle conſiſtence, betwixt a Cerecloth and a Lintment, as 4 
Cepecloth is betwixt an U1:guent and a Salve. Now the proportion of Oyl 
in the confeton of an Unguent, ts ſuch, that one ounce thereof reſponds to 
each dragm of Powder, and two dragms of Wax : So that there 1s four times 
as much Oyl as Wax, and eight times as much Ol as Powder, And ſeetng 
heat makes the conſiſtence of an Unguent ſufter, and cold harder, Myropo- 
lifts uſed to mix more Oyl in Winter, andleſi in Summer, with their t1:gre- 
dients. Now ſeeing there 1s much conformity betwixt a Cerecloth and an 
Unguent, both conſiſting of the ſame Materials, onely differing 14 propor- 
tron ; the Unguent recerutng more Owl and leſf wax, that it may be of a 
middle conſiſtence betwixt a Lintment and a Cerecloth , more ſpiſſe the. the 
oe, and more l:quid then the other: We have determaned to treat of ther 
both in this Book : In whoſe firſt Sefton we ſhall deſcribe the moſt approved 
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and uſual Unguents , 1n the ſecond, Cerecloths. Now Unguents are etthe; 
made with fire, as thoſe that admit Wax, Roſines, and decofttons of Si mples ; 
or without fire, as ſuch as need onely nutrition and ſubafion, as the cyuds 
Uinguent, and the Knguent of Quickſilver ; of which we ſhall 17 particu- 
lar treat in this Book, begining with the Refrigerative : The firſt whereof 
that occurs, ts the Knguent of Roſes.

' Greeks, alwayes covetous of glory, have ſocraftily changed what 
they borrowed from them, that they are now thought the firſt Ay- 
thors : yetthereare yet ſome Oyls and Unguents from them dero- 
minated, as this now deſcribed, which was ar firſt divulged Dy an 
Z&gyprtian. For it is probable, that-it rather derived its name irom 
this cauſe, then from its dusky colour, like that of. the Agyprians, 
Many call it the Melleous Unguent, from ts Baſis, which is Honey 
bur uſe muſt ſomerimes be preferred/before reaſon : We, with My- 
ropoliſts, call it the Zgyptian Unguent. Ir 1s thus made: , The 
Honey muſt be coed with Vinegar, and pulverated Verdigreaſe, 
in ancarthen veſſel, ona ſlow fire, till the Vinegar be diſſipated, the 
tinQture of the Verdigreaſe changed, and all brought to the con- 
ſiſtence of an Unguent.

Oth the Matter and Vertue of nguents and Saves are ones them 
conſiſtence different 5 which in the one is ſoft and quid, in the other 
craſs and ſolid: whith are therefore madle 110 Rolls 4nd Batils of a fin- 
gers leugth and craſfitude, and ſometimes much more z, and not repoſed in 
veſſels like Unguents, but txruolved 1n papers, and ſo kept in Pharmace- 
ies. That they may acquire that crafſitude, they admit of more Wax, 
and le ff Oyl then #ngaents ;, as twice, thrice, and ſometimes four times as 
much Wax as Oyl : which quantity of Wax muſt be augmented of leſſened, 
according to the quantity of Rofines and concrete ſucces 5, as alſo the quan- 
tity of Oyl, as the doſis of Fats, Greaſe and Marrow may ingrede the couft- 
Hon. Now Salves are cor fefied of the parts of Plants and Animals, of 
Minerals and Metals ; ſome whereof grue onely the body and confittence, 
without any great vertue, as Wax, common Ol, Quick ſilyer, and ſome 
Roſines ; others with mattey , give alſo vertue and efficacy, as Minerals, 
Plants, andthe other Ingredients. All Salves do not admit of Wax and Re- 
ſons, but recetve Ladawum, Frankintenſe, and other things for thety mat- 
ter : Some alſu are made without Wax and fire, whoſe materials are Honey, 
viſcid Succes, Cream, and the like, concreted to a due ſpiſſitude ;, as the 
Salve of Bread-Cruſts and Bayberries, and the like. This order muſt te 
obſerved in confeging Salves : firſt the Wax muſt be melted tn Ol; then 
the liquors.ſucces,and' hes mixedtherewith,and coged on a ſlow firts 
tifl the aqueous humidity be exhaled; then muſt the Fats and Roſines be aa- 
| ded ; as alſo all kindes of Gummes : ' Some whereof are mixed ores 
| | | otpers 
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others diluted, colated, and cofted 1n Wine 1ttar, or other liquor : if Tur- 

tine be required, it may be added when the Salue us percotled, and ab- 
ſtrated from the fire ; then muſt the hard Powders Le caſt and ſprinkled, 
agitated, ſubatied, and conczeted into a mai neithey ſoft or bard, but mo- 
derate and viſcrd which wall not 1nquinate the contregasts band's, If liquid 
ſucces, as Wine, Vinegar, Medicinal Waters or Decofitons, tngrede a Salues 
corjeftton, they muſt be cofed till their aqueous humidity Le diſſipated, New 


and ſpiſt \Succes muſt be diſſolved in ſome liquor, which muſt alſo be diſ- 
ſipated by. coftzon, dry and friable ones muſt be pulverated and mixed 
theremtth, Andas it is of great moment, which. muſt be firſt put #2 the 
diſperſation, and which lajt : ſo alſo, which muſt be longer, which lef coft- 
ed. For the light coflion of Lithargie makes the Medicament white ;, the 
longer, black, Verdigreaſe makes it ſometimes citreow, ſometimes green, 
and ſometimes fwk, according to the variom heat of the fire : And the mu- 
tation of colour, often argues the mutation of qualities ;, for Lithargie, by 
loager coflion, makes the Salve beth blacker and more exficcatrue. And 
though the conſitence and faculties be the moſt looked after 13 Salves ;, yet 
their colour ard odour make them more commendable. But ſeeing we bawe 
abundantly treated of general Precepts in confeaing Salves, in our Inſtitu- 
t10.5 (Chap.4. Book 3.) it »ow oxely reſts, that we diſcufi the particular 
preparation and conjeftion of each of Hows:

thers, The Vulgay Cerozeum : whence, perhaps, the Nomenclature of 
that Emplaiſter is deco&ted, which is ſo much celebrated at Pars, 
which they give indiſcriminately to all that crave help, and adhibir 
promiſcuoutly to all diſeaſes and parts. And hence many, by the 
occluſion of their paſſages, and retention of their excrementitious

It is made of Vitriol and Salrpetet , included and cloſely ſhut in 
a Morter, or other fit veſſel well bedawbed ; into which, Spirits are 
forced by the fire. 

Another ſort is made of Auriphgorene » Salnitre , the flour of 
Braſs, and Rock-Alome, which I leave roſuch as uſe it.
